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PREFATORY NOTICE. 



This Work, comprehending a Chronicle of the most remarkable events 
in Scotland, particularly in Fife, from 1649 to I67I1 a period of great civil 
commotion, and containing valuable genealogical notices of almost everj 
family of note in that part of the country, was first published in 1810 by 
the late Mr Constable, under the title of The Chroniclk of Fife, as chiefly 
relating to occurrences in that county. As that publication has become 
very rare and expensive, the present edition, correcting numerous errors, 
and supplying various omissions in the former, has been published from the 
original Manuscript. 

The Author is stated by Mr Constable to have been John Lamont of New- 
ton, in the parish of Kennoway in Fife ; and, during the period of the trans- 
actions recorded in the Work, to have been settled in that county as fac- 
tor to the family of Lundin of that Ilk. 

Although the Diary itself contains sufficient internal evidence to warrant 
the latter statement, it is doubtful whether the Author possessed the small 
property of Newton in the parish of Kennoway. On reference to the Ab- 
breviate of Retours, it appears that, in 1653, Wester Newton, in that parish, 
belonged to Pitcaim of Unstoun ; and that, in 16&5 and 1694, James Law of 
Bruntoun is served heir to his father in the lands of Easter and Wester New- 
ton : while the Rev. Patrick Wright, minister of Kennoway, to whom appli- 
cation was made on the subject, states that the Author was not Laird of 
Easter Newton in that parish, although that property belonged to a person 
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of the same name, who is said to have been his relation. Mr Wright also 
mentions that his Session Clerk informs him, that the name of Lamont is 
not to be found in the records of the parish, which are very ancient. 

It appears, however, from the following statement, which was most obli- 
gingly communicated to the Editor, by the Rev. Dr David Lamont of Kirk- 
patrick-Durham, that there was a John Lamont of Newton, who was coeval 
with the period, and apparently the Author of the Diary. 

'* My father, John Lamont, was minister of the parish of Kelton, in the 
presbytery of Kirkcudbright. His father was John Lamomt of Newton, 
near Kennoway in Fife. He was proprietor of Newton, commonly in those 
days called Lamont's Newton, and he was proprietor ako of the lands of 
Piestown, [Pyatstoun ?] in the neighbourhood of Cupar, and was factor on 
the estate of Mr Drummond [then Lundin] of Lundin. My grandfather was 
twice married. Who was his first wife I do not know ; but his second wife, 
my grandmother, was a Miss Watson of Ethemie, a family of some considera- 
tion in that part of Fife. The lands of Newton were left to my grandfather's 
oldest son by the first marriage, who afterwards sold them, but I do not 
know to whom. The lands of Piestown were left to my father, who was 
the oldest son by the second marriage. He also sold them, and bought 
property in the stewartry of Kirkcudbright. 

*^ All these facts I have again and again heard most distinctly and minutely 
stated, both by my father, and by my aunt, Mrs Blair of Borgue ; and I 
have also had the same statement from Mr Gillespie, minister of the Kells 
in Galloway, who, about 70 or 80 years ago, was tutor in the family of 
Lundin, and was perfectly acquainted with all the circumstances of the case. 

** So much for tradition. I will now state what I know myself. About 
ten years ago, I visited some of my friends in the vicinity of Leven in Fife. 
Dr Swan, who was at that time the minister of Leven or Scoonie, asked me 
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to preach for him, which I did ; and when we returned to the Manse, he

said I had done a most wonderful thing that day, for I had preached in my 
great-great-grandfather's pulpit, Mr Allan Lamont,* who was the first mi- 
nister after the Reformation ; and he showed me a silver communion cup, 
with the Lamont's arms engraved upon it, and this inscription : — ' Presented 
to the Parish of Scoonie, bj John Lamont of Newton, in Memory of his 
Grandfather, Mr Allan Lamont, who had formerly been Minister of that 
Parish,' — or words to that purport. He told me his wife was a cousin of 
mine, and that my grand&ther's house was only about two miles distant, 
and he thought I should go and see it ; which I did, and found a large 
double two story high house, well finished within, and oyer the front 
door, a large stone with the Lamont's coat of arms engraved upon it. 
The silver spoons at the Manse of Kelton that belonged to my grand- 
father, and some silver knives and forks that I have at this day, have a large 
letter N. for Newton, below the crest and motto; the crest a left-hand open, 
and the motto, Neparca9 nee spemas. Had my grandfiither not been pro- 
prietor of Newton, I do not think the letter N. would have been on the 
silver plate. Mr Fulton also told me that my grandfather was buried, not in 
the church-yard, but within the church of Kennoway, which, if true, seems 
to imply that he was a proprietor. 

^* Whether my grandfather was Author of the Diary, I cannot say, — of 
that 1 have no evidence ; but as I never heard of any person of his name at 
that time in Fife except himself, and from the many and minute allusions to 
the house and family of Lundin in the Diary, I think it highly probable." 



* Mr Allan Lamont was the second^ not the first, minister of Scoonie, after the Reformation. 
For, from 1667 to 1580^ John Simpsoon, minister^ and David Rinaane, reader, had the cure 
of that parishj and the first time that Allan Lamont appears is in 1585. Thus : " Sconye, 
Maister Allan Lawmonth^ minister^ his stipend, viij bollis qaheit> j chalder viij bollis beir and 
iij chalderis iiij bollis meill, out of the priorie of Sanct Androis." — *' Books qfAuignaiion and 
Modification rfMinuier/ Stipends,'^ preserved in ike General Regisler House. He was still 
minister in 1616. 
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While great latitude, as to dates of marriages and births, must be given 
in assuming the fact of Dr Lamont's grandfather being the Author, the 
circumstance of his being factor at Lundin at the time, — ^the numerous 
allusions in the Diarj to pecuniary and domestic matters connected with 

that family, which could only be known to a person in his situation, and 

various other minute points, evidently lead to that assumption.* 

The Manuscript of the Work is contained in two small oblong quarto 
volumes, the first belonging to General Durham of Largo, and the second 
to James Lumisdaine, Esq. of Lathallan. The former appears, from a no- 
tice on a blank page, to have belonged to the late Dr John Lamont, sur- 
geon in Largo, (probably a descendant of the Author,) and to have been 
presented, in 178^1 by that gentleman to the late Mr William Durham, ad- 
vocate. 

The Editor has been informed that the Manuscript originally consisted of 
three volumes, one of which had been given to the late James Lumsdaine of 
Innergellie. Of this volume all trace is now lost, though every exertion 
has been used to ascertain its existence. Application was made to Bishop 
Gleig of Stirling, and to the Rev. Pr Murray of Kilmadock, both of whom 
were intimately acquainted with the Innergellie family, particularly the 
latter, who, from his situation in that family, was most likely to know the 
accuracy of the statement. These gentlemen, however, state that they never 
heard of such a volume, Dr Murray writes, that although he " had access 
to all the books in the library, he is certain he never met with such a 
work, for if he had, its antiquity would have made him examine most par- 
ticularly into its contents.*' It is unknown whether this volume (if it ever 
existed) referred to an earlier or a later period than the other volumes. 

The existing Manuscript begins in March, 1649 ; yet, from various refer-

ences in that year to prior events, it appears to have commenced at an 
earlier period ; and in like manner from several notices of ulterior occur- 
rences, it seems to have been carried down to a much later date than I67I, 
when the second volume terminates. A blank has been reg'ularly left by the 
compiler after each entry, for the purpose, it is presumed, either of add- 
ing to the notice, or of afterwards inserting any incident which may have 
escaped his memory at the time. 

A considerable portion of the Manuscript, both at the beginning and the 
end, is wanting, having likely been destroyed by time, and want of care. 
The first and last entries are greatly mutilated ; and several leaves during 
the year 1663, which were undoubtedly in existence at the date of Mr Con- 
stable's publication, are now amissing, having been probably lost by the 
binder while inlaying the Manuscript. 

The present edition will be found a faithful publication of the Manu- 
script ; and notes, illustrative of passages in the text, have been occa- 
sionally added. The orthography of the original has been scrupulously 
retained ; and blanks are left where they occurred in the Manuscript, or 
where the writing was illegible, the Editor having abstained, except in a 
very few instances, from interpolating his own ideas, and these are uni- 
formly placed between brackets ; while the interpolations in Mr Constable's 
edition are invariably removed from the text, and placed as foot notes, 
with the letter C annexed, in order io distinguish them.

At this tyme my Lord Bamirrino died fiid- 
denly, being one of ther number. Ther was ane armie ordained to be leuied, 
fo that euery thoulande libb. of rent in the kingdome was to put out one 
horfe and a man, fumilht with things neidfuU. The annuallrents were cryed 
downe to 4 libb. Ss. 4d. for the hundred, and a marke of retention to be keip- 
ei backe. 

The former parliament, holden in the yeare 1648, was totallie difanulled, 
by founde of trumpet ouer the Crofle of Edenbroughe. Sundrie towne 
clarks in the kingd. cafheireed from office, becaufe of .••... .

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Earle of Craforde, being Treafurer, was remoued from his officet and other 
fowre put in his rowme, viz. Argjle, Eglinton, Caflells, and Barlej; and the 
£. of Lanericke, being Secretaiy to the kings maieftie, was remoued alfo, and 
Louthian Ker receaued in his fteade. And my L. Durie being Gierke regii^ 
ter was remoued alfoy-and my L. Warefton put in his rowme. And mj L. 
Roxbroughe, keiper of the Priuie Seale, being depriued of his office, it was 
giuen to the £• of Sutherlande, in the north. To the laid meitting Mr Wel- 
liam Scot, the aduocat, was chofen clerke, pro tempore. It latte from the 
4. of Jan. till the 1 6. of March, and then it was adioumed to the 23. of May 
1649* Moreouer, at the laid meitting the Marquefle of Huntlie was con« 
donned to die. Alfo, the patronage of churches was ordained to be takoi 
ftt>m nobelmen and gentelmen, and to be put in the hands of prelbetries ; 
yea, minifters had ane augmentation granted, fo that euery church ibolde 
luHie ether eght hunder pounde, or xx chalder of victuall yearlie.

16499 And after tuo 
moneths fitting they becaufe of 

16499 Mar. 17« — The Comiffioners of this kingdome fent to Hollande to 
trealte with our forlaide K. maieftie, viz. thd £• of Gaflells, a barron, a 
barges, and tuo minifters, namly, Mr James Wood, m. of St Androus, and 
Mr Robert Baillie, minift. of Gla%owe, ihipped in att Kirkekaldie in Jhone 
Gillelpies (hipe, and loufed on Saterday the 17« of the laid inftant, at night ; 
they retutned to this kingdome the 11. of Jun. 16499 mutch rniatiffled. 

16499 Mar. 9^ — Duke Hamilton was beheaded att London by the fee- 
taries ther ; as alfo the Earle of Hollande, and the Lord Capell, that lame 
day olio. The faid Duke Hamilton, vpon the fcaffolde, confefled, 1. That 
his religion was according to the church of Scotland ; that he euer had 
beine loyall to the* leate king, and wifiied weill to his pofteritie ; that none 
more att all tymes defired the peace and hapines of this and the other king- 
domes then himfelfe. 2. That his coming in with the late armie to England 
was out of no treafonable or ill intent, hot for the ends contained in the 
Committee of Scotlailds Declaratione, and what he did was as a feruant to 
the parliament and kingdome ; that, in that employment, nixt to the fet- 
ling of religion, the eftablifhing of the king was his greateft aime. 3. That 
he wifhed his blood, in order to the peace of the kingdome, might be the 
laft that foiilde be fpilt. 4. That he had beine feuerall tymes wrought 
ypon to confefie who had inuited the Scots armie to come in, hot this he 
hath not done att all, nether then, or any other tyme, though, if he bad, its 
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conceiued it woulde probably haue iaued his life. His oorpi afterwarde 
werre brought downe by fea to Hamiltone, where they werre interred. 
. 1649, Mar. . — Ther was ane act reade in the parlianient of Englande 
for taking away kingly gouerment for the tyme to come in that kingdome. 
As alfb, ane other act for diflbluing the Houfe of Peers in parliament. And 
a 3. that all priuiledge might be taken away from noblemen ther, and ther 
perfons made as lyable to the law as any commoner of Englande. 

1649, Mar. 2S. — ^The Marquefle of Huntlie, in the north, (being con« 
demned by the forlaid parliament,) was beheaded at the Crofle of £den- 
broughe. He died blockifhlie, not being relaxed of hi9 excommunicatione ; 
his corps afterwarde werre caried by fea to the north, to be interred ther. 
1649, Mar. • — ^Ther was ane infurrectione in the north parts of this 
kingdome, fo that the garifone of Endemefle was furprifed, and the walk of 
the towne throwen doune ; and vpon this, Dauid Lefley went north with 
foome troupes of horfe, and foote, to fuprefle them. In May 1649, foUou- 
ing, ther was 800 men taken prifoners, amonge whom was the Lord Rea, 
and fome other gentelmen of the name of Makkeinzey (wha werre caried 
to Edenbroughe,) and fome killed. Vpon this ouerthrowe, the reft laid 
doune ther armes, fo that ther liues and fortuns werre grated to them, 
which was done. 

1649, Mar. • — My Lord Scotftaruet bought Inche-Keith from my L. Glams, 
and a mill of Kinggome, with foome akers of land there about ; the wholle 
bargaine amounted to twentie thou&nde marke Scots money, or therby. 

16499 Mar. . — The Meafter of Burley returned from France to Scotland. 
Whille he was in his iourney, he came to London, wherre he married S' 
William Balfours daughter, (fometymes keiper of the Tower,) without the 
con&nt of his feather, or the reft of his frinds in this kingdome ; fo that, 
att his retume, his feather and the reft of his frinds werre exceidingly griu^ 
ed and angry with him for fo doing ; for they purpofed, if it werre poffible, 
to haue. the manage cancelled. It was proponed, in a generail way, to the 
Gen. Aflemb. that fatte at Edenb. 1649* bot no anfwer was giuen to iti 

16499 Apr. 3. — The prouinciall Aff. of Fyfe latte at Dumfermling, wherre 
Mr George Hamiltoune, m. of Newe-bume, in the prefbetrey of St Androus, 
was moderator ; Mr William Marftudli m. of Salen (bdbre fpoken of), was 
remitted to his prefl>etrie to be r^oned againe. Mr Walt. Briice was refer- 
red to a yifitatione, which was to fitt at Kirkekaldie. Ther was fine minil^ 
ters (by vertwe of ane act of the Yifitatione of the Vniuers. of St Androis), 
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•.pointed to attende the d£Q)utt8 for a regents place in St Leonards colledge, 
one out of euery prefbetrey of the ihyre, and tuo out of the prefli. of St Andr. 
viz. for St And. p. Mr Ro. Blaire and Mr Ja. Sharpe ; for Cup. p. Mr Wal- 
ter Greige j for Kirk. p. Mr Alex. Moncrieffe ; for Dumferm. p. Mr. Will. 
Oliphant. Cuper prelb. booke was not fighted att this tyme, beeaufe it was 
not compleate ; for Mr Ja. Mairtaine, in that prefb. the Aflemb. apointed the 
forlaide prefb. to doe in that buiines as they woulde be anfwerable for the 
lame ; (the laid Mr James Mart, was fufpended from his charge hj the preC 
betrie^alitell before the fjnod, beeaufe of neglecting to giue the communione 
for the fpace of two yeares togither, and for foome things infert in the fel^ 
lion booke wrongouflie, and aiBteruarde, (before the lighting of the lame by 
the prefb.) blotted out ;) it latte two dayes and ane halfe. 

1649, Apr. 10, 11. — Ther werre three younge men that did dilputte for 
the vacant regents place in St Leonards Golledge, (Mr Dauid Nauee, former- 
lie pofeffing the fiune, hot now depofed^ as isfpoken before), viz. Mr Alex. 
Jamefone, ane Edenbroughe man, hauing for his fubiect Syllogifmus ; Mr 
William Diledaffe, a Cuper man, his fubiect Liberum Arbitrium ; and Mr 
James Weymes, a St Androus man, he hauing De Anima for his fubiect. 
All the tyme they had ther fpeeches ther heads werre couered, hot when 
they came to the difputte, they werre vncouered. Ther werre three of the 
fiue Minifters forlaide prefent at the difputs, viz. Mr Alex. Moncriefe, Mr 
Walt. Greige, and Mr Ja. Sharpe, wha had deciliue voices in the electione 
of a Regent, (thir werre the firft miniflers that euer had voice in the elec« 
tione of a meafter to ane of the CoUedges there ; the cuHome formerlie, and 
of olde, was, that euery coUedge had libertie to chofe ther owne meafters) ; 
for Mr Ja. Weymes he was the warft of the three, for in the dilputs, he 
bracke Prifcians head verry often : for Mr Alex. James, and Mr Wil. Diled. 
they werre iudged pares by the whoUe meitting, fo that after longe debeatte, 
they werre forcet to caft lotts, and the lott fell vpon Mr Alex. Jamefone, 
wha did fucceide to the forlaide vacant regents place. Mr Will. Dieled. got 
a promife, (hot with difficultie) of the nixt vacant place. Mr Ro. Norie, pro- 
fellbr of Humanitie in the laid CoUedge, had no voice in the forlaide elec- 
tione, beeaufe he was not prefent at all the meittings of the dilputs. 

1649, Apr. 10. — The Earle of I>u^lfermling Ihipped in at Leith road, with 
a purpofe to goe to HoUande to the for&id young king, viz. Charl. the 2.. 
He returned, with the kings maieftie, June 23, 1650. 

l649t Apr. 36.-r-The Earle of Angus maried (for his feconde wife) Lady. 
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Jeane Weyms, my Lord Elchos eldeft daughter ; the mariage feaft ftoode at 
the place of the Weyms in Fyfe. 

1649, May • — The Northren forces (before fpoken of) werre defeatte 
by Dauid Leflyes followers. 

1649» May 25» being Fryday, — ^ther was a publike thank%iuing (apoint- 
ed by the commiffion of the Grener. Aflemblie) keippet through out all the 
kirks of this kingdome. The maine caufes was the defeatte of the Northren 
forces before fpoken of, and for the ouerthrowen of the army that went in 
i^ainft the Englifh nation the yeare preceiding ; as alfo fundry other caufes, 
all which are printed, with the declaratione of the forfiude comiffion againft 
the Malignante party of this kingdome, which was readde out of the feuerall 
pulpitts of the kingdome the Sabath preceiding, being the 20 of May. The 
for&id day of thankigiuing, Mr Ja. Magill, m. of Largo, and Mr Allex. Mon- 
creife, minifter of Scony, had both ther texts in ane and that fame verfe, 
viz. Deut. 33. v. 29« Mr Ja. Magill hauing for his Lecture, before fer- 
mon, the 7^ plalme. 

1649> (About the end of May). — James Sandelans, the Lord Abercrombie, 
was put att by his creditors for ther moneys, wha had contracted exceiding 
great debt in a very fhort tyme. This lame yeare he fold his lands in Fyfe 
to L. 6. Dauid Lefley, as is afteruarde fpoken. The forfaid Abercrombie, 
in March 1650, fhipped in at Kirkekaldie, purpofing to leaue this kingdome. 
An. 1658, he returned to this kingdome againe. 

1649, Jun. 11. — ^The Earle of Keilly returned from Holland, with the 
Gomiffioners of this kingdome» before Ipoken of. 

1649, Jun. . — Andro Lawmonthe returned from England, wha tolde 
that his eldeft lifter, Janet L. was maried ypon a miniftier in Yorke fhyre, 
called Mr Gonft;able ; as alfo, that his vncle Mr Walter, was maried with 
ane olde gentellwoman therby. 

1649» Jun. 20 — Mr Rob. Blaire, Mr Sam. Rutherfurde, minifters of St 
Androus, and Mr Harry Raymoure, minift. of Garnebie, were cbofen com- 
iffioners (for the Generall Aflemblie) for the prelbetry of St Androus, (and 
Mr Ja. Wood for the Vniuerfitie there), and Scots-Craige ther ruling el- 
der. In ftead of Mr Ro. Blaire, (wha was feike, and could not trauell), Mr 
Da. Forret, m. of Kinnocher, was chofen. 

1649» Jun. . — Mr Jho. Moncriefe, m. of Kingome, Mr Fredricke 
Garmichaell, m. of Markinlhe, and Mr Herry Weilkie, m. of the Weyms, 
and the Lord Elcho for ruling elder, thire werre chofen comiffioners (for 
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the Generall Aflemblie that latte downe att Edenbroughe the 4. of July 
1649), for the prelbetry of Kirkekaldie. 

1649 — The Laird of Cammo in Fyfe, folde Fafield to Jho. Balfoure of Ha- 
tefles. 

1649« — This yeare the Laird of Blebo in Fyfe, (fumamed Hay), fold the 
laid lands of Blebo to ane Andro Beton, brother to the Laird of Balfoure 
in Fyfe, . 

1649* July « — Mr William Bruce, Comilare of St Androus, maried the 
Lady Albarrs daughter, being his neere kinfewoman, for his feconde wyfe ; 
the mariage feaft ftood att St Androus. 

1649.— This fummer all fort of graine in this kingdome was exceiding 
dire ; the wheatt at I7 libb. the boll, the peafe at 16 lib. the oatts at 12 
lib. the bearre att 14 libb. the boUe ; the wheat peafe, that came ouer 
fea, att 18 libb. the boUe. This was the ordinar price in the fhyre of Fyfe, 
hot at a greater reatt at Leitb, Edenbroughe, and elfe where. 

1649. — This fummer ther was very many witch' taken and brunt in feue- 
rail parts of this kingd. as in Lothian and in Fyfe, viz. in Enderkething, 
Aberdoure, Bruntellande, Deyfert, Dumfermling.* 

1649» July 28. — Mr George Weyms, Principall of St Leonards colledge 
in St Androus, did laureat the fcholars ther this yeare. Ther was 12 in 
euery colledge, and two fupplicants laureat. Mr William Campbell, regent 
in the Old Colledge, did dedicate his thefes to Dauid Leflie, L. Generall of 

* Fifeihire feems to have been always the focus of diablerie. In 1643^ " Witchcraft abound- 
ing fo much at this time^ no lefs than thirty peifons haying, in a few months, been burnt in Fife 
alone, the General Aflembly named a Committee to examine into the nature and cure of that 
dreadful ^."—Stevenson's Hist, of Church of Scotland, p. 1084.— And fo late as 1705, the 
witches of Pittenweem and Torryburn acquired great celebrity. The following confeffion of 
a Fifeihire witch is given from the original : — '' At the burgh off Craill the penult day off Oo- 
tober, j". vi^' and fburtiethrie seiris. In prefens off wsmder-fubfcryyand, Agnes Wallace being 
in Talrd as aoe Titch, vas demandit how long fince fcfae entrit the Devillis fervice, fche anfuerit>

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the forces Handing for the tyme in the kingdome, and Mr Ja. Blaire, r. in 
St Leonards, his to S' Archbald Jhonftone, L. Wareftone, and Gierke of 
the Regifter. 

1649. — This fummer, the Lord Ards, fumamed Montgomery, George 
Monro, and the reft of that partie that declared themfelfs for the king, pre- 
uailed greatlie in Irlande, fo that they gained many of the chiefeft towns 
there. 

l649f July 30. — Patrik Maitland, feruitour to the Laird of Lundie, went 
to Holland the fecond tyme, with money to the Earle of Laderdale. He 
returned the 27 Oct. 1649 ; and afteruarde, in Nouember 1649, was chofen 
(be the Lord Balcarris and the Laird of Lundie), to be one of the Earle of 
Laderdayls chamberlains in Lowthian. 

1649} Jul. 4. — The Generall Aflemb. of this kingdome fatte att Eden- 
brough, where Mr Robert Douglas, minifter of Edenbd. was Moderator. 
Att this Aflemb. ther werre feuerall minifters depofed, as Mr Andro Ram- 
fay and Mr William Colen, both minifters of Edenbrough, and diuers 
others. Ther was ane act made declaring the way of receiuing the officers 
that had ane hand in the Engagement againfi England, 1648 : All thefe 
that werre aboue louetennants werre to come before the comiflion of the 
Kirke that fatte att Edenbd. and to be receaued by them ; and thefe that 
werre beneath loueten. werre referred to the feuerall prefbytries wherin 
they lined, to giue fatiffaction ther. Att the clofure of this forfaid act, 
ther was a declaration printed, that was apointed to be fubfcribed by them 
all, ynder the paine of excommunicatione. Ther was a large declaratione 
printed, apointed to be read in the feuerall kirks of this kingdome. 

Att this meiting ther werre feuerall nobelmen of this kingdome that did 
fupplicat to be receaued to the Couenant, as th& L. Ogilbie, Quenfi)erry, 
Kenmure, etc. During the fitting of this Aflemb. the yifitatione of the 
Vniuerfitie of St Androus iatt, where D. Barron, Proueft of the Old GoU 
ledge, his willingnefle, (prouyding maintenance werre granted to him), to 
dimitt his place was accepted, and fiifficient maintenance during his life tjrme 
was allowed to him by the Aflembley ; and Mr Ro. Nory, profeflbr of Hu- 
manitie in St Leonards coUedge, wha aymed to haue the precedencie of all 
the Regents there, was declared to be pofterior to them all. Mr Thomas 
Gleige, alfo in the Old Colledge, dimitted his place. Ther was fomething 
(in the Aflemb.) Ipoken anent the Meafon Word, which was recommended 
to the feuerall prefbetries for tryall therof. This Aflemb. Iatt from the 4 
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of July to the 6 of Auguil. Moreouer, many of the fhyres of the kingdome 
werre apointedto be viiited, and the feuerall kirke feffion bookes to be reuii^ 
ed by the perfons concerned. Ther was a fkft apointed to be keiped the 
laft Sabath of Aug. 1649> throughout all the kirks of this kingdome ; (the 
caufes of it werre printed.) 

1649, July 28, or therby,— Mr William Marlhall (before ipoken of) mi- 
nifter of Salen, in the prefbetrey of Dumfermling, dyed a violent death att 
his owne houfe» fo that it was thought and layd by many that he ftabbed 
himfelfe, his wounde being frefh vpon him. Mr James Oliphant, a Streath- 
eme man borne, did fucceide to him. 

1649, July, about the end therof, — ^The Lords of SeiBon, after that they 
had iitten the l^ace of two moneths, did ryfe. This was the firft feffion 
wherin the newe elected lords (before fpoken of) did iitt. 

1649, Aug. 9. — The Lady Enderleith (daughter to the Earle of Weyms) 
for her fecond hufbande, maried Herry Male, fecond fonne to the Lord 
Panmure, in Angus ; the mariage feaft ftood in her fathers houfe att the 
Weyms. 

1649, Auguft. — Mr Jhone Meluin, miniiler of Petten-Weyme in Fyfe, 
dyed att his owne houfe there. 

1649, Aug^ 16. — Mr Robert Weyms (a Sant Androus man borne), was 
placed minifter of the Ellie, in the prefbetrey of St Androus. He laid 
day, Mr Patrik Skugall, minifter of Leuchars, did preach. The Laird of 
Ardrofe (being patron of the parifli, and ther prefent), gott not libertie to 
giue him the right hand of fellofliipe att his admiffion, (as the cuftiome is), 
becaufe vnder cenfure for the leate Engagement againft Englande. The 
faid Mr Robert did fucceide to Mr Robert Traile, wha before was tranf- 
ported to Edenbroughe. 

1649. — This yeare, William Alexander, (brother to Tho. Alex, of Dream- 
eldrie), fold his rowme of Bayre-hills, (to ane Ayton there), and came and 
dwelt att St Androus, wher his wyfe was a litell diftracted, bot afteruarde 
recouered. After this they left Sant Androus, and came and dwelt in 
Dreameldrie in his brothers houfe, in Oct. 1649* 

1649, Aug. 19. — The large declaration (before ipoken of) emitted by the 
Generall Aflemblie, was reade in the feuerall churches of the prefbetrey of 
St Androus ; as alfo the faft apointed by the Gener. AiT. intimated, and the 
caufes therof reade, which was keiped the Sabath folowing; at which 
tyme ther was reade the act of the laid Generall Ailemb. anent the receiu- 
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ing of theie (to publicke latif&ction) that had hand in the leate Engage* 
ment againft England. 

1649. — This yeare, Mr Greorge Naime, minifter of Gamron in the pref- 
betrey of St Androus, was tran^orted, by the comiffion of the Kirke, to 
Bruntellande. The laid Mr George did fiicceide Mr Jhone Smith» wha 
was traniported to Edenbroughe. 

l649f Auguft. — The Lord Lindors deyed, (a man, in histyme, famous for 
his whordome) ; his brother did fucceid to his eftate. 

I649f Aug^. — At Guper, ther latte a comittie for the valuation of the 
(hire of Fyfe, in which the L. of Feinges was prefes. 

1649. — ^This fummer, about Lammis, and afterwarde, in many parts of 
this kingdome, both amonge beare and oatts, ther werre feine a great num- 
ber of criming things (which was not ordinar), which remained in the head 
of the ftaike of corne, att the roote of the pikkelL 

l649k Sept. 1 • — Ther was aihipe in Enfter brunt, by ane accidental! fyre, 
of which one Wilfon was fhippen 

l649f Sept. 5. — The Earle of Laderdaile was ierued aire to his father, att 
the Seffion houfe of Edenbroughe, before the Meaflers, he himfelfe remain- 
ing att Hollande for the tyme. 

1649. — This yeare the parifh of Largo in Fyfe, buelt a houfe for the 
iholemeafter ; Mr Thomas Willbn being ther S. for the tyme, and Mr James 
Magill ther minifter. 

l649f Sept; — ^The towre-head of the houfe of Lundie in Fyfe» was couer* 
ed with leade ; the repairing therof ftood aboue 500 marks Scots money. 

l649» Sept. 16. — The yoiinge lady of Balfoure in Fyfe dyed att Kilrinny, 
(being daughter to the Laird of Moncriefe), and was interred the 2S of Hke 
laid inftant, att ther ordinar buriall place. 

l649> Sept. — Jeane Hamiltone,one of tho Lady Laderdayls feruants, tooke 
a phrenilie at Laderdaile, fo that they werre forcet to binde her with finall 
cords.«-About the end of this yeare Ihe did recouer. 

1649, Sept. 25— The prouinciall AIT. of Fyfe latte at Kirkekaldie, whereMr 
Jhone Magill elder, minifter of Philike [Phlilke j in the prelbetrey of Cuper, 
was moderator, and Walter Dagleilhe in Dumfermling, clerke. Ther was litell 
or nothing of importance done at this aflemK onlie a Leter from the Lord 
Abercrombie was reade, wherin he defired, that that rafli and grounde- 
lefle fdander, firft inuented by himfelfe, (viz. of calling his lady a whoore 
with S' Mungo Murray), might be remoued by the kirke feffion of Fak-

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lande, becaufe in this towne tUs report was firft rayfed ; bot this bulinefle 
was referred to the prelbetrej of Cuper. As alfo the bulinefle of a genteU 
man called Maior Ofbume, wha was fclandered for adulterie with ane £u- 
phatne Anderfone (a Dumfermling woman borne, wha, after the comitting 
of this fact, fled to Holland to fhun the ceniurs of the Kirke). This gen- 
telman compeired before them, bot att lenth his bufines was referred b^ke 
to the prefbetrey of Dumfermling. This melting, after the fitting of three 
feflions, did ryfe. Elfpet Bell was fpoken of alfo for her adulterous cari- 
age, bot referred to the fbfiion of Markinfhe. 

1649> (from the middefl;of Sept. to the middeft of October).-— The vifitar 
tion apointed (by the fdrfaide Generall Aflemblie), for Angus and Mernes, 
fatte att the places apointed. Att which melting Mr Andro Cant, minifter 
att Aberdeine, was moderator. The yifitators apointed to feuerall actuall 
minifl;ers, texts that they might heare them, fome of which had beine in the 
miniflrie for the Ipace of 20 or S4 yeares. During the fitting of this melt- 
ing, ther was about eghtteine minifl^rs depofed, and flue fui^ended, (two of 
which number did apeale to the Gener. Aflemb.) The caufes of ther depo- 
fitiones werre, infufficiencie for the miniftrie ; famifhing of congregations; 
filence in the tyme of the leatte Engagement againft Englande ; corruptions 
in life and doctrine ; malignancie, drukennes, and fublcriuing of a diuifiue 
band, and fuch like. At this tyme, Mr James Laumonth, minifler att Kin- 
nettells, was depofed ; and Mr Jhone Lyndfay, ane olde man, was depofed 
for adultrie and fornicatione, which werre prouen againft him. They pur- 
poled againe to retume thither in March 1650. 

1649, Oct. — ^Thotnas Alexander of Dreameldrie, (in Newbume parifh),left 
Dreameldrie, and went to dwell in Skaddowey, with his whole familie, and 
his brother, William Alex, (before ^oken of) came to laboure Dreameldrie, 

1649» Oct. — ^The comiilioners that werre chofen for the fhyre of Fyfe, to 
fitt in parliament, werre the L. of Naughtin and the L. of Feings [Fingaflc^* 

1649, Oct* — Mr James CSarmichaell, minifter of Kleifliein the prefbetrey 
of Dumfermling, was depofed by that prelbetrey for infufficiencie. 

1649$ Oct. 30. — ^The Lord Balmirrino marled Chanchloure Campbell fe- 
cond daughter ; the mariage feafl; ftoode in the Abey att the foot of the Can* 
negeatte. 

1649» Nouemb. 10.-— The Lady Elcho, daughter to the Lord Burley, dyed 
in the Weyms, and was interred the 22 day at ther pariih church ; the which 
day, the Earle of Weyms her father in law dyed. 
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l649i Nouemb. 22. — The Earle of Weyms djed in the WeTms^ aad was 
interred the 4 Decemb. at his pariih church in the Eafter Weyms. • 

1649) Nouemb. — ^The commiffion of the Kirke fatt att Edenbroughe, wher 
Mr James Guthrie, minifter of Lawder, was appointed to be tranlported 
to Sterling ; Mr Dauid Forret and Mr James Sharpe, werre futted be the 
toune of Edenbroughe, bot werre refufed ; and Mr Harie Raymoure, m. of 
Camebie, being defired be the toune of Duns, was appointed to remaineatt 
his owne charge.— All thir three werre of the prefbefrey of St Androus in 
Fyfe- 

1649» Nouemb. — Mr George Wynram of libberton in Louthian, was fent 
with a comiffion from the Eftates of this kingdome to our King, now ley- 
en at the Ifles of Jemfey and Gemfey, ypon the coaft of France, bot per- 
taining to the croune of England. — He returned about the end of January 
1650. 

1649. — ^This yeare Dauid Leiley, L. Generall to the forces ftanding for 
the tyme in this kingdome, bought the lands of Abercrombie and St Monens 
in Fyfe, from James Sandelands L. Abercrombie, a ryotous youths whafpent 
ane olde eftate in the fpace of 4 or 5 yeares* 

1649» Decemb. 5. — Mr George Hamiltone, m.. of Newbume in the prefbe- 
trey of St Androus, was appointed^ by the fidd prefbetrey, to remoue to Pet* 
en-weyme. At his tranQiortation, the fteipen of thelaid parifb was augment- 
ed by the Earle of Keelly, and the r^ft of the pariihoners there. He remou- 
ed thither with his wholle femilie, the .6 of Maixh .1650. 

1649. — After Mairtimis, Mr William Dillodaffie, a Cuper of fyfe man borne, 
was admitted a regent in the Old Golledge of St Androus. He did iucoeide 
to Mr Thomas Gleige. 

1649* — About the end of the yeare, the Earle of Morton depairted out of 
this life at Orkenay, at hia dwelling houfe there. 

1649« — ^The Lord Linton, eldeft Ibnne to the Earle of Traquare, maried 
the Lady Seaton, (daughter to the leatte Marquefle of Huntlie, that was ex- 
ecutt at the Crofle of Edenbroughe the forfidd yeare, as is l^oken before), a 
woman excommunicat by the church of Scotlande for being a papift. The 
muufter of Daicke^ being ^ne olde man, did marie thir forlaidperfons priuat- 
lie, without proclamation of ther bands according to the cuftome^ for which^ 
ihottlie after, he was exoommunicate, and his church declared vacane, and 
he, by the State, banilhed. The laid Lord Linton depairted out of this life 
Dec. 1650, at his owne houfe in Louthian. 
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1649} Decemb.— 'Ane Ikfiftris Henderfone, (iifter to Fordell Henderfone, 
in the prelbytrey of Dumfermling), fometymes lady of Pittahro/ being delat- 
ed by many to be a witch, was apprehended and caned to Bdenbroughe, 
wher fhe was keiped fait ; and after her remaining in prtfon for a tyme» be- 
ing in health att night, vpon the mpme was founde dead. It was thought, 
and fpoken by many, that (he wronged her felfe, ether by ftrangling or by 
poyfon ; hot we leaue that to the iudgement of the great day. 

1 649, Decemb. 30. — Ane act of parliament, difcharging the going vp and 
doWne of fturdie beggars through this kingdome, and appointing euery pa- 
rifh to entertaine ther owne poore, etc. This day, this act was reade by the 
minifter of the church of Largo, and apointed to be reade through the feue- 
rall churches of this kingdpme. 

1649. — ^By the comiiiion of the Gener. Aflemb. fitting att £denbrougha» 
the Earle of Abercome and the Lord Gray, both being papifts, werre excom- 
municate, and the Earle of Abercorne (whofe fumame is ELamiltone), was 
apointed to remoue himfelfe from oS this kingdome. 

1650 

1650, Jan. S. — ^The Laird of Ardrofle in Fyfe, his ftabels werre brunt by 
ane accidentall fyre, his man being drunke, hot his horfes werre laffe. 

1650, Jan. 9. — S' Da. Auchmoutie, the olde Laird of Auchmoutie in Fyfe, 
dyed of a hydropefie, in his oime houfe, Hahill, in the parifh of Newbume, 
and was interred at the kirke of Newbume the 15 of this inftant. 

1650, Jan. 13«— ^Robert Maitlande, the Laird of Lundie in Fyfe, meadde 
his repentance (in his owne featte) for hauing hand in the leate Engagement 
againft Englande. Mr Ja. Magill, minifter of Largo, did receaue him, and 
prefentlie after the Gouenant being reade, he did fweare the ikme, and in the 
aftemone did fubfcribe it before the fefiion. The day before, he did fubicribe 
the peaper emitted by the Gener. Aflemb. *1649- — A litell before this, the 
Earle of Kelly meade iatiffactione in like manor, in Pitten-Weyme, and was 
receiued by Mr George Hamiltone, m. of Neubume, and afteruarde his owne 
minifter. 

« Sir James Balfour calls her " the ladey of Pitardo in Fyfflhyre ;" and Douglases Baronage 
is filent as to the marriage of a female of this family to a laird of Pittarro, in the Meams. If 
Lamont be correct, it does not appear whether fhe was the wife of Sir John Carnegie^ fon of 
the firft Earl of Soatheik, who acquired the barony of Pittarro in 1631, or of John Wifchart^ 
the former proprietor of that eflate ; th€ latter, howeyer, feems moft oonfiflent with chronology. 
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1650, Jan. 13. — Jhone Jf^iindy, the Laird of Achtermaimie in Fyfe» dyed at 
Brunton, his father in law his houfe, and from thence was cariedto Auchter« 
mairnie, and was interred the 18 day att Kennochey, his parilQb church. * 

1650, Jan. 14. — Mr Alex. Mairtin the phifitian, his mother died at Pitten* 
weime in Fyfe, and was interred ther the 17 of this infUnt. 
1650, Jan. — The Laird of Kippo in Fyfe dyed. 

1650, Jan. — Mr Robert Norie, prqfeflbr of Humanitie in the Leonardin 
CoUedge of St Androus, demitted his place, and went ouer to Breichen in 
Angus, from whence he came att firfl to St Androus. 

1650. — ^About the beginning of this yeare, the Earle of Roxbrough (whofe 
fumame was Ker) deyed att his owne houfe, without fucceffion of his owne 
bodie. He was interred the 20 of March ; and before his death, he left his 
eftate to S' Will. Dromonde, the Earle of Pearth youngell fonne, wha was 
feruing in the warrs of HoUande, hot came home to thiskingdome fome dayes 
before the laid Roxbroughs buriall. 

1650, Feb. — The old Lady Bamirrino dyed att Edenbroughe, and was in- 
terred the 27 of the laid inilant att Itafterricke. 

1650, Feb. — ^Ther was fundrie perfons in Edenbroughe that had ther eares 
nayled to the Trone, for bearing falfe witnes, and one that had his tounge 
pearced with a hott iyron. About the fame tyme, ther was ane fcourged by 
the hangieman, for hauing 7 weomen at one tyme with chielde. 

1650, Feb. — The Seffion, after that it had fitten 4 mbneths, did ryfe, and 
the committie for plantation of churches and fetling of ther fteipens ; both 
thir judicatories werre prorogatteto the 1 of June 1650. Att this fame tyme, 
the Commiffion of the Generall Aflemb. did ryfe. 

1650, February 28. — Mr George Hamiltoune, m. of Newburne, was ad- 
mitted by the prefbetrey of St Androus to be minifter of Pettenweyme. The 
day of his admiffion Mr Hary Raymoure, m* of Carnebie, did preache ; the 
miniiters of the prefbetrey that day did dyne in the Earle of Kelly his houfe^ 
Vpon the Sabath folowing, he did take his leauie of his old pariihoners, and 
vpon the 6 day of March folowing, he went thither with his whole families 
1650, Mar. 7« — The parliament latt downe att Edenbroughe, and after it 
had fitten fome fewe dayes it was adiourned to May folowing. 

1650, Mar. 9. — ^The comif&oners of this kingdome went to treate with the 
kings maieftie att Bread-hall, [Breda] viz. two nobel men, theEarle of Caflella 
and Lowthian Ker ; two barrons i two miniflers, Mr Ja. Wood in St An- 
drous, and Mr Jho. Leuiftone, and two burgefTes* They returned the 23 of 
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June 1660 f and landed in the north parte of this kingdome. Thef brought 
his maieflie alonge with them. 

1650| Mar. 14. — The Earle of Rothus tooke vp houle in Leflie ; all this 
tyme bypaft, iince he was maried, he ftayed with his father in law the £. of 
Crafoorde, in Strutbers. 

1650. — About Candehnis or therby, one Mr Kennet Loggie, being ane 

actuall minifteri before was admitted by the Prefbetrey of 

Kirkekaldie to be feconde minifter in the toune of Kirkekaldie. 

1650, Mar. 18, being Munday-^-Gaptaine Walter Ciockbume, in Jhonftons 
mille, depairted out of this life, this yeare being the 84 yeare of his age, and 
was interred at Newbume kirke the SI of the laid inftajit. 

1650, Mar.-^-*The Lord Enderpeaffer (fiimamed Flelher) depairted out of 
this life, at his owne houfe in Louthian. 

1650, Mar» 28.^— James Lyndiay, Laird of Mount, maried Anna Hay, the 
Laird of Pitfoure in the Carfe, his youngeft daughter ; the manage feaft ftood 
at Lundie in Fyfe. 

l650. Mar. 31.^— At the church of Largo ther was read a declaration of 
the Oommifll of the Gener. Aflemb. anfwering a declaration leatlie publifhed 
vnder the name of James Ghrame, fometymes E. of Montrofe. Alfo the for- 
laid day, ther was a publicke fail intimate to bekeiped throughe out the whole 
kingdome, the folowing Lords day. The maine caufe of this faft appointed 
(befide ihefeof former feits) was, that our commiffioners gone to the king (be- 
fore fpoken of) might haue a gratious acceptatione, and ther iuft dylirs grant- 
ed. This faft was keiped at the k. of Largo, by Mr Ja. Magiil, minifter ther ; 
his text that day, in the forenone, was in theP^ouerbs, c. Sl,l.; and aftemone, 
Prou. 16, 12, 13. 

1650, Mar. — TheLord Kinnowle, (iumamed Hay), depairted out ef this life 
at Orkenay, wha came in ther with fome men to moleft this kingdome} many 
reported that he dyed of the French pockes, comonlie called the Glengore. 

1650, Apr.2.— liie prouinciall[fynod]of FyfefetteattSt Androus, whereMr 
Frydricke Carmichaell, m. of Markinfhe in the preft)etrey of Kirkekaldie, was 
moderator. Litell thing of importance was done ther, onlie Mr Ja. Sharpe, 
m. of Crayle, wha was fought to be m. of Edenb. was referred to the folowing 
Gener. AlTemb. ; and Mr Ja. Sympfone, m. of Kirkekaldie, was referred to a 
comittie, for fome vnnefeflary queftions that he mouedin a lecture (anent a 
womans monthlie courfe) on the 12 c. of Leuit. 

1650, Apr. 5. — The old Lady Orrocke, at Orrocke in Fyfe, depairted out 
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of this life, being a woman about 90 years of age, and was interred the 8 of 
this monthe. 

1650, Apr. 7. — Dauid Lyndlaj, the Lord Balcarrs in Fyfe, his youngeft 
brother, depairted out of this lyfe att Balcarrs, and tras interred att the cha^ 
pell of Balcarrs the 11 of this inftant. ^ ^ 

1650, Apr. 11.*— Thomas Trumbell of Boge-mille in the Garfe, depairted 
out of this life, at the towne of the Ellie in Fyfc^, ^at ^hm owne houfe there. 
Two or three dayes before his death, he fell downoout of a chayre, fo that 
from that tjrme foorth, he remained fpechlefle to his death. He was inters 
red at the Ellie the 15 of this inftant. 

1650, Apr. — The Lady Cameaggie depairted out of this life at the Gaftle 
of Louchars in Fyfe; herhufbande, at this tyme, was out of thicr kdngdome, 
riz. in Hollande. 

1650, Apr.-^The Laird of Kinneare of that ilke in Fyfe, depairted out of 
this life at Kinneare, his owne houfe. He left no fuiiceffionbehindehim, hot 
a baflard fonne onlie. 

1650, Apr. SI. — The communion was giuen at Sconie in Fyfe. Mr Ken* 
neth Loggie, m. of Kirkekaldie, did preach the preparation* fermon ; his text 
was in Zach. IS, 1. : Mr Sa. Rutherfbord, m. of St Androus, did preach in 
the forenone, in Cant. 5. 2. ; and Mr Alex. Moncriefe, m. there, did preach 
aftemone, in Frou. 4. 23. Mr Sam. had a lecture on the Moneday folowing, 
on the 20 c. of Mat. go^ell. At this tyme, both Durie and his lady was de- 
barred from the tabel, becaufe of ther malignancie. Alfi> at this tyme, 
ther was no collection for the poore at the tabel, as was ordinar ; this cuf- 
tome was difcharged by the loft Gener. Aflemb. holden An. Do. 1649, and 
therfore, in ftead of this, ther was a collection at the church dore, both fore- 
none and aftemone.

1650, Apr. 25.«* Young Newtoune in Fyfe, fumamed Lefley, maried old 
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NawchtonB eldeft daughter ; the manage feaft ftood att Nawgfatin in Fjfe. 
(His father was killed att Dondie bj the Englifh, Sept. 1, 1 651.) 1652, He 
fold Gorbeewood to fome men in Stratherne for 5500 ma. ; he was to receiue 
the money att S or 4 feuerall termes. 

1650, Apr. — Mr Walter C!ombrie, minifter of St Leonards in St Androus^ 
maried one • . . Helibourtone, ane Edenbroughe woman. 

1650, Apr.— Mr Robert Makewarde (fometymes feruant to Mr Sa. Ruther« 
foorde, m. of St Androus), entred to be a profeflbr of Humanitie in the Old 
C!olledge of St Androus. He did fucceid Mr Ro. Hynnyman, now profeflbr 
of Phylofophie in St Leonards coUedge. 

1650, Apr. 27f being Satterday — James Grahames forces (fometymes E. 
of Montrofe), being in the north parts of this kingdome, werre defeate by 
L. Ge. Da. Leflie his folowers. L. Coll. Strachan and L. Col. Hakett, witk 
Ibme others troups, amounting in all to 220, did routte the enymie, whidi 
werre about IS hundreth men ; fo that of thire 12 hundreth men, ther werre 
about 60 officers taken, 386 comon fouldiers, and two minifters, Mr Kiddie 
and Mr Meldrum ; b31 thir werre taken ; thee reft werre ether killed or 
drowned in a riuer that was neare to the place, fo that it was thought that 
fcarflie ane hundreth of them efcaped. Ther was about 8 or 10 of ther of- 
ficers killed in likemaner. Amonge the L. Ge. his forces, ther was onlie one 
drowned and two wounded. Some dayes after, Montrofe him felfe was taken 
and on the 18 day of May was brought to Edenbroughe, and execute on the 
21 day of the forlaid inftant, (of this fie more afteruarde). 

1650, May IS. — ^The LordLome(theMarquefle of Argylle his eldeft fonne), 
maried the Earle of Murrays eldeft daughter. The manage feoft fl;ood att 
Edenbroughe, in the Cannegeatte. Mar. 1658, the laid L. Lome being play- 
ing att the bulletts in the caftellof Edb. (the Englifh.at that tyme haue* 
ing agarifon ther), the Louetennant of the Caftell being ane Englifh man, 
and on the L. Lorns fyde, throwing the buUett, it lighted on a ftone, and with 
fuch force fi;arted backe ypon the L. Lorns head, that he fell downe, and 
lay dead for the fpace of fome hoiires ; after that, he recouered, and his head 
was trepanned once or twyife. 

1650, May 15. — ^The parliament latt downe in Edenbroughe. 

1650, May. — S'^ Ja. Scott, of Scotfiaruert in Fyfe, depairted out of this 
life att his fiither in laws houfe in Angus. 

1650, May. — Rumkyllo Sybalde elder in Fyfe, depairted out of this life att 
his owne houle neare to Cuper, and was interred the 21 of the laid inftant* 
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l650t May.-— The Barle of Weightoune (before fpoken of) depairted out 
of this life att Kummernadde, on of his dwelling houfes. 

1650, May 15 — The parliament iktt att Edenbroughe, where Ghanchelour 
Campbell was prefes. By this pari, the forfaid Ja. Ghrame, E. of Montrofe, 
was condemed to die, and fundrie other gentelmen. Sundrie nobelmen and 
gentelmen at HoUande werre dilcharged to come home to this kingdome, 
without libertie giuen from the parlia. : as DukeHamiltone,Earle of Seaforth, 
E. of Laderdaile, E. of Dunfries, £• of Traquare, £. of Calendar, E. of Foorth> 
the Lord Sinclar, L. Carnegie, L. Napier, L. Eithan, S' George Monro, S^ 
Jhone Chartersof Hempf&elde,[Amil£eld3 S' James Lockhart of Lie, Thomas 
Dalziell of Binnes, and CoUonell. Jhone Cochrane. The forfaid Laderdaile 
comeing home with the king, had libertie granted to him to flay till the midft 
of Auguft 1650. Ther*was ane armie appointed to be leiiied for the defence 
of the kingdome againfl the fectaries of our njghboure k. of Englande, Gener. 
Leflie, E. of Leuin, being continued generall, and Dauid Leflie of St Mon- 
ence, Louet. Generall. This meitting rofe the 5 of July folowing. 

1650, May 19- — The communion was giuen att the church of LArgo in 
Fyfe. Mr Harie Rymmour, m. of Carnebie, did preach the preparation fer- 
mon, his text Efa. 57» 15. On the morrowe, Mr Ja. Makgill, m. ther, did 
preach in the fomone ; his lecture was in Mat the 15 c. from the 21 v. to 
the S9 y* (his text was in Jho. c. 6. v. 37») In the aftemone, the faid Mr. 
Harie did preach ; his text was 2. Corint. 7* !• 

1650, May 21. — James Grahame (fometymesEarle of Montrofle), was ex- 
ecute at the Crofle of Edenbroughe. The maner of his execution was thus : 
When he came vp from Leith, (being Saterday) att the Water gate, at the 
foote of the Cannegatte, he was receaued by the hangeman, and being put 
into a carte, was led vp the ftreite, all the way his head rncouered till he 
came to the Toole-boothe ^ vpon the Tuefday after, he was broght forth to 
the fcaffolde in the aflerhone, wher he was hanged, and did hynge vpon the 
gibbett about tiie fpace of three hours ; after that, he was taken dowhe and 
beheaded. His armes and leggs alfo werre cutte from him ; for his head, it 
was put yp ypon the head of the Toole-bothe in Edenbroughe, (in that fame 
place where his yncle the Earle of Growries head had beine put aforetyme) ; 
for his armes and leggs, they werre apointed to be caryed to Gla%owe, Aber- 
deine, St Jhonftone and Sterling, and ther to be erected ; for his body, it 
was caried out and buryed in the Borrowe moore (a place where malefac- 
tors are interred). It is reported by fome, that i( was taken vp againe that

fiune retj nyght» andctiriedto fome other place b]rlii8fi7nd8.«»He was not 
relaxed of his excommumcatione. At his execution^ his booke and his de* 
clarattone werre tyed vpon his badce, and did abjde ther all the tjtme he 
did hjmge vpon the gallows* (which was madde hyger apurpofe then the or« 
dinary gybbetts). 

1650, May 23, (being Thurfilay)— A thanklgiuing being indicted (for the 
late afore&id victorie ouer Montroffe), to be keiped throughe out the wfaolle 
kingdome^ was keiped att Largo, (as alfo throughe the whole preibetrey of 
St Androus), by Mr Ja. Magill, m« ther ; his lecture that day was the 136 
Pf. his text aforenone was Neh. 8, 10 ; aftemone PH 18, 1. 

1650, May 29* — ^Generall Maior Hurrey and Jhone Spotiwoode, (fome- 
tymes young Lairde of Darfie), werre execute att the Crofle of Edenbroii^he, 
for being in rebellion with the forlaide James Grahaine. 

1650. — ^This yeare, Maior Brymer, wha maried the young Lady Brunton, 
fifter to Ge. Leflie, Earle of Leuin, bought the Wefter-Newton in Fyfe, from 
Robert and Andro Duries. It flood him 18 ihoulande marke, wher^ Robert 
Durie receaued eght, and the laid Andro receaned the other ten, out of which 
he was to pay the debt that was contracted by his umq'^ &ther. 

1650. — This yeare Jhone Pitcame^ a branch of the houfe of Foorther, 
bought the lands of Fitcaime in Fyfej from the Laird of Foorther, wha ma* 
ried a daughter of the Laird of Lughtons. 

1650. — This yeare Gener. Leflie, now Earle of Lemn in Fyfe» bought fi*om 
the Laird of Inchmairten, fumamed Ogilbie, the lands of Inchmairten in the 
Garfle of Gowrie. 

l650.-^This yeare, Mr Robert Makgill (fometymes ane aduocat), hot now 
a lord of die Seffion, leatlie chofen, bought from Fehges Dindafle^ (comonlie 
catted the Barron of Feinges), his lands, ley en befide the water of Tay, neare 
the Garfe of Gowrie. 

1650. — A newe tranflaiion of the PfiiImB of Dauid, in meeter, firff correet- 
ed by the Aflemblie of Diuinesin Engknde, hot aftemarde reuifed by the 
Oener. Aflemb. of this kingdome and dier comiffioners, was apointed to be 
practifed in all the kirks of the kingdome; &e hnniir difchanged. This tranf- 
lation 18 more neare the original Hebrew then the foniter, as alfbf th^ whole 
pfalmes are tranflated in to comon tunes, (wheras^ in the former, ther werre 
many proper tunes) ; ther be proper tunes alfo in this tranflation, bot with 
all ther is adioyned comon tunes with them. This tranflation Was practifed, 
the S of June 1650, att Largo church in the preflietrie of St AndrouSy as aUb 
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through out the reft of fliat prefbetrey, and apointed, wiih all dfliganee, to be 
put m praotiie through the reft of the preibetrejrs of Uie hk^;dome« 

1650, June 7. — ^Ihe Laird of Dalgetie (fumamed Bby^a ndiCh countrie 
gentelnuin, and William 9f bbalde, a Fyfe gentdman borne, both thir ^erre 
execute att theCroffe of Edtaibroughe, for hauing corre^nden^oie with the 
forlaid James (}rahame. 

1650, Jun. 19* — Me Dauid Paton, minifter of Kemboke, iv«a traafpovted 
l^ the prefbetrey of St Androus to Keethens in Angus. 

1650, Jun.-^TlKe oomiffion for the Gen. Aflemb. for the preibet of St An- 
drous, Mr fiobert Blaire, Mr James Wood, and Mr James Sharpe ; Scots* 
craige ruling elder ; lor Ouper preib. Mr Andro Bennet, Mr Walter Greige, 

and Mr George Thomlbne; * n^ling elder } for 

Kirkekaldie prefh. Mr FredFreke^GarmichaeU, Mr Jhone Schambers, and Mr 
Thomas Meluin ; Cafkeberene ruling elder. 

1650, Jun. 2].--'«(%ie Mr CSiarters, brother to the Laird of Hempilfieldei^ 
was exeoutte att the GMfle of Sdenbroughe, for 'braig in rebellion "With the 
forfikide Montrofe. 

1650, June 21.---*The weiUie lecture (that was apointed by the General) 
Aflemblie, 1649» to be had in euery pariih church through out this kingdome) 
was put in practife the forlaid *da7,'att the church of Largo in the prefb. of St 
Androus, Fiyday, at 9 of cloke in the morning, being the dayand tjrme apoint- 
ed for that exercife hy the feffion for Hie tyme to come. Thefe that had cheU 
dren to be baptized; and thefe that werre to be contracted, or maried, werre 
dei}Ted to attend that deyet, as slfo a quarter of the pariih for examination. 
1650, June 23 — The Kings Maieftie (yia. Charles the 2) came from Hoi- 
lande to this kingdome. The comiiBoners, before fpoken of, came with 'him, 
as alfo feuerall nobelmen that werre in Hollande iince the -Engagement, aa 
Duke Bukingam, Duke Hamiltone, Earle of Laderdaile, £• of Dumfbrmling, 
with feuerall others. His Maieftie, before his conring to thb kingdome^ yelded 
to the dyfers of the aforfaid comiffioners, and att his comeing he did fublcribe 
theNationallGonenant,and1&eMutuaIlLe^^e andGouenantbetuixt thethree 
kmgdomes. Vpon the I of July he came to Dundie, where the keyes of ther 
ports werre deKnered to his Ma|. 'being made* of filuer. He ftayed ther tuo. 
dayes, and was very courteouilie entertained. The 4 of July he came to ^ An* 
drousiaind ther, in likemaner^hereceauedthekeyesof therportsmeadoffiluer*.

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At the port, Mr Andro Hynniman, minift. ther, had a Ipeche to him inEnglifli ; 
after, hecomeiDgforuarde to theNeweColledge, Mr SamuellRutherfoorde had 
a Ipech to him in Latine, runing mutch vpon what was the dewtie of kings. 
The tyme he flayed ther he lodged att wmq^ Hewgh Scrimgeours houfe, nire 
to the Abey. On the morrowe after, Mr Robert Blaire did preach before him ; 
his text was Pfal. 20, v. 1, S. The 6 of July, leaning St Androus, he came to 
Ciowper, where he gatt fome defert to his foure-houres : the place where he 
fatte downe to eate was the Tolboothe. The towne had apointed Mr Andro 
Anderfone, fcholemeafter ther for the tyme^ to giue him amuficke fonge or 
two whille he was att tabell. Mr Dauid Douglyfle had a ^each to him att 
his entrie to the towne. After this he went to Faklande all night. All this 
tyme the moft pairtof the gentelmen of the Ihyre did goe alongs with him. 
The tyme that he abode atFaklande, he went downe one day and dyned at the 
E. of Wemy es houfe, and another att Lelly with the £• of Rothus. From Fak- 
land he went to St Jhonftone, from St Jhonft. to Dumfermling, from thence 
to Sterling; from Sterl. he went to fie the armie that layneare by Edenbrough 
and Leith, where he was welcomed with a very ioyfull declamation of the 
whole armie, as alfo with feuendl flioote both great andfinall ; from thence 
he came backe to Dumfermling the 2 of Aug. (where he fubfcribed a declara- 
tione) } from thence, on the 16 of Aug. to St Jhonftone. The 3 of Oct. he 
went from St Jhonft:. to Angus, being enticed by the Malignants to ioyne with 
them, (wha, about this tyme, beganne to fturre), hot on the 6 of Oct. he re- 
turned againe to St Jhonft. and was fory for his elcape. He was crowned at 
Scone, (nire to St Jhonft.) Jan. 1, 1651. From St Jhonft, he came to Fak*> 
land, Jan. 22, 1651 • Aft;er he had ftayed ther fome dayes he returned to St 
Jhonft. 

1650, iji June, a defeafe, comonlie called the Iriih Aygo, which was a 
terrible fore paine of the head, Ibme laying that ther heads did open. The or- 
dinary remidie was the hard tying vp of ther head ; — a defeale not before this 
yeare knowen to the inhabitants of the kingdome. In the end of this moneth 
it was ri£fe in the pariihs of Sconie and Largo, and other parts adiacent*. 

1650, July 7- — Ther was a foft apointed by the Comifl*. of the Gener. Af- 
femb. to be keiped through out all the kirkes of the kingdome ; the maine 
caufes werre the great fecuritie of the land, the threatning of the Sectarian 
armie of England to inuade this kingdome^ the abounding of focerie, and

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that the Lord wald countenance the folowing Oener. Aflemb. eAc. This 
faft was keiped hj Mr Ja. Magill att Largo, the fore&ide 7 day of July. This 
day intimiU;ion was made of the excommunication of one Jhone Enfter, a 
ihiper in Enfter, for his obftinacie in malignancie. As alfo of one Mr HoU 
lande, ane Englifh man, wha gaue him felfe foourth to be a phefitian, he be- 
ing onlie ane impoftor and deceauer, that the people might not haue any 
dealing with him in the meater of phylicke. 

1650, Jul. 10.— The Generall Aflemblie of this kingd. latte att Eden- 
broughct where Mr Andro Cant, minifter of Aberdeine, was moderator. 
Att this meiting ther werre feuerall nobelmen that werre acceflbrie to the 
late vnlaufuU Engagement, that werre defirous.to be receaued ; as the E. 
of Crafoorde, wha was receiued i|i the Abey kirke, and appeared to be very 
penitent.* The E. of Laderdaile was referred to the comiffion of the Kirke. 
Duke Hamiltons petition was reiected ; the E. of Marfhall (whofe lady, a litel 
before this, depairted out of this life,) the E. of ArroU, and fundrie others. 
The moft pairt of the minifters of Orkenay werre depofed, and appointed to 
be excommunicate, becaufe they had fubfcribed apeaper of the forfaid Mon- 
trofle. A number of the minifters of Caithnes were depofed in likemaner, 
for conniuing att his wayes. L. G. Cromuell, that commanded the Englifh 
armie, fent a declarationeto this kingdome, declaring the caufes why he was 
comeing downe to inuade this kingdome ; and another from the pretended 
parliament of Englande ; — both which werre excellentlie anlwered, both by 
church and ftate, and the Aflemb. anfwers appointed to be read in the feuerall 
kirks of this kingdome. The K. Maieftie fent a letter to this Aflemblie : ther 
was three minifters appointed to attende his Maieftie ; as Mr Robert Blaire, 
m. of St Androus, Mr George Hutchefone, and Mr James Durhame. Ther

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to be read in the feuerall churches. L. G. Da. Lefley was lent north with 
fome horfemen againft thein. 

1650, Oct. — ^This moneth the weft countrey men lojned them felfs in a 
body (with L. Coll. Ker, Strachan, and fome minifters), and fent in a R&* 
monftrance to the Eftaits, declaring all the efc^>8 of the Kings Maj. ; con- 
deming the treatie with him ; accufing many of the comitt. of £ftaits of 
couetoufnefs and oppreffion ; ipeaking againft the chiffe leaders of the ar- 
mie ; and oppofing the inuafion of England, or enforcing a king vpon that 
kingdome. Thir forces werre fcattered att Hamiltone, by a pairtie of Eng- 
lifh men, vnder the conduct of Lambert, on the 1 of Decemb. being Sun- 
day, 1650. Sundry of them were killed, and Coll. Ker, (one of ther chiefe 
leaders,) wounded and taken. 

1650, Oct — The comifT. of the Gener. Aff. apointed a coUectione to be 
gathered in the feuerall congregations, for fupplying the prilbners in Eng- 
lande (that were taken att Dumbar), that were flierueing for famine ; which 
was done. 

1650, Oct. — The Prince of Orange (who maried the Princefle Royall, eld« 
eft daughter to King Charles the Firft, EL of Great Britaine), depairted out 
of this life, att the Hage in HoUande, being about 24 years of age. 

1650, Nouemb. 24. — The faft (apointed by the prouinciall of Fyfe), was 
keiped att Laigo, by Mr Ja. Magill, m. ther ; his lecture was Lament. 3, 
from v. 42 till the ende of the chapt. ; his text ther alfo. Lam. 3, r. 399 40, 
41, both fore and after none. 

1650, NOU.-F— Ther was a melting, both of ftate and church, at St Jhon- 
ftone, at which tyme they both declaired againft that Remonftrance of the 
men of the weft contrey (before ipoken of), (hawing that it was diuifiue, 
contrare to the Couenant, and acts of the Generall Ailemblie ; debaring all 
that adhered to that faid Remonftrance from fitting and voyceing in the pub- 
licke judicatories, ether of ftate or churche. Vpon this, fundrie miniflers 
of the weft countrey protefled againft the declaratione of the church, and 
four minifters in Fyfe adhered to ther proteftatione,one in euery prefbetrey, 
viz. Mr Sa. Rutherfoorde, in St Androus preft). ; Mr Ja. Wedderbume, in 
C. preft). ; Mr Alex. Moncriefe, in K. p.; and Mr WilLOliphant, in D. prefb. 
l650.-*rMr Dauid Caderwood, a minifter in Louthian, depairted out of this 
life. . 

l650.-r— Mr Jhone Moncriefe, minifter in Kingome, depairted out of this 
life. Mr Jolua Meldrum, m. of AchtertuUe, did fucceide him. 
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1650, Nou. 26. — The parliament latt downe at St Johnftone. 

1650- — Mr James Oliphant, (a Streatheme man) was admitted minifter 
of Salen, in the prefbetrey of Dumfermling ; he did fucceid to umqii Mr 
William MarihalL 

1650. — Mr Charles Geddiein St Androus, bought the lands of St Nicho- 
las, that lyes befide the Boughe-bridge, from the ayrs of Mr RobertLearmont. 

1650, Nou. — The MeafterofBourley adhered to his wyfe.asisbeforefpoken. 

l650,Dec. 1. — Theweftcountrey forces (before mentioned), were fcattered 
by a pairtie of Cromuells att Hamiltone. 

1650, Dec. 17* — The caftell of Edenbroughe was rendered toCromuell, the 
younge Laird of Dundas of that Hke in Louthian, being gouemour of it ; fine 
or fex miniit being in it, wha did proteft againft the rendring of it, both by 
word and wreate. At this tyme they had aboundance of men to defend the 
houfe, two months prouifion of beire, 3 month prouifion of iacke, 500 bolls 
ofmeale, aboundance of excellent water, and fugar andfpices thatwalde haue 
iierued them a longe tyme. (The names of fome of the minift. there, Mr Jh. 
Smith, Mr Mungo Law, Mr Ro. Tratle, Mr Ja. Hamiltone, Mr George Lefly, 
all minift. of Edenbrouge. 

1650, Dec. 92. — The faft apointed by the comiffion of the Kirke to be keiped 
througe the kingdome before the coronatione, was keiped att Largo the for- 
iaide day by Mr Ja. Magill ; his lecture, Reu. 3, from r. 14 to the end of the 
chapt. his text Reu. 9. 4, 5. Vpon the Thurfday following, the 96 of this in- 
ftant, the faft was keiped in likemaner ; his lecture 9 Chro. S9* to v. 12 ; his 
text 9 Chron. 12. 12. The caufes of the firft day (not read) was, the great 
contempt of the gofpell, holden forth in its branches ; of the fecond day 
(which were read), the iinns of the King, and of his fathers houfe, where fun- 
dry offences of K. James the 6 were aknowledged, and of K. Charles the 1, 
and of K. Ch. the 2, nowe king. This fecond day the E. of Laderdaile gaue 
iatiffactione (at the k. of Largo), for haueing hand in the late vnlawfull En- 
gagement againft England, where, 1. he acknowledged the finfulnefs and vn- 
lawfulnes of that courfe ; 9. his forowe and remorfe for haueing acceffion 
therto ; 3. his refolutione, for the tyme to come, to be warre of fuch courfes. 
After this, Mr Ja. Magill did reid the Solemne League and Couenant, and he 
held vp his hand and did fweare to the lame. So the k. feffion gaue him a 
peaper, fubicribed by the minift. and clerke, teftifying that they were weill 
latiiHed with his repentance. (The foriaide day the E. of Roths was prefent, 
and lawe him receiued).

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1650, Dec« — The Earie of Wenton in Louthian, (fumamed Seaton), de- 
pairted out of this life at hig owne hoafe in Seaton. 

1650, Dec. — ^The Lady Moncrife depairted out of this lifeatt Moncrife in 
Streatherne. Shortlie after, the Laird of Moncriefe, her hufband, aifo de* 
pairted out of this life. 

1650, Dec. — Tlie younge Laird of Swenton in tike Merce, (one formerlie 
cryed yp for pietie), with CoIL Strachan, (before f)K>ken o^ in the wefteme 
forces), both thirewent in to the£ngli(h army, whille they lay att Edinhroughe. 

1650. — ^The parliament that latt downe at St Jhonftoiie,Nou. 86, conclud* 
ed that the king fould be crowned the 1 of Jan. 1651, (which was done). Alfo 
that ane army fould be leuied through this kingdome betnixt 60 and 16, to 
witfaftande the forQ)oken of Engliih army, without any exceptione of Malig* 
nants, onlie thofe that were forfirted, excommunicate, flagitious, and notor* 
iouflie prophane, were excluded ; the reftraint of banifhmenl was taken o£ 
the Duke of Hamiltone and the £. of Laderdaile, and fiindry others, wid they 
permitted to ftay in the kingdome, and to be members of the forfidde lenie. 
Hiis melting did ryie about the end of Dec. 1650. 

1651. 

1651, Jan. 1, being Wedenfday, — KingCbarles the 2wasarownedatScone 
nire to St Jhonftone, king of Great Britane, France, and Irlande* The 
crowne was put ypon his head by the Marquefle of Argyle (fumamed Camp- 
bell). Mr Robert Douglas, m. of EdenbrougJbie, (being apointed by the Co- 
miffion of the Kirke), did preach the day of the coronatione } his text 2 King. 
11, y. 12f 13, 14, 15, 16, 17. After fermon, the Nationall Couenant and th^ 
League and Couenant were read to his Maj« both whick he did fweare# The 
moft pairt of the nobelmen of the kingdome wereprefent, and had ther robes 
on and ther feiierall crowns. They came in order to the king (from the 
youngeft in ftanding to the eldeft), and touched bis crowne^ and promi&d to 
pre&rue the fiune ; and had^each of them a kifle of the kings left cheike. Tlie 
Efiurls of CaJSells, Bachlenche,* Hadingtone, and fome others* were pxefent,

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hot had not on ther robes. After the action was ended, they walked a-foote 
from the church, conuojring the king to his lodging that night at St Jhonftone. 
Ther were many beane fyres fett foorth in token of ioy. His Maieftie, when 
he waa crowned, was not anointed att all, becaufe the Gomiffione of the Kirke 
thought it to lauor fome what of fuperftition. 

1651, Jan. 12-^Generall Maior Middeltone, a north countrey.gentelman 
borne, (by the i^pointement of the comiffione of the kirke), was relaxed of 
his excommunicatione att Dundie, by Mr Jho. Robertfone, minifter ther. 

1651, Jan. 12.~*Gollonell Strachui, a Muffel-brough man borne, (before 
^oken of in the wefteme forces), by the appointment of the commiffion of 
the kirke, was excommunicate att St Jhonftone, becaufe he had deferted this 
kingdome, and had gone in to that lectarian anqy of Englifli> yet leyen in 
diis kingdome : One of thire fomamed perfons, (both. in one day,) was caft« 
en out of this kirke, and the other was receiued in to the bofome of the lame.* 

1651, Jan.*— Generall Ruthwen, being ane old man, (whafometime keiped 
out the Gaftle of Edenbroughe), depairted out of this life att Dundie in An- 
gus. 

1651, Feb. 4. — ^The Lady Wachtone depairted out of this life att St An- 
drous. 

After that his Maieftie was crowned, Jan. 1, 1651, (as is before fpoken), 
he came to Faklande, Jan. 2S, 1651. Afl«r he had ftayed ther fome dayes, 
he returned to St Jhonftone. About the beginning of Feb^ he went to Stir- 
ling ; the 12 of Feb. he came to Bruntelland i the 13 to the place of the 
Weyms, and lodged ther all night ; the 14, he came alonge the coaft by Le- 
uin. Largo, Ellie, and lodged att the Laird of Enfters houfe all night ; the 15 
and 16, being Saterday and Sunday, he flayed with the £. of Crafoord att 
StnitiierB ; the 17, he went to St Jhonfl;one; the 21, he went to Dundie ;

and LieT. Giflhne.— Xtrifc Su9. Records of Cupar. 
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the 9% he went north, with a purpofe to goe to Aberdeine. He returned from 
the north about the 5 or 6 of Mar. and went to St Jhonftone. Hie 5 of Apr. 
he went to Stirling, from thence to Dumfermiing* Apr.-^Bocke againe be 
went to Stirling. The ... of June he came from Stirling to Durofermling ; 
from Dumfermling to Stirling ; and after that, he moued alonge with our ar- 
mie as they moued ; and afteruards went in to England with the laid armie, 
which was routed at Worcefter, Sept. 3, 1&51, where be eibaped, and went 
to Paris in France. 

1651, Feb. 1 3.— Whille the KingsMaieft. lodged att the place of tbe WeTms 
(as is before fpoken), the Lairds of Auchmoutie and Kincraige were both 
knighted. Vpon the morowe after, as he came alonge the coaft, he knight- 
ed CoUonell Scot in Leuin Sands, ypon the head of his owne r^ment of 
horfe, with his Louet. CoUonell alfo, both att one tyme. 

1651, Feb. — ^One Jhone Ciockbume, being gouemor of the caftle of Hume, 
aft;er that a breach was meade in the wall, did jeild the lame to Cromuell 
and his forces. 

1651, Feb.^-This monthe ther was two regiments of horfe leuied in the 
ihyre of Fjfe, one of them comanded by the £. of Rothus, the other by the 
Lord Balcarrs ; as alfo two regiments of foote, one mder the commande of 
the £. of Crafoorde, the other ynder the K of Kellie. This was the 4 leuie 
in this kingdome ; the 1 and 2 was in June and July 1650, and the 3 in Oct. 
1650. 

1651, Feb. — Tamtallon was yeilded to the Englilh ypon capitulation, af- 
ter they had made a breach in the walls ; hot the Englilh did yiolat the ar- 
ticles of agriement. One Mr Seaton was gouernor of the laid caftel att this 
tyme. 

1651, Mar. 10. — James Robertfone (commonlie called theSweetMaltman), 
wha dwelt on the northend of Camron-bridge, was hanged att Kirkekaldie,for 
inceft with his lifter daughter, called Janet Forman, his wife att the fame tyme 
being aliue : the laid Janet, fome dayes before this executione, fled and efcap- 
ed the hands of the juftice. He was a man that, in his life tyme, was a great 
drunkard and a great fwearer. 

1651, Mar. 13. — The parliament latt downe att St Johnftone, where the 
Lord Burley was prelident. They appointed a great comittie of prouilion for 
the armie, conlifting of 24 nobelmen, 24 of the gentrie, and 24 borroughs, 
Sundrie of the Engadgers were admitted to be members of this comittie ; as 
D. Hamiltone, the E. of Crafoorde, E. of Laderdaille, etc. The parliament 
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apointedthe money and the goldeof this kingdoine to be ciyed vp, viz. rex 
dollers, 3 lib. 2 ih. ; crofle doll, and rayells, 3 lib. ; {hillings, 13 ih. 4 d. etc. 
They rofe about the end of the laid month, and adiourned the pari, to the 17 
of Apr. folowing. 

1651, Mar.r-'About the end therof, the cailell of Blaknefle in Louthian, 
was furrendred to the Englifli. — Nire to this tyme the Engliih gatt yp with 
Ibme ihips by Inchegaruie. 

1651, Mar. — Doctor Martins lifter, in Pittenweyme, latiiEedfor her fomi- 

catione with Mr • «, fcholemeafter of Enfter. She was after maried to 

him i not long after he dyed ; and afterwarde £he in likemaner, Apr. 1653. 

1651, Apr. 1. — ^The prouinciall afT. of Fyfe latt att Dumfermling, wher Mr 
Jhone Duncan, m. of .Guris, was moderator. Immediatlie after the chufing 
of the moderator, they apointed the fynod to goe to Guper, (becaufe of the 
comiffion of the Ge. Afll that was to fitt there). Auchmoutie, wha, in the 
meater of planting the kirke of Newbume, had appealled from the prelb. of 
St Androus to this meiting, did appeale from them alfo to the Generall AIT. 
Mr Walter Bruce, his bufinefle of reftoring to his church, was delayed. They 
wratte a letter to the comittie of Eftaits and another to the comiflT. of the Ge- 
nerall Air. TThat to the Gom. Eft. was exhortatorie to ftirre them vp to ther 
dewtie in this exegencie and nicke of tyme : — (They latt till the 5 of Apr.) 
That to the com. of Ml was laudatorie, prayling them for what they had done 
anent puUicke affitirs. Mr Sa. Rutherfoord and Mr Alex. Moncrife did pro- 
teft againft this Letter, and liindrie diflafented. 

1651, Apr. — ^Old Kembocke depairted out of this life. He was interred att 
Kembocke kirke, the 14 of the faid inftant. 

1651, Apr. — Mr Jhone Durie, minifter of Loggie, depairted out of this life. 
Mi* Harie Pitcairne did fucceide to him. 

1651, (about the end of Mar.) — ^The regifter of this kingdome, that came 
from the caftle of Edenbroughe (at the rendring of the caftle to the Engliih,) 
was Ihipped att Bruntellande, with a purpole to cary them to the Bafle, hot 
the Ihipe was fcarllie come the lenth of Kinggorne, when ane Engliih frigotte 
feafed vpon her, and caried her to Leith ; and after that they were caried to 
London, and placed in the Tower. An. 1657» about the end of the yeare, the 
.moft pairt of the r^ft;er was brought backe to Scotland, (if not all), when 
the Lord Wareftone was appointed Gierke Regifter by the Englilli. 

1 651 , Apr. — ^The Earle of Eglintone, going to the weft countrie, was taken 
prifoner by the Engliih, nire to Dumbarton, with his fonne. 
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1651,-^The fait apointed to be keiped by ike comifficm of the Graenl Afll 
was keiped att Largo the 13 of Apr. 1651 • 

1651, Apr. 1 7* — ^Being Thurfday (att night), the yottnge Ladf Lundy was 
brought to bed of a fonne, called Robert. He was baptized att Largo chiircht 
by Mr Ja. Magill, Apr. 22. He depairted out of thislife^ DecS, 165 !» and was 
interred the 4 day, att euen. (It was reported he was a )• 

1651. — Mr James Lawmonthe, minifter of KinnetteUs^ depairted out of this 
life at the place of Kinnettells. 

1651, May. — ^The parliament latt att Stirling. At this meiting ther was 
great debate anent the act of claffis, which, att lenth was refianded, fo Aat 
att this tyme Duke Hamiltone and the £. of Laderdaile, widi certaine others, 
were admitted to be members of the comtttie of Eftaits. Alio, the Kings Maj« 
att this tyme was declaired maior ; and a yoluntarie contribation througe the 
whole kingdome appointed for the vfe of the armie, fo that none were ez- 
emed, nether miniilers nor others : (which was done in the prdb. of St An* 
drous, about the mideft of June ; — Largo pariih gaue betuixt 5 and 6 bunder 
marke, and fome more and fome l^fle ; Newbume about 200 mark). 

1651, Jun. 10. — YouAge Durie maried the Lord Baloayrdes ddeft After; 
the mariage feaft ftood att Nett-hill nire to Biklande. 

June 15. — ^The reafons of the faft appointed by the comiffion of the Q^fner. 
Air. for a good fuccefle to the armie att Stirling, were Nad att the church of 
Largo, fo that the 19 day, being Thurfd. and the 22, being the Sabath day, 
were appointed for publickhumiliatione through the kingdome. The laid days 
were keiped att the ch* of Largo, by Mr Ja. Magill, m. ther ; his directorie, 
on Thurfday, was Hof. 11 c. ; his text Luk. 18. 7* 8. This forfidde place ot 
the Euangelift was his text alfo on the Sabath. 

1651. — This yeare ther were fundrie of the gentrie nobilitat, as the Laird 
of Kleiih made Lord Ck>luin ; Will. Murray, of the bed chamber, Lord of Dy- 
fert ', the Laird of FVieland, Lord Ruthuen i withfeuerall others. Alfo, the 
L. Chancelour Cambell layed downe his office, and tooke it anew againe, faol- 
den of the king. Alfo, the Kings Maj. reuoked all the gifts that his father had 
giuen from the crowne, (except a fewe) ; amonge which was the Abefey of 
Dumfermling ; this the £. of Dumfermling keiped ftill. Alfo, the Kings Maj. 
maioritie was declaired in parliament. Alfo, the old garifone was remoued 
out of the caftle of Stirling, and a newe one put in ; fhortlie dter, Gener. 
Ma. Hoborne giue ouer his charge of it. 

1651, Jun. 26«<^— Mr Jofua Meldrum, minifl. of AchtertuUe, was admitted 
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by ihe prelbeteef of Kirk^aldie to be m. off Kinggome. He did fneoeid to 
umq^ Mr Jhone Monertefee. 

1651, JttiA. S6«— D. Agnee Renton, Ladj Lenin, depairted out of thii lift 
at Ifiche Leflie in the Carflfe, (formerlie called Inch-Mairtin). Her corps 
were brought to Bilgoni^ in Fyfe, and were interred the 23 of Jul j att Mark* 
inflie^ in the irijght ftaCbn, a fewe onlie attending thenif her hufband, the Earle 
of Leuin, not being preient, hot wa» yp att Stirling with the armie, 

ld51, Jtai.— Ourarmie^ ▼nderthe<K>nduct of the Kinge Maj., David Leflie 
being Louetennant Generally marched from Stirling to Torwoode. About the 
end of July thejiaarehed flrom^ thence to England^ Sept. 8, 1651, tbey were 
routed att WoroefW, as aAerwards is l^oken. 

lG6h Jw.— Theeomiffion ofthekirke ihtt att Stirling, att which tpsMChma^ 
eekmr CampbeH was ihrought brfore them, and challenged for adulterie with 
one Miaior Aonftbns wjfes ibmamed Lyndfity.* (This Jhonftone was he 
lliot went in fliortlie before to Cromuell, and reueiled to htm the purpoih 
of a pairtie of our armie that went foorth witii a purpofe to beate vp his quar- 
tMe). 

1651* — Mr Dttuid Monro (formeHie ^kmi of) returned to tine kingdome, 
with jipatentto beadoctorof phj^ficke. (fn cpmeing homehe waf^apprehend* 
ed by forne of Groamells people, and the moft of what he had with him taken 
ftom him by H^m.)

They landed att Enderkethen, and did intrencherthemfelfB 
then The W of July, being Sunday, they fell vpon a pairtie of our arfiiie 
that came from Stirling, betuixt Dumferknling and Enderkethen, at which 
place feuerall of that pairtie were killed, feuerall taken, and the reft fled. At 
this tyme S' Jhone Browne was taken prifoner, younge Bacomie wounded, 
and Randerftone, younger, wounded ; both were taken prifoners. The fo- 
lowing regiments of horfe were fcattered, viz. the Lord Balcarrefles, Brie- 
chens, S' Jho. Brouns, and ColL Scots« 

1651, JuL 29* — The towne of Bruntellande did render to the Englilh ar- 
mie ; the garefone ther had libertie to goe foblr^: with flieing couUers and 
bage and baggage. The laid day alfo, a pairtie of ther horfe came alonge to 
the Ellie towQe, att which tyme Jhone Smalls ihip was taken out of the har^ 
bery, and mead a pryfe of. In paffing, feueralls of them entered the place 
of the Weyms, out of which they tooke fome cannon and muikets ; as aUb 
Durie, Lundy, Straerlie, and Kingcraige. The S of Aug. St Johnfton did 
render to them. The 7 of Aug. Enfter was very ill fpoyled by them, and fe* 
ueralls of the towns people taken prifoners, (becaufe they brak the articles 
of ther agriement). At this tyme Gapt. Allexander was taken, and Dauid 
Achmoutie in Dreameldrie, both prifoners. The 15 of Aug. the caftell of 
Stirling did render to them. The 28 of Aug. att Eliot in Angus, they tooke 
the greateft pairt of the committie of eftaits, viz. thofe that were for the Kings 
Maj. and the Hamiltonian faction. The 1 of Sept. they ftormed Dundie, and 
caried the towne. About the 6 or 7 of that monthe they went to Aberdeine, 
where the towns peopell receiued them, and entertained them werie cour- 
teouflie for the fpace of 3 dayes. The 3 of Sep. they routed our armie att 
Worcefter, in England. 1652, They placed fome forces in Orkenay. 1652, 
Mar. — The Baas ifland did render to them. May, 1652. — ^Dunnotter caftell 
did render to them, it being the laft ftrenth of the kingdome that withftopd 
themt 
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1651, Jul. 16. — ^TheGenerall Aflemblie fatt att St Androus, where the Lord 
Balcarrefle was comiffioner for the K. Maieftie. At the meiting of this Afll 
Mr Andro CSant, m. in Aberdeine, preached in the forenone, on Heb..l2. v. 
12, l6. and Mr Robert Douglas, nu att Edenbroughe, in the aftemone, on Pf. 
132. 6, 7, 9. The laid Mr Robert was chofen moderatoUr. The 20 of JuL 
being Sunday, the Afll meet at night, (ypon the defeate Cromuell had giuen 
our people about Dumfermling), and did adioume this Aff. till the 22, to 
Dundie. The forfaid night, att St Androus, ther was a proteftation giuen in 
by Mr Samuell Rutherfoord, m. of St Androus, fubfcrib^d with 21 or 2S fe- 
uerall hands of minifters, protefting againft the lawfulnes of this Aff. ; al- 
leadging it was corrupt, ill conftitute, and not friee. The names of fome of 
the protefters were thefe, viz. Mr And. Cant, Mr Ja. Gutherie, Mr Pa. Gil- 
leipie, Mr Sa. Rutherfoord, Mr Alex. Moncriefe, Mr Will. Oliphant, and 
Mr An. Donaldfone, Mr Jhone Hart, Mr Ja. Sympfone, Mr Jho. Meiiig^es, 
and on Mr Neafinith. The day appointed they meet att Dundie, where 
the proceidings of the comiffion of the former Gen. Aff. was approuen ; a 
warning appointed to be read in the feuerall churches ; the weftland Re- 
monftrance (before fpoken of) condemed and declaired againft ; a lettier 
penned to be fent to the K. Maieftie ; Mr Ja. Guthrie, m. of Stirling, Mr 
Pat. Gillefpie, m. of Glalgowe, Mr Ja* Sympfone, m. of Airth, neare Allo- 
way«*thir three were depofed j Mr Neafinith fufpended. Some of thefe 
things brought againft them were, that they did publicklie preach and fpeake 
againft the proceidings both of church and ftate, and were ring leaders in 
the meater of the Remonftrance and proteftatione i for the reft of the pro- 
tefters, the Gommiff. of the Ge. Aff. was appointed to deale with them, and, 
giue they could not be conuinced, to proceffe them. Mr Rob. Ram&y, m. 
of Glalgoue, was appointed Principall of the colledge there. Mr Jho. Heart, 
m^ of Dunkell, did fiipplicatt the Aff. that his name might be taken out of 
the laid proteftatione. This Aff. did rjrfe the 1 of Aug. 1651. More, the 
planting of the church of Newbume was referred to the preft)itrie of St 
Androus ; and Ghancelour Campbell (anent the meater of adulterie), refer- 
red to the comiffion of the kirke. A fhft appointed to be k^ped throwe 
the kingdome, Aug. 81, 1651. 

16^1, Jul. — Mr Ja. Phylemen [Fleming] (after he had preached att the 
church of Newbume in Fyfe, for the fpace of 8 or 9 month), went backe to 
Louthian, to his owne church att the Bathens. The occafion of his remoueall 
was the Englifh comeing to this ftiyre. He depairted out of this life Apr. 
1653.

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1051, Aug. 4 mmI 5.— ^>(>muell mardMd from tbk kiBgdome to Eng^ 
land, with the greateft pairt of his foroes, to puriiNM the Kii^ Mi^. and Ui 
armia. He routed them att Woreefter, Sep. 8, 1601. 

l6dl, Aug. 98. — ^A grait pairt of the oenittae of Eftaita w«re taken prt 
foners bj the Engitih at Eliot in Angus, tis. the Earie of Oafoord» K of 
Leuin, £• Marihall, Lord Ogilbie, liord Hombie^ Lcn^ Lie, Laird of Goiin* 
toune, Pourie Pothringam, L. Hombiea ibmie, etc and about SO other gea* 
tellmen and fouldiers, and nobebnena feruanti. AUb ftuerall miniftera q»- 
prehended att the ikme tyme, Tia. Mr Ro. Douglas, Mr Ja. Haaniltone, Mr 
Jho.

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number of towns people and ftrangen alfo were killed^ to the number of 5 
or 6 hundred ; the towne plundered exceidinglie, both bj land forces and by 
the ibip men.

Liuiftone 
was dio&n moderator ; tikey iht about 16 or IS dayes. They refolued to 
continue the commiffion of the Oa. AfllheAdenand aqppointed 1650, hot not 
the comiffion q>pointed 1651.

1651, Oct. 27* — ^Doctor Laumonthe, with his Ibnne, Mr Andro, tooke ionr- 
nejfrom Haljeards to England, (haneing remained 13 months in this king- 
dome). EKs wyfe and his Ibnne, Mr Andro, came from !&igland, Jul. 165S ; 
ihe returned Oct % 1652 : (Pat. Hench came backe from hir Dec. 8). 

1651, Nou. 18. — ^The committie of the ihyre of Fyfe, being mettatt Guper, 
did chnle foure gentelmen, yiz. the Lord Balcomie, Lord Durie, Laird of Ay- 
ton, and Mr James Hay (Ibmetimes Laird of Forret), to repaire to Dalkeith, 
in Louthian, and to treat (anent things concerning the laid flijre), with the 
Englifh commiffioners, wha are coming from the parliament of England to 
iettell the affiiiirs of this kingdome. Some not being content with thir did 
choole others. This was done two or three leuerall times, bot at lenth 
the L. Durie and the comif. of St Androus, Mr Will. Bruce, were chofen 
Mar. 1, 1652, wha went to Dalkeith, and accept, for the fhyre, of the Eng- 
lifh engagement. 

1651, Nou. 25.-''nie Earle of Balkluche, fumamed Scot, depairted out 
of this life att Dalkeith in Louthian.

1651, Dec.— The old Laird of Finmount in Fyfe, (fiimamed Browne), de- 
pairted out of this life att Hnmount, and was interred the 12 of Decemb. 

1651, Dec. 8.— The Good-man of Pittillbcke in Fyfe, (fumamed Lumf- 
daine), depairted out of this life att Pittillocke, and was interred the 13 of 
the Ikid inftant att Kilgowre, beyonde Feiklande. He had no children of his 
owne, bot left his eftate to one Mr Will. Lumfdaine, a north oountrie gen- 
tehdan. He fold it afterwarde to Andro Law, baylie in Falkland. 

1651. — Mr Andro Bennet, minifter of Creiche, in the prefbetrie of Guper 
in Fjrfe, depairted out of this life att his owne houfe. 

1651, Dec. — ^Ireton, deputie of Irland, depairted out of this life in Irlande. 
After his death, his wife was prouided to fome lands hj the parliament of 
JSngland, lequeftrat by the laid parliament ; his coffin was brought to Lon- 
don, and interred there. 
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: 1651> Dec^Mr George Haliburtone and Mr Alex. Rogge, minifters of 
St Jhonftone, were filenced bj the Englifli garifone there, and difcharged 
to preach, becaufe, (as they alleadged), thej preached vp the Kings intereft, 
notwithftanding of his defeate att Worcefter, etc. 

1651, Dec.*^The Lord Balcarrefle dilbanded his regiment of horfe, in the 
north pairts of this kingdome,and gatt verie good conditions from the Englifli.

1652, Jan, 20.«-*llie comiffioners appointed by the paiiiament of Eng- 
land, for fetling affiurs in Scotland, came to this kingdome, yiz. 8 in all ; ther 
names are thefe : Generall Maior Lambert, Gren. Ma. Deane, Lou. Grener. 
Monke, Lord St Johns, S' Hary Vaine younger, CoUonell George Fennick, 
Mr SoUoway, and Alderman litchbume. They had ther inftructions in 
write from the parliam. They fatte at Dalkeith in Louthian ; they dilchargr 
ed the printing of diumalls att Leith, or elfe whe^e ; they difcharged alfo 
all judicatories in this kingdome, yiz. Lords of Seffion and Counfell, fliyrra 
courts and comiflary courts, etc. TThey caufed proclaime the parliament of 
Englands declaration (at the feuerall market croffes of the kingdome), for-* 
faulting all thefe that were at Duke Hamiltons engagement in the yeare 1648, 
and all that were att Worcefter in England, with K. Charles the 2, An.

Syler, (late 
gouemour of Bruntelland), about the begining of Apr. was added to the fer 
queftrators. In Apr. they caufed publifh and proclaipie at I^th an4 eliQs 
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where, a proclamation of Vnion, yniting England and Scotland togidief in 
one Gomon-wealth. Thejr enacted that no perfon whatlbmeuer fould kdte 
any benefitt or decreit granted in tiier &uoura^ till firft they accepted of the 
tender^ (viz. the conditions before fpecified). They returned to Ei^aad 
about the end of Apr* 1652. Jun. and Jul. the ieqnefL defired that the feue- 
rail areditora of the fequeft. landa t>f the kingdome might come and giue ane 
inuentary of ther debts, which was done by many, that they might lend yp 
the fame to the parli. of England. 

1652, Jan. 26. — Jhone Lawmonthe depairted out of this life at Jhoneftons 
Mille. He was interred at the church of Newlmme. 

16^, Feb..^01d Den*MylIe, (fumamed BaUbure)^ in Pyfe, depairted oQt 
of this life att his owne houfe. 

1652, Feb. 12.— Mr William ifouce, comiiar of St Androus, maried Ifla- 
bell Law, Lady of Auchtermaime, younger, ihe being the c<mAfkat his thrid 
wife ; themariage feaft flood at Auehtermeirnie.

They gate an abiblute comiffion, (becaufe all Kmeitt comiffions 
were caft ouer the barr). They accepted of the engagement, viz. 1. That 
this kingdome fbuld be ane vnited Comon-wealth with England (declyning 
a king altogither) ; and 2. that they fbuld Hue peaceabelMe at ther dwelling 
houfes* They did fubfbriue to thir forfaid articles.

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called togither the tennants, and tooke vp a reatall ; they wrate vp ther 
name6» the name of the place where thej lined, and what thej payed yearlie ; 
with the number of ther kene fowles. The 16, they went to Gilftone^ and 
tooke ane inuentary of the beftiall there. 

1652, Apr. 20. — The Lady Weyms in Fyfe, fumamed Fleymen, being the 
Earles fecond lady, depairted out of this life at the Weyms, without children, 
and was interred the 6 of May, att the church of the Weyms. She caufed 
her hufband giue a fine difcharge to her brother, the Lord Fleymen, of her 
whole tocher, being about 20 thou£ marks Scots, before any of it was payed 
to him, fo that he is not to receiue a ferthen token of it. She caufed her 
hulband alfo, and her brother, to giue Mr Patricke Gillefpie (fometime m. of 
Kirkekaldie), a band of foure thouland marke, to be payed by them to the 
laid Mr Pa. She caufed alfo a doore to be ftruken throughe the wall of her 
chamber, for to goe to the wine cellar ; for ihe had (as is laid by many) a 
great defire after ftronge drinke. Ihe frindes of the £• of Weyms lay, that, 
att her death,' he was a bunder thouland mark worfe then when he maried 
her, (and all the tyme of ther manage was onlie two yeare). 

I6fi2, Apr. 29.' — The Laird of Erdree, younger, (fumamed Prefton), in 
Fyfe, maried to his fecond lady, the Lady Scotftamety younger, (fumamed 
C^uneggie). The mariage feaft ftood at Taruitte. Ihe lame day, the Earle 
of Etthie in Angus, her father, (being about 73 years of age), was maried 
ypon one of his owne tennants, fiimamed Malle. > 

1652. — ^The Lady Lundie, younger, ftayed (all the month of Apr.) att 
Leithj waiting ypon the comifll of fequeftration, (as before is laid). The old 
lady alfo went ouer to Leith about the middell of this moneth, (this being the 
firft tyme Ihe euer was in that fyde of the water), becaufe they offered the 
tender to her to fubfcribe, which Ihe refiifed. She returned home within 
fome dayes after, and was freed of the lame ; the yoimge lady returned the 
6 of May. The refult of this bulines of fequeft. was this : The whole pie- 
nilhing, without and within the houfe, was declared to be the old ladys ; as 
for the joyntoure left her by hir hulband, Ihe had it ftill intire for her owne 
yfe ; the reft of the lands were fequeftrat during Robert Maitland, the Laird 
of Lundie, his life onlie, (becaufe he was not infeafte) ; fo the younge La. had 
onlie the5pairt of that which was fequeftrat to live ypon with, etc. The younge 
La. tooke a take for a yeare of the Englilh of Lundie, and the reft of the lb- 
queft. lands, obleidging her felfe to pay them fo mutch money a yeare, vis. 
145 libb. fterl. ; the terms of payement were March and Sept. Jul. 1652, 
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ieuerall of the Lairds creditors went ouer to Leith (being defyred hj tiie 
Ladj), and did ihawe ther bands to the comiiT. of fequeft. at Leith, wha did 
recorde them in ther bookes, amonge the reft of the debts of the fequeftrat^ 
lands in this kingdome, all which are to be fent yp to the parliam. of Eng- 
land, wha are to appointe fome waj how they fall be &tiffied. (That which 
was wretenvpon the margin of the feuerall bands that went to Leith was this, 
viz. Recorded amongft the debts of the Laird of Lundie, in the comiff. bookes, 
Leith, the 23 JuL l65i.^Sic wbscribiiur, W^. Welch, clerke, 1652.) 

1652, May 7*— Mr Dauid Dalgliihe, minifter of Cuper in Fyfe, depairted 
out of this life at Cuper, and was interred the 10 of May, att the church of 
Cuper. 

1652.— ^This jeare Mr Jofua Meldrum wi» tranQ>orted by the prefb. of 
Kirkekaldie from Achtertoole to Kingome ; he did fucceid to Mr Jhone 
Mohcriefe.* 

l652.-^Mr Andro Waker, chaplen to the £• of Leuin, was admitted mi- 
nifter of Achtertoole, by the prefb. of Earkaldie. He did fucceid to Mr Jofua 
Meldrum. He maried Helen Bayllie, the Lady Leuens gentelwoman, not 
long after his admiffion. 

1652. — Mr Harie Pitcaime,fbnne to James Pitcaime, that dwelt fometime 
att the Treton, was admitted minifter of Loggie, by the prefb. of Cuper ; he 
did fucceid to wmq^Mr Jho. Durie. (Both the faid Mr And* Waker and Mr 
Harie Pitcaime did fatiffie for ther feuerall fornications fome yearsbefore they 
were admitted to ther feuerall churches). May 4, 1653, the fhid Mr Hary ma- 
ried Jhone Pitcaime of Ounfton, his fathers brother, one of his daughters. 

1652, May 25.— The Laird of , younger, fumamed Carmi- 

chaell, maried Pourie Fothringames fecond fifter. The manage feaft flood 
att Bathaicks houfe in the Carfe. 

1652, May. — ^Ther was a conflict betuixt the Englifh and the HoUande 
fhips ; ther was lofle on both fides. 

1652, Jiin. 4. — Jhone Steuart maried Margret Lawmonthe ; the mariage 
feaft ft;ood att the Goll-towne of Balgonie ; the moft pairt of the gentell- 
men of Markinfhe par. were prefent there. 1653, The faid Margret was 
brought to bed of a daughter, called Margret, and Nou. 27, 1654, fhe was 
brought to bed of a fonne (at Miarkinfhe), called Allane. Oct. 15, 1656, fhe 
was brought to bed of a fecond (at Markinfhe), called James. Oct. 24, 1658,

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ihe was brought to bed of a thrid fone (at Markinih)> on the Sabath» called 
Dauid ; (Goulle.prefeiited him). Not. 2, I66O, at Kennochie fhe had a fourt 
fon» called Walter. Mar. SI, 1662, att Kennodiie, flie was brought to bed of 
afecond daughter, calledMary. Jun. 24^, 1662, theiaid Johnedejed at North- 
burton in England. 

1652, Maj 18. — ^The Seffion iatt att Edenbrou^e, a judicatorie coniifting 
of Englifli and Scots men. The Scots are thefe: Graigehall, Swentoune, 
youi^er, and Maior Lochcart ; the Engliih, C!oll. Geoige Fennick, George 
Smyth, Jo. March, A. Owen, £d^. Mofley, (they were ordinarlie called 
Judge Swenton, Judge Smith, etc). They difcharged any Latin charters to 
be wretten hireafter, or any Latin words to be in bands or obligations, hot 
euery thing to be in Engliih. Alfo, that none fould eicact more than 4 lib. 
Scots for the 100 in annualrent. (This judicatorie rofe the 24^ of Aguft 1658). 
Craighall was prefes for the wholle time. They emitted ane act for regulat- 
ing the prices of writts, (for themoft pairt they did not exceide 1 fh. Sterl. for 
the peice of them) and procefles. At this time; many old querlls of law were 
reuiued, many of which difpatched, others delayed. 

1652, May. — Mr Syluefter Rattray, a doctor of phyficke, ane Angus man 

borne, maried IngeUs Kynggaikes daughter; the manage feaft ftood 

in Cuper of Fyfe, at her fathers houfe there. 

1652, Jun. la — ^The communion ^as giuen at Sconie in Fyfe, Mr Alex. 
Moncrife, m. ther, did preach the fermon of preparation; his text was in 
Zach. 9- 9* Mr Samuell Rutherfoorde, m. of St Androus, did preach on the 
Sabath aforenone, his lecture, Luk. 14. his text Luk. 7. 36, S8, till the end 
of the chapt. Mr Alex, himfelfe did preach the thank%iuing iermon, on Jho. 
15. 16 ; Mr Samuel did exhort on the Moneday folouing, on hisforiaide text, 
viz. Luk. 7- 4^9 44, etc. All that had taken the Tender were debarred from 
the tabell, as alfo the Engliih ; ther were feuerall ftrangers there from fe- 
uerall places. 

1652, Jun. 21. — ^The old Lady Achtermaamie, (fumamed Gockbume), de- 
pairted out of this Ufe att Achtermaimie in Fyfe ; jQxe was interred Jun. 2S, 
in the night fei^on att Kennoway. 

1652, June 21. — ^Mr Thomas Hogge, minifter of Kennoway in Fyfe, de- 
pairted out of this life att his houfe there, and was urterred 24 Jun. 4rtt liie' 
faid church. Mr Robert Mercer did fucceid to him, Jan. 27, 165S. 

1652| Jun. — A great pairt of Glaigowe was brunt by fire, viz. betuixt the 
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market place and the bridge. It tooke f^e againe within thrie or foure dayes 
after ; about a thouland families were brunt : the firft fyr6 Continued for the 
ipace of 18 hours, the nixt about 12 hours. Ther was a contribution ap- 
pointed to be gathered by the Generall Affemblie 1692, for ther rele^e, which 
was done. (Att Largo, Sept. 26.)

the moft pairt of the tries werre oakes. 

1652. — ^This yeare alfo S'. Jhone Lefley of Newtone and Corbie in Fyfe» 
fold C!orbie wood to fome men therabout. The tries hire werre not vpon 
the decaying hand ; for the moft pairt all of them werre hot younge tries, 
and not one of ane hundred attained to ther perfection ; it confift:ed of oakes, 
aflies, plains, allars, birkes, iaudies. 

1652, Jul. 11.*— A &ft was keiped at the church of Largo by Mr James 
Magill^m^ther. The caus, befyde the manie Anns and griuous prouociitions of 
tlie land, was for a bliffing from Heauen vpon the Generall Affemblie folow- 
ing. His te3ct, afore and aftemone, was Jer. 14. 19) 22. 

1652, Jul. 7* — About Dundie in Angus, ther was beare ft;owked \ for in 
a parcell of grounde there, ther wad about 30 threue altogither. This yeare 
they beganne to cut downe the come euery where in Fyfe ver}' earlie, for be- 
fore TjammJB the two pairt of the peafe were cut downe, alfo mutch beare and 
oatta ; the greateft pairt of all the comes in Fyfe were brought in againft the 
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end of A^uft.— ^It is obfenied that this was the earerift harueft that we had 
in this nation fince any man remembers.) 

' 1652. — The Laird of Meggens, youngert in the Garfle, maried S*; Francis 
Hay his daughter ; the manage feaft ftood att hir fethers houie niare St 
Jhonftone. 

1652, Jul. 05. — Some of the Gener. Maior Deans regiment of foot, wha 
lay att Largo and Leuin, (viz. 2 corporalls), did challenge Mr Ja. Magilly m. 
of Largo, (after he had ended fermon and laid the blif&ng), before he came 
foorth off the pulpitt, for praying for the prilbners in England, and laying 
that they did fuffer for righteoufnefle lake, they affirming they fuffired for vn- 
righteoufnefle ; bot after fome words pafled by them, he anfwered them he 
wold be foorthcomingfor whathehad Ipoken beforea competent iudge, andin 
time and place conuenient ; for he did not acknowledge them, and fo left off. 
Some dayes before [after?] this, they did b^nne to quarter fome of ther foot 
ypon him and Mr Alex. Moncriefe, mi. of Sconie, (this being the firft time 
that minfters quartred ether foot or horfe in this Ihyre). Alfo, fome of the 
Englifh did pull downe the ftoole of repentance in feuerall churches they 
came to, as in Kirkekaldie and Kennochie ; they did fitt alfo in them in fome 
places, wher they came in time of fermon. More, they did challenge feue* 
rail other minifters for praying for the king, and fome other things, as Mr Col- 
en Edem, m. of Enfter, and Mr Geor. Hamiltone, m. of Pittenweyme. Jul. 
1652, fome of Coll. Berries regim. took backe alfo fome north countrey mini- 
fters that were going to the General! Aflemb. at Edenb. that late 21 of this 
inftant, vnder pretence they were riding ypon the Sabath, and brought them 
to Cuper, and caufed them pay 4Q s. IterL amonge them. When they came 
to the church of Largo, fome of them did litt ordinarelie (for contempt) in the 
ftoole of repentance. May 24, 1653, the laid Mr George Hamiltone was 
badlie yfed att Pittenweyme (on a Tuefday), by fome of Fairfax regiment of 
foot, fo that he was forced to brake of his ferinon, becaufe he refufed to an- 
fuer them in publick ; att which time ther was a great vproare in the chinch 
there ; and after they came foorth, they affixed a peaper ypon the Crofle and 
euery eminent place in the towne, tending to de&me the laid Mr George, 
calling him a ridicoulous parfon, not regairding what he laid, and that they 
wold hold him fo, till he made good his promife, which was to diQ)ute with 
them. 

1652.*— The lauriation in St Androus was priuate (without examination), 
about 6 or 7 weikes before the ordinary time ; for if publick, they :wold 
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beine vrged with the Tender by the Englifli^ fo refiifing it» they wold not 
beine graduat. 

lB5i. — ^AU this finniner ther was ane eittraordinary great drought throw- 
out the whoUe kingdome, with great heate, fewe rains; the corns general- 
lie both ihort and thin, the beft grounds worft comes. (Ther be none line- 
ing that remembers a dryer fummer) ; the grafle brunt vp, the blowms of the 
peafe wallowed* a fourtnight before Lammis, wheras fome years they con- 
tinowe till Michelmifle. 

1652, Jul. — ^Dauid Leflies wyfe, of St Monence, returned from London to 
St Monence. She came doi^ne in a ioumey coach ; young C!olIernie came 
with hir. 

1652. — ^This fummer Louetennant CoUonel Bryan (ane Englifli man) and 
Mr William Bruce, comiflar of St Androus, were appointed by the Eng- 
lifli to be judges in the fliyre of Fyfe. They latte ordiniEU'lie att St Androus, 
in the Old Colledge church, (the place where the Gonitreet did fitt former- 
lie). A number of debeatts did come in before them. 

165S, Aug. — About the begining of the month the Lady Oafoord tooke 
ioumey from Leith for to goe to London to her hu(band, now prifoner in 
the Tower. She went in the ioumey coach that comes ordinarilie betuixt 
England and Scotland. 

1652.— This yeare the Generall Aflemblie of this kingdome latt att Eden- 
broughe, where Mr Dauid Dicke, profeflbr of Diuinitie att Edenbrough, was 
moderator. (It lat downe Jul. 21 ; it rofe Auguft the 5.) The minifters, 
for the moft pairt, that did proteft againft the laft Generall Aflemb. at St An- 
drous and Dundie 1651, did proteft alfo againft this as vnlawfull, vnfrie, and 
corrapt About 65 hands of minifters did fubfcribe this prpteftation. In 
the firft rowme was Mr Andro Cant, Mr Samuel Rutherfoord, Mr Robc^ 
Traill, (Mr Ja. Guthrie and Mr Patricke GilIeQ)ie, wha were depofed by the 
laft Aff. did fiibfcribe it alfo.) More, about 80 laicks and others did put ther 
hands to it alfo ; it was printed^ as alfo the Aff. anfuer to it. This Afll al- 
lowed the protefters a certaine time to come in and to pafle from ther pro- 
teftation, viz. to the 2 Wedenfday of Nouemb. 1652, otherwyfe apointed ly- 
nodsandprefbetries to proceide againft them with the cenfurs of the Earke. 
They apointed Mr Andro Louthian and Mr Andro Pitcaime for to goe to 
Caitnes. Alio afaft to be helped through the whoUe land the 2 and 3 Sab- 
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aths of Sept. ; alfo 3 aete for promoueing the knowledge of the grounds of 
faluation and obferuing the rules of difcipline. 

1652, AgaA 21* — Jhone Pitcaime, elder of Ounftoune in Fyfe, depairted 
out of this life at his dwelling boufe in Salt-greine, (he dyed of a cancer in 
his face), and was interred at the church of Sconie, Agufb 27- 

1652, Aguft.— Old Fiiddie, in Fffe, depairted out of this life at his owne 
hoiife in Fuddie. 

1652, Aguft. — The comiffioners for this kingdome were chofen att 
Edenbroughe, for to goe vp and iitt with the parliament of England, viz. 14 
for the gentrie and 7 i<>i* the burrows, 21 in all. The names of ibme of them 
are thefe, viz. the Lord Carneagie, Lord Linton, Lord Durie, Swehtoune, 
younger. Judge Lockart, James Grieohtoune ; burrows, Jhone Jowliie, and 
Jhone Mille, the meaflbn, for Edenbroughe ; James Sourd, for St Androus ; 
S' Alexander Wedderboume, for Dundie ; one for Aberdeine, one for Glal^ 
gowe, and one for Lithgowe ; two for euery ihyre, and one for euery broughe 
in the kingdome, were prefent att this meittirig ; out of all which thir were 
chofen to goe vp to England, to make a complieit vnion betuixt the nations. 
They went to London from this the 16 of Sept. Some of thir comiffion- 
ers returned about the mideft of June l65S, others before this time^and others 
after this time ; they returned, hauing done litell or nothing. 

1652, Sept. l.«— In the aftemone, the Lord Durie in Fyfe, was taken away 
violentlie from Leuin to Edenbroughe, by an Englifh officer of armes, at 
Kirften Banauees inftance, relict to wmq^ S' Ja. Lundie, he haUeing pay- 
ed hir litell or nothing euer fince hir hufbands deathe ; wheras he had ob- 
leidged himfelfe to pay hir yearlie about 2000 or 2500 mark yearlie* Not* 
withftanding of all this, when he came to Edenbroughe, he gat a lulpelifion, 
and returned to his owne houfe the 4 of Sept. 

1652, Sept. — ^Robert Seaton, one of the plowe-men of Lundy, fled vpon 
a report raifed that he had lyen feuerall times with feuerall mairs^ about the 
Ouermourton of Limdy ; his fleing does confirme the treuth of the report. 
Will. Miller, miller in Lundie mille, did reueill this feet att Cuper, Sept. 14, 
before fome of the Englifhes appointed to try fuch grofle faults. He was 
apprehended in Louthian, and lent to Stirling the 23 of Sept. wher he was 
appointed to fuffer, and was executed there. 

1652, Sept. IS. — The Laird of Lundy (being prifoner of warre), came 
downe poft from London. He had libertie to flay att home for 3 months, 
in a pafle from 6e. Gromuell ; the time was from the 30 of Aguft to the 
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laft of Nouemb. j tker was monej lent to him whille he wasatt Lcnddn, 8' 
feuerall t^'mes, by bill of exchange, 50 lib. fieri, a time ; in all 150 lib« fterl.^ 
More^ 50 lib. fterl. alfo, after he catne hon)/e» was fent to Londonfor his vfe. 
Obs. When thir forfaid [months were out, he got lib]ertie for ane other 
monthe ; he tooke poft ^om Edenb. to London the 24 Dec. He gatt alonge 
with him» and vpon bill of exchange, anothier 50 lib. fterl. } Jun. 14,- ther 
was fent to him S3 lib. fterl. 

1652, Sept. 12 and IQ. — ^Being ike two Sabatiis appointed by the forgo- 
ing Aflemb. for humiUation, were keiped att Largo hj Mr Ja. Magill, His 
text, the £rft d^, Hofl 14. Q. ; the leoond da7,.Efa. 6S, I7* This &ft was 
keiped hy fewe or none pf thefe that proteft;ed againft the (aid Aflemb. . 

1652^ Sept. l«.-rr0ne Captaine Weilkefone, of C!oU. Fair&x reg^mente, 
(who, .att this time^ qiMirte^red alit Lundie in Fyfe), called iogither kis wholle 
company to Lundie, and caufed the diirurgion of his company to drawe blood 
of his whole company. 

1652. — ^Robert Borthuicke.of Bightie, in Morkinflie p«r^, fold Bigfatie' 
to Walter Mutray in Markinihe. 

. 1652,. Sept. — The old Laird of fiwentoii, in the Merce, dq)airted out of' 
this life att his owne houie^ 

165^ Sept.— Ther was a jurie of Engliflies, that fatt att Stirluig, {called ' 
the Juftice Ayre,)and they cited before tibem witches, adiilterres, bouggenes, 
inceftous' perfons, and fiilch as had leyea iprkh beafts. As for tfce wito^, 
they l^ad libertie to goe home againe, :ypon caution, till^Apr. 1653 ; for adCil- 
terrers, they were freed for 5 lib. fterl. a peace. I^er was 4w)9 ^t had leym ' 
wiith, beafts that came hefoselhem, vis. Robert SearUm, in Limdte greunde, 
(before mentioned), and ane other man in die weft countrie. 

1652, Sept.-^Ayifilationex>f the vnn^erfittes (i^oiated by4^'e fingtifli), 
Iktt aitt St Abdroua ; the Meafters being called, did infinuate a^ mutdi as that 
they werte not fiillie JatiiBdd wiih ther powcv : tfaey en^ved for the nanres ' 
of jdie m^afters, which itteylreeeaued, andlbi'iftie names dike ftudents, whidb 
they did not receaue, beeoufe not prefent They gatt (^er re»tall alio, with ' 
a %ht of the books of the fbvndition, as aUp ane attract of tlie act of the- 
yiuuerfitie,.appoi^tiiigaU that were ginduat to ftibfcribe tiie Couenants. They * 
defyred ihat norakii^ place in theooUedge be filled tiU they were acquainted. 
They lodged at James Bwprdshouie. They went frofn thence to Aberdeinie, 
where they depofed Doietor Guilde, and eftabUihed Mr Jhone Row, npinifter 
ther, principail of the coUedge. (The laid Mr Jhone, with IMDr Menisies, ' 
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not long before, had turned Anabaptifte, and did refufe to baptize in&nts 
attall). 

. 1658, Oct. 12 and 14. — Mr Ja. Wood, m. of St Androus, and one Mr 
Browne, ane Englifhe man, preacher to Coll. Fairfax regim. of foot, did meit 
at Guper kirke and dilpute there, a great number of peopell being prefent 
there. Mr Ja. went to the pulpitt and Mr Browne to the Kings feate. The 
things controuerted were thefe : 1. What puniihment Adam brought vpon 
hkulelfe by his fall ? Browne aflSrmed temporall death onlie : Mr Wood, both 
temporall and etemall death. Mr B. Gen. ** The day thou eateft thou ihalt 
furelie die." Mr Wo. an£ That that was a part of his puniihment, hot not all 
his puniihment, etc. Mr Wood : By nature we are the children of wrath. 
]\ir Browne affirm, that by wrath was meant a temporall wrath onlie, etc. 
£• Whither Chriit died for all and euery one ? Mr Browne a&r. for all and 
euerj one ; Mr Wo. onlie for fome. Mr Br. : Heb. 2. 9« The word in the 
orig. laid Mr Wo. was miiv«f, omnibus, non fingulis : fo that the Engliih 
tranilation is vitious ther, etc. 3. What worihip was moft proper ynder the 
Newe Teilament ? Of the former two they ipake, hot nothing of this. Brow, 
tffl&rmed alfo that juftification might be without faith, and called Mr Ja. Wo. 
ane Galuinift, at which he was mutch offended, and laid he was nether Cal- 
ulnifl nor Lutherian j (nether defyred to be called after man,) hot he was 
a Ghriftian, Brow, refilled to reafon by way of argument, ypon which Maior 
Butler, Mai. of Coll. Berries r^m. cried fourth to Mr Brow, and told he 
perceiued him a litell confiifed, and that he was obleidged to Mr Wood, who 
laboured to bring him to a method. Mr Brow; anf. Who meade him a judge ? 
Ma. Butler an£ He was a judge for himfelfe, and he wolde be judge. (Mr 
Wood had the fisur heft of both dayes, hot Browne wold not be conuinced), 
fo at lenth Mr Wo. confeft he was fpent ; ypon which Mr Bro. cryed out, 
if ther were any ther that wold take it vp nowe ; ypon which Mr Andro Hin- 
niman, m. of St And. rofe yp and laid, that the Lord had plentie of his fer- 
ii$nts there, and throwe the land, to. defend his treuth againft him, or any 
the like, bot they wold doe nothing without a publick call. After which, 
Mr Wo. laid to Br. that, if he pleafed to come to St And. he fould wait yp- 
on him ther, or elfe writte to him, and he fould writte backe, that not a fewe, 
as were there prelent, bot the whole church, might receaue edification. Mr 
Br. cryed out alfo if any wold rei^onwith him about infimtbaptifine. After 
the peopell were difinifled, Mr Br. with a foot captaine, came to Mr Wo. 
lodging, and took a ftanding drinke with him, and protefted that although. 
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they were of different judgiements, yet they might not be of different affec- 
tions, and fo they pairted. 

1652, Oct. 13.— Mr Alex. Eduarde, a regent of the Old Coll. in St And. 
was admitted by the prefbetrie of St And', to be minifter of Dinninnowe. 
He did fucceid to Mr Jbo. Uart, wha was tranlported touards Dunkell. 

I6i5^, Oct. — Cuper, this month and the former, the laid Mr Browne did 
rebaptize feuerall of Coll. Fairfax foot regim. in the water of Eden, neare to 
Erdries loodging, by diping th^ m in the water ouer head and eares, many 
of the inhabitans looking on.* 

l652t Oct. 17>-^Mr Alex. Rogue, one of the minifters of St Jhonftone, 
depairted out of this life att St Jhonilone.

1652.— *Thefe folowing, in the fhyre of Fife, were fequeftrat by the Eng- 
lifli, for being att Worceiler the laft yeare, by Mr Butler and Mr Coynners, 
and two fubcomiffioners appointed by the comiflioners att Leitht 

1652, Nou. 8. — The Lord Balcarres left Balcarrefle and went in to Sant 
Androiis to dewell, with his wholle familie ; he remained att Jhone Lepers 
houfe. 

1652, Nou. — Powrie Fothringame in Angus, tooke ioumey from Eden- 
broughe to goe to London, with a purpofe to goe from thence to France. 
1654, he depairted out of this life in France. 

1652, Nou. 18. — Charles Maitland, the Earle of Laderdaills brother, ma- 
ried the Laird of Hatton, (furnamed Lader), in Louthian, his daughter ; the 
mariage feaft flood att Hatton. He was to gett Hatton wholle eftate with 
hir. (Lundie and his lady were both att the mariage.) His lady was brought 
to bed of a.fonne, Jqn. SO, 1653. 

1652, Nou.r-*TMr Dauid Forret, m* of Kintiocher, and Mr James Magill, 
m. pf Largo, both in St Androus preibetrie, went ouer to Leith, and declared

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to the comiffioners ther for fequeftration, what was dewe for ther yearlie 
iiipend out of the fequeftrat lands of Lundie and Ardrofle ; att which tune 
they obtained a warrant to receiue ther feuerall ftipens. (Seuerall other 
minifters elfewhere, mutch about this time, went to them alfo for the lame 
purpofe). 

1652, Decemb. — All that Mr Patrick Glaffoord, in Cuper, had was com- 
prifed for debt ; both his lande of Bottome Graige and his houfe in Cuper* 
Some dayes after he tooke yp a publicke change att his houfe in Guper. 

1652, Decern. 9* — Ther appeared a comet or blazing ftare, in our horizon ; 
after 16 or 18 dayes it ceafed to appeare. 

1652, Dec. 10 — Mr William Fairfull, (eldeft fonne to Walter Fairfull of 
LathaUan-Weft;er), maried one Miflris Jamefone, Q)oufe to wmq" Mr Harie 
Stirling ; the mariage ftood att Mone-meale. 

1652, Dec. — James Robertfone of Klermont, depairted out of this life att 
St Androus, and was interred there Ikte 14 Dec. 

1652, (about the end of the yeare). — The wmq^. Laird of Scoticraige 
in Fyfe, his creditors, went ouer to Edenbroughe, being defyred by his frinds, 
to Mr Robert Burnet, aduocat, and gaue ther oath what was reallie dewe to 
them. Ther feuerall fowmes was recorded, and did each of them lubfcribe, 
that, for ther pairt, they fould not troubell the aire, younge Scoticraige, 
his perfon, for the fpeace of fiueyeares to come ; and if in that time he and 
his mother were abell to redeime the lands, it was good and Weill } and if 
not, the aire was to refeinge his right of the lands to the creditors, to difpofe 
vpon them att ther pleafure. All this time the creditors were to receaue no 
annualrents, for the Lady Scotfcraige was infeft in the haile lands during 
hir life time. The burden was thought to be aboue SOO thoufand marks of 
debt. 

1652, Nou. and Decemb. — The wheat, after it was fowen, did fpring againe 
in feuerall places in the fhyre of Fyfe, betuixt 9 and 12 dayes ; about this 
tyme alfo, the greateft pairt of all the tries, whither fruit tries or other tries, 
begane to bud againe. The whine generallie did blome, and fome brome 
alfo, in fome places. The veilet alfo had its floure, (which is not ordinar till 
March) ; the fege trie young feggs ; the crawes alfo, in fome places, begane 
to gather fticks to ther old nefts } ftrawberries leaues blomed the firft of Jan. 
1653. 

1652, Dec. 20. — The EnglilDx fouldierie did meake fearch for armes 
throughe the greateft pairt of all the burrowe-towns of the fhyre of Fyfe. 
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They gatt fome in feuerall places ; they recorded the names of the perfons, 
and the weapons they founde in ther houfe. They went likewayes through 
fome places of the landwart^ and did the like. 

1652, Dec. 23. — William Alexander in Dream eldrie, brother to Skado- 
wee, being att the ware fea, he flood vp on the axe-trie, to ftoope downe the 
ware, at which time it hapened the beafts to moue on a fudden, fo that he 
fell, and the cart wheele went ouer his breaft, and brufed him verie fore, fo 
that within fome moments after he deyed, neare about the place, none being 
prefent att his death. He was interred the 27 of Dec. att Newbume kirke. 

1652, Dec. — ^The old Laird of Bathaicke, furnamed Blaire, in the Garfe of 
Gowrie, depairted out of this life att the place of Arrell, and was interred 
the 4 of Jan. 1653, in the night feafon. 

1652, Dec. 24.— Ther was a mofle trouper hanged att Edenbroughe by 
the Engliihe, (furnamed Tennant) ; his body was hunge vp ypon the gibett 
betuixt Leith and Edenbroughe, in ane iron chaine. Within fome dayes 
after, ther was ane Blac^e hanged in likemaner, and his body wad hanged vp 
on the gibett in the Borrowe-moore^ as they goe to Dalkeith. Both the 
bodies of tfair men were taken downe not long after. 

1652, The towne of Bruntelland begane to be caflaed, vpon the towns 
charges ; .a great pairt of it was finifhed this yeare.*

1653, Jan. 20. — The garifon of English att Leith caufed putt on a great 
iron chaine ouer the water in the harbour of Leith, (left the Dutch veflells 
fould enter ther rpon them att vnawarrs.) This chaine was lett doune and 
taken vp by a great timber wheeille, meade for that purpofle. 

1653, Jan. — Mr William Naime, parfon of Dyfert in Fyfe, depairted out

165d, Feb. — Ther was an hermophrodite hanged att Edenbroughe : it was 
becaufe of vncleanefle ; for the report went that he had lyen with feueral 
mens wifes in Edenbroughe. (He was both man and woman>(a thing not ordi* 
nar in this kingdome) ; his cuftome was always to goe in awomans habite). 

1653, Feb. 26. — The Seffion rofe att Edenbroughe } it latt downe att Mar- 
timis in the preceiding yeare, and iatt till this time. The Lord Craighall in 
I^yfe, was prefes, and William Downey, ane Edenbroughe man, clerke. It 
was not to fitt downe againe till June 1653% 

1653, Feb. — Mr . . . .^ Lighton, minifter of Newbottell in Louthian, was 
admitted by the Englifh to be principall of the GoUedge of Edenbroughe ; 
(he did fucceid to Mr Jhone Adamfone). 

1653. — Mr i^atricke Gillefpie, minifter of Gla%owe, (hot depofed by the 
General! AfTemblie), was admitted by the Englifh to be principall of the CoU . 
ledge of Gla%oue. (A litell tyme before this, Mr Jhone Row, mi. of Aber- . 
deine, was admitted by the Englifh to be principall of the CoUedge of Aber*^ : 
deine). 

l66d, Mar. 17.— The Laird of Halyeards in Fyfe, mariedRumkeillo Magill, 
younger, his eldeft daughter ; the mariage feafl flood att Rumkeillo Magill. 

165S, Mar. — ^The Earle of Murray depairted out of this life whille he was 
north, and was interred ther. 

1653, Mar. 29.--*-'The minifters of Edenbrough returned from London, that 
wer taken att Eliot in Angus, 1651, (they came downe in coatch) ; amonge 
whom was Mr Rob. Douglas, Mr James Hamiltone, and Mr Jho% Smith } al- 
fo Mr Andro Ker, clerke to the Generall Aflemblie. 

1653. — ^Mar. 27 and Apr. 3 were appointed by the comiffion of the laft Ge* 
nerall, 1652, to be keiped as dayes of publicke humiliation throw all the land.

— Mr Dauid Nauee, (fbmetime regent in St Leonards col- 
ledge in St Androus), and now conftitute by the Engliih, Shyrra depute of 
Angus, maried Margret Hay, Pitfurs 4 daughter ; the mariage feaft ftood 
att Pitfiire in the Carfe of Gourie. 

1658, Apr.<^— The parliament of England, fitting in London, was raifed by 
Generall Qromuell and the Englifh army. 

1653, Apr. — Mr James Flymen, Mr Jhone Oluell, and Mr Ephraim Mel- 
uin, thrie minifters in Louthian, depairted out of this life. 

1653, Apr. 27.<^-Mr Robert Hinnyman, one of the regents in St Leonards 
coUedge, was admitted minifter of Newburne by the prefbetry of St Androus; 
Mr George Hamiltone, minifter of Pittenweyme, did preach the day of his ad- 
miffion ; his text Eph. 8. 8. Mr Robert did fucceid to the laid Mr George. 

1653, May 4. — Mr Hary Pitcairne, minifter of Loggie, in the preft)etrie of 
Cuper of Fyfe, maried one of wmq^^ Jhone Pitcairne of Ounfton, his daugh- 
ters ; the mariage feaft ftood att Salt-greine, in hir brothers houfe. 

1653, May 4.«— George Butter, fonne in law to Pitfurre in the Carfe of 
Gourie, depairted out of this life, att his own houfe there, and fbme dayes 
after was interred in the night feafon.* 

1653 ^The old Lady Newton,in Fyfe, depairted out of this life att St An- 

drous, and was interred there. 

1653, May 7 and 14, both being Saturdays, There was mutch thunder 
bard, bot moft the laft day, with great raine. 
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1653, May gO.*— The Lady Condland, furoamed Weyms, in Fyfe, depairt- 
ed out of this life att Bannochie, hir mothers houfe, and was interred the 24 
of May at the churche of Earkekaldie. 

1653. — ^The old Lady of Pitfirren in Fyfe, depairted out of this life att 
Pitfirren. 

1 653, May. — OldPitlowrre in Fyfe, (fumamed Pitcairne), depairted out of 
this life att Pitlowrre, as alfo one of his fonnes ; they were hoth huried in 
one day. 

1653, May 28 and 29. — The communion wasgiuen at the church of Largo, 
by Mr James Magill, minifter then He preached the preparation fermon him- 
felfe^ May 28, his text Pf. 51. 16, 17» 18. This fame was his text alfo on the 
Sabath before none. Mr Greorge Hamiltone, minifter of Pittenweyme, lec- 
tured before none, on Luk. 15 chapt. and preached in theafternone on Hab. 
2. 4. * The juft ihall Hue by faith.' Ther were ten tabels ferued that day, 
hot the laft was not full. Money for the poore that day was gathered both 
att the church fleill and church dore, and none att the tabels. The laid Mr 
James Mag. exhorted alfo on Monday morning, ypon his forfaid text. 

1653, Jun. 3. — The Laird of Blebo, fumamed Beton, in Fyfe, depairted 
out of this life att Blebo, and was interred att Kembock kirke, Jun. 6. 

1653, Jun. 9«— Hary Weymes, Bogies vncle, married Margret Durie, Ro- 
bert Dune of Newton in Fyfe, his youngeft daughter ; the mariage feaft 
flood att hir fathers houfe : hir hufband, a litell before the mariage, bought 
Gondland from his iifler, Janet Weymes. He depairted out of this life att 
Bannochie, his mother^ houfe. May 30, 1654 ; and was interred the 2 of 
June. He was ficke oTa palfie a time before he died. 

1653, Jun. 24. — The comiffioners for Scotland being called for by Gene^ 
rail Cromuell and his councell of officers, to treat about ane Vnion of thir 
nations, went for England att this tipie, viz.

1653, Jun. — About the mideft of this month, the Englifh forces, horfe and 
foote, that lay in the fhyre of Fyfe, betooke themfelfes to the fields, and lay 
in two places, a pairt of them in the Struther parke, and the reft att Fack- 
land parke. July 1, ther came orders to/feuerall parifhs of thid fhyre, from 
Mr Glouer, collector of the fhyres feffe, to fend in coalls to them. Largo 
parifh, Jul. 2. fent in 30 load to the Struther parke ; Newbume parifh, Jul. 
4, as many, etc. and fo through the reft of the pariffaes of the prefbetrie of 
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St AndrouB. Aguft 6, ther came orders againe to Largo parilh from the faid 
Mr Gloqer, for other SO load of coall to Struther park. Aguft 9> thir coalls 
were fent. Aguft 16, the foot men remoued from Struther parke to St Jhon- 
flop, aqd the horfe fome dayes after to Cuper, St Androus, Kirkekaldie. De- 
cemb. 4, 1656, ther came aneorder fromFackland, from ane Englifh p^an tl^er, 
to Largq parifli, for S6 load coalls, to be fent in to the palace of Fackland, for 
the vfe of fomehorfe and foote that lay ther ; thircoalls were fent inDecemb. 5. 
1653, Jun.— The Laird of Pitteucker in Fyfe, (fumamed Gierke), depairt- 
ed out of this* life at Pitteucker. 

165S, J^L 6.-n-The prelbetrie of St Androus fatt at the church of Largo, 
which day Mr Robert Blaire, minifter of St Androus, did preach, his text 
Gall. 4. 19* 9 the faid day he did moderat alfo. They called in vpon the el- 
ders of the laid church, and enquired what was amiffe. The^ apointed Mr 
Thomas Wilfone^ fcholemeafter for the time, to flay no longer then Mairti- 
mis l653.-r*He wi^ cafl of for profainlie taking the name of the diuill in his 
mouthe twyfe, efpeciallie vpon the lafl Sabath the communion was giyen in 
Largo, yi;E. May 29$ IQ53 ; for ordinary tippling aiid drinking, and not pray- 
ing alwayes euening and morning, in the fchole, hot fometimes onlie ; as alfo 
becaufe mutch giuen to mockeing and taunting. Tliey apointed him alfo to 
iatif&e before the congregation for the forfaid euills. Jul. IJ, the faid Mr 
Thomas did fatifHe before t^e congregation ; the which day Mr Robert Hin- 
niman, minifter of the kirke of Newburne, did preach at Largo, vpon 1 Cor. 
iQ. Z% hip lecture was Hof. 6 o. After the forenonesfermon, Mr Thomas 
flood yp before the pulpitt, and Mr Robert rehearfed publicklie the forfaid 
euills in the audiencie of the peopell, why the prefbetrie had guien fentence 
againfl hiuf. He fell downe on his knees, and confeflhd that the Lord \fas 
righteous, an4 that it was the want of the loue of Ghrifl, and the w:ant of a 
fellowe feilling to thofe that came to that place, that had brought him to 
fuch a publicke acknowledgement, and defyred that the minifter and the 
whole peopell might put vp defyres to Grod in his behalfe. 

1653> Jul. SO. — The Generall Affemblie fatt downe at Edenbroughe \ the 
which d^y Mr Robert Datiglas and Mr Dauid Dicke, both minifters at Edenh. 
did preach. Afi^v the fermons ended, they mett in the ordinary place of 
meittiqg, and after Mr Dauid Dicke, moderator for the time, had prayed, he 
began to call the roUe ; in the meane time, ther comes in (wo Louetennant 
Collonells of the l^ngU^ll forces, and defyred them to be filent, fpr they had 
fome thing to fpake to them : So one of the liOueten. Coll. be^ne to afke

them hj what authoritie they mett ? — if by authoritie of the late parliament, 
or by author, of the commander of the forceis in chiefe,*or if by the author- 
itie of ther late king ? The moderator defyred that thefe that were not 
members of that AiT. might remoue, that fo they might giue a modeft 
anfwer to thefe gentelmen. He defyred further, that all the names of the 
members of that Aflemblie might be giuen him. The moderator replied that 
they could not giue them, becaufe ther names were not called ; bot if he wold 
haue a litell patience till they called the roUe, he fould haue them. He 
anfuered, if it were not longefome he fould doe it. So the moderator be- 
ganne at the prefbetrie of Argile, to examine ther comtffion ;-hire the Eng- 
lifli officier replied that that wold proue tedious, fo that he could hot waite 
vpon it, bot defyred them to remoue and to be gone ; and if they wold not, 
he had inftructions what to doe. Vpon this the moderator, in name of the 
AiT. protefted that they were Chrifts court, and that any violence or iniurie 
done to them might not hinder any meitting of thers when conuenient oc- 
caiion fould offer it felfe. He defyred they might pray a wqrd before they 
diflblued. The moderator beganne prayer, and after he had fpoken 5 or 6 
fentences, the Engliih officer defyred them againe to be gone. Notwith- 
llanding,the moderator went on in prayer, bot was forced att lenth to breake 
of : fo they arofe and came foorth. All this time ther was a company of 
Engliih footmen in the kirke, waiting vpon them, and a troupe of horfemen 
att the Port. After the minifters were come fourth, they were gairded on 
both hands vp the way (by the laid footemen), to the Why-houfe, where they 
werre caried alonge to the Port, and from thence to the Quarrell-hoUs, 
where they made them to ftand. The Engliih required againe for all 
ther names ; they iaid they were moft willing ; — ^fo they told all ther names. 
So the moderator protefted againe att the laid place. After ther names 
were wretten, they difcharged them to meite againe, vnder the paine of 
being breakers of the peace ; and that they might fend for ther hories and 
be gone prefentlie ; for faid (they) that they knewe they had ther horfes in 
the towne. The mpderator anfuered, that moft of them had come from the 
other iide of the water, with a purpofe to itay afourtnight, and for that caufe 
had fent backe ther horfes. Vpon this, the Engliih defyred them to goe'backe 
to Edenbroughe and lodge ther all night, and to be gone before eght a cldake 
in the niict day ; and difcharged that not aboue two of them fould be fdine 
togither, and that they fould fend ther names and ther lodging place to the 
court of gaird that night. So vpon the nixt day, they went away to ther 
feverall homes, and did not meite any more att that deyet,

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I6S89 Jul. M. being the Sabath. — ^The Ladf Lundie, younger^ was brought 
to bed of a daughteri called Elizabeth. She was baptized att Largo church 
bj Mr James Magill, Jul. S5 ; the Laird of Aytoune did prefent hir to be bap- 
tized, becaufe hir father, the Laird of Lundie, att this time, was att London 
prifoner of warr : witnefles, Ardrofle, Achmoutie, Kincraige,Fenges Wejmes, 
James Prefton, Doctor Mairtin, etc. This child was put foorth to be nurled 
by Margret Spence, in Londie Mylle. She depairted out of this life at Lun- 
die, Apr. 24, about 11 at night, 1655. 

165S, Jul. SO.— The judges, att Edenbroughe, after that they had iitten 
June and July, rofe, and were not to fit till the begining of Nouember 1653. 
Before they rofe, they emitted a printed paper, with the names of the greateft 
pairt of the whole clans in Scotland, nobilitie and gentrie be north Tay, to 
come in before the firft of October l653,and giue fecuritie for themfelfes that 
they troubell not the peace of this nation. 

1653» July 31.— ^Mr James Magill, minifter of Largo, tooke fwome fex 
elders for the laid pariih, viz. William Lundie, William FairfuU, George Mut- 
ray, Thomas Gourlay, William Gourlay, William Smart ; the text Rom. 12. 
8. ^* He that ruleth with diligence.'' Not long before, Badaftart was put of 
the feffion, becaufe of his drunkeneffe. 

1653^ Aguft 8. — Charles Maitland, Hatton Ladder, in Louthian, his fbnne 
in law, tooke ioumey from Hatton to goe to London, to fie his brothers, 
Laderdaill and Lundie. After he had ftayed 9 or 10 dayes at London, he 
returned to Hatton, before the middeft of Sept. 1653. 
. 1653, Aguft 1 1, being Thurfday, — ^ther was a teA keiped att Sconie kirke. 
The day before, being Weddenfday, Mr Alex. Moncrife, minifter ther, did 
preach,->-his text Pf. 119* 49. On the morow, being the faft day, ther was 
thrie fermons, two in the forenone and one in the afternone. Mr Samuel 
Butherfoord, minift;er att St Androus, did preach in the moming,-~his lec- 
ture the 2 chapt. of Jonah, his text Reuel. 3, att the end of the firft verfe. 
In the forenone, Mr Alex. Moncriefe, his text Pf. 119* 49i 50. The one 
came doune from the pulpit and the other went yp, in the tyme that the 
pialme after the firft fermon was finging, fo that ther was no intermifiSion of 
the exercife, nether were the peopell difinifled till both fermons were ended. 
And, in the aft;emone, Mr Samuell did preach on the lame words, riz. Reu. 
8. 1. his lecture P£ ISO. and Pf. 131. ; he did reade and expone both. 

1653, Aguft^ — ^Before the middeft of the month, the Englifli caufed make 
a publick proclamation att the Grofle of Edenbrough, that none whatfoeuer 
fould pray for the king any more, ether in church or in families through 
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this natioiu— -Mar. 26, 1655, they emitted another to the fame pmrpcffe,. and 
withall forbiddeu any maner of ftipend to be payed to any minxfter <jat j&eaAr 
er, that hauealreadie tranlgrefled hirein, or fould hireafter traii%reffe ; and 
caufed copies hireof to be affixed on the leueridl church doores, that nose 
A>uld pretend ignorance* 

1653; Aguft 2a--Mr William Bruce, comiflar of St Andrcms and ihyr«ff 
of Fyfe, depairted out of this life att his dwelling houfe in St Androus, ami 
was interred ther the 2S of Aguft, in the night feafon. — (He was in great 
debt when he deyed.) Mr Dauid Weymes of Balfarge in Markinfhe pariih^ 
did fucceid to him, Sept. 1653. 

1653, Aguft 21, being the Sabath, (ther being no fermon att Sconie), Mr 
Ja. Magill preached at Largo, where ther was a collection throi^h the dnrel^ 
after the fermon was ended, for fome prifoners att Tinmouth Shylda^ taken 
att Dunbar, 1651, by the Engliih forces. 

165di, Sept. 12. — Mr George Hamiltone^ Mr CoUen Edem, Mr Robort 
Bennet and Mr Dauid Guthrie, all minifters of the preibetrie of St Androos^ 
tv^erre caryed by fome of the Engliih fences of CoUonell Berriea regiment of 
horfe to Edenbroughe prifoners, becaufe the day before, being the Sabath, 
they had prayed for the King. They returned the 20 of SepL Tpon oondi- 
tion ether to returne to Edenb. within a fourtnight» and to giue afliicanee 
to the Judges that they fi)uld not pray any more for the King» oar elfy to ex- 
pect lequeftration. 

1653, Sept. — Mr Dauid Weymes, Laird of BaHkrge, ia IMbrkiaffli parifh, 
obtained a warrand of the Engliih^ to fucceid to the comifar of St Androus, 
his pleace, and to be fhirrifs of Fyfe. 

1653, Sep» SSU^Robert Howey came from England donme to Scotlandt 
anent fome of his bufines ; he returned to EngUmd the 5 of Decemb. I653ir 

1653^ Sept. 27.^The prouinciall AC of Fyfe iatt att St Androus^ wbeM 
Mr Robert Blaire, m. of St Androus, was moderator* Mr SJEmniett Rulhar- 
£3ord pre&nted a peaper to tiie moderator, relatting to the finns of the mi* 
niftrie, hot it was not accepted. Ypon the refb&U of it fome words paifed 
betuixtMrSamoell and the laid Mr Robert Blaire, anent the publicke bufines. 
About the clofe of this melting, two Engliih officers came in to the plaee 
where tiiey iatt j the jii^dieatory enquired if they had come in with a pur- 
pofe to fitt and yoice with them ? they anfuered, not ; hot onlie they were 
cdmmanded to con/e in to heare and fie, and that they acted n^hjiy inpie^ 
iudice of the Comon^wealth. They anliiered that they had not fo mutefa as 
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once nominated the Comon-wealth fince they fat downe ; and that they 
(meaning the Englifli officers), were the firft that fpake of the Comon-wealth 
and not the AfT. They appointed a vifitation for Cuper and Creiche, and fome 
brethren to correlponde with Angus and Stratheme.* 

1653, Sep. 19.— James Efplen, in Dumfermling, depairted out of this life, 
and was inferred ther. About Lambs before this, Alexander Dryfdaile, bay- 
lie of Dumfermling, depairted out of this life att Dumfermling, and was in- 
terred there. About the Mairtimis folowing Mariorie Flejrmen, mother in 
law to wmq^. Walter Cockburne, depairted out of this life, and was inter-^ 
red at the laid place. 

165S, Oct. 11. — Jhone Hird, merchant in Kirkekaldie, maried Girfell 
Drjrfdaill, fpoufe to the deceafed James Cockburne, litfter, burges in Kirke- 
kaldie ; the manage feaft flood att hir houfe in Kirkekaldie. Some time be- 
fore this (in the faid yeare),. hir fifler, Barbara Dryfdaille in Bruntelland, 
being a widow, was maried to ane Englifh trouper ; they went ouer to Leith, 
and were maried ther (wjthout proclamation.) — Hir laft hufband was iealous 
of hir before his death, with this fame Englifh man. 

1653. — After Lammis, Mr Jhone Hogge, fecond minifter of the Canne- 
geate of Edenbroughe, was tranfported by the prefbetrie of Edenbroughe to 
be minifter of Lafterricke, for to preach ther to the Scots peopell in Leith. 

1653, Nou. 10 or 11 day. — Mr William Howe, minifler of Cires in Fyfe, 
(vpon the 6 of that month, att night,) being furprifed at his oune houfe, by 
fome of the Englifh forces that lay att Cuper, they pretending themfelues to 
be of Kenmoures men, they proponing feuerall queflions to him anent the 
King, Kenmoure and his pairtie in the north, and the fortifications att Cu- 
per, (for they had begune to drawe feuerall lines alonge the cafey of Cuper, 
about the end of the |)receiding month) ; anfuered them fome what rafhlie 
and vnaduifdlie, to the aduantage of the forces in the north, and to the dif- 
aduantage of the Englifh forces. They enquiring if he wold feght for the 
King, etc. anf that he was no good feghter, hot he fould pray for him and 
them heartilie, and they fould haue his heft wifhes, etc. Vpon which the 
Englifh brought him to Cuper, and was fent to Bruntelland the nixt day, 
where he was fent backe to the chiefe officer in Cuper, who gaue it vnder 
his hand, that therafler he fould nether act nor doe .any thing preiudiciall to 

* This 18 probaUy a mifiake for Mearns ; there being no church judicatory of the name of Strath, 
erne, and Angus and Meftma being a Synod* with which Fife was wont to oorrefpond. 
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ther Comon-wealth, vnder the paine of ane 100 lib. fieri, or therby ; vpon 
which they difmifled him. 

1653.^ — This fummer, the Laird of Creich, in Fyfe, with his lady, went to 
England. This gentelman went for his healths fake, for not long before he 
was heauielie vexed with the paliie. 

1653. — After Michelmifle, fome forces arofe in the north pairts of Scot- 
land, vnder the commande of the E. of Glencairne and the Lord Kenmoure. 
About this time, ordinarlie in the night feafon, they came to feuerall places 
in the ihyre of Fyfe, and tooke away the beft horfes they could find ; viz. to 
Fackland, where they tooke the Engliih waggon horfes, that caryed fome of 
Fackland parke tries to the citadell of St Jhonftone; after that, to one James 
Ramfay, in the HoU-Kettell, where they got 4 or 5 horfes ; afterwards to Col- 
lernie, Den-Mylle, Ayton, Dinmoure, and fome other places therby : in all 
thir they gat fome horfes. Nou. 3, 1653, att night, they were at the place 
of the Weymes, where they gat 5 or 6 horfes ; that lame night, alfo, they 
were at Durie, and gat 3 horfes, and at Balgromo, and gat 3 or 4, with fome 
wearing apparrell ; alfo at Brunton, and gat Maior Laws horfe, as alfo at 
that fame time, at Bal&rge, and gat his meare, as alfo fome money, with fome 
apparrel of his, viz. cloaks and butts. Dec. SO, 1653, at night, they came 
to the Ellie, and gatt 3 horfes from Samford Dudingftone, two horfes from 
one Wathell, a tennant of Kinnochers ; fome from the hufbandmen of Bal- 
carrefTe ; one from Symon Lockley of Newton. (In going to the Ellie, they 
forgethered with Straerlie in the way, comeing homeward, and tooke him 
backe with them all this way, and in returning weftward, they left Straerlie 

att his owne houfe. Maior James Borthwicke, (Mr Da. Forrets, 

was leader of this pairtie). Dec. 21, at night alfo, 

they came to Bacormo Mylle in Largo parilh, and tooke 2 horfes, with a la- 
dell, from Margret Traill ; and to Andro Henderfon, in Hatton, and gatt ane 
horfe from him, with a paire of buttes and ane hatt ; from William Smart, 
in Fitcruvie grounde, a ladell ; they forgethered, be accident, with William 
FairfuU, in Leathem-Moore, and tooke a goune from him, with fome finall 
grathe for Ihoot. The fame night alfo, they werre att Durie againe, and tooke 
4 of his cart horfes. Dec. 25, at night alio, att St Androus, where they tooke 
fome horfes. Dec. 27) one furnamed Arnot, a coufin and ane attender of 
L: Burleys, went from Burley with 2 or 3 of the lords beft horfes into the 
faid forces : (Vpon this the M' of Burley was taken prifoner by the Engliih, 
and caried for Bruntelland, they thinking him to be accelTory to this fact.) 
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Jan. 2> 1654, Mr James Magill, minifter of Largo, hia horfii waa taken from 
him ; as alfo, at that lame time, one from Thomas Gotirb^^ ia the eaft fyde 
of the bume of Largo. Jan. . . • thej were in the pariih of Fleiike» aiid gat 
4i horfes ther, Jan. 17> 1654, att night, a pairtie of the iai4 GlencairneB 
forces were in Largo pariih, (fome affirmed afterward that thtr were Fer- 
gufons men) ; thej came to Lundie, and tooke the old Lady Lundeys horfe 
with them ; that iame night alfo^ they were at Boufie» Bamen* and Netherpra- 
tous, and tooke 3 horfes, one out of euery tonne, Feb. S, att Hendrie Gibbs 
honfe, in the Ouermurton, wher they tooke a gray meare of the L. Lundys 
with fbale ; one Gib, and William Broune, in Gaflendeid, were the m^i tlmt 
tooke this meare. Feb. 1654^ the Atholers, in the day time, came doune and 
brunt 10 or 12 corne ftackes to Megens in the Carfe» and draue away fome 
of his beftiaU. At this lame time they went to Huntley, the Lady Glames 
ioynture, and fyred a ftaeke or two, hot they flayed and put them foorthe 
againe. Feb. 13, att Camron Mille, where they tooke 2 or 3 horfes from 
James Wilfon there ; a litell before this, they were in thehoula of St Mon- 
ence, and gatte 3 or 4 eountrie horfes. Feb* ... att Sconie^ in William 
ThomTons houfe, they gatt 2 horfes. Mar. 16, againe they were att Lundy, 
and tooke a young broune meare with them ; (one Lo« Poulls, a Dutch man, 
was leader of this peartie i all the day before, he, with his peartie, were att 
Jhone BifTetts houfe in Largo.) Apr. 4, att St Androus^ where they tooke 
14 or 16. Apr. 11, att Cuper, wher they gatt 10 or IS horfes. Apr. 19, 
att St Monence towne, where they tooke 4 or 5 horfes belonging to the Laird 
of Balfoure and S'* Ja* Lumfdaine, younger, whille they weore att the buriall 
of Mr Robert Weilkies mother in law. Apr. 25, at Largo place^ where they 
brake out ane iron window, and went in to the vault ther, and had twohorles, 
that belonged, one to Da. Miller, and the other to Jh. Gruckihanke, the.hu£- 
bandmen ther. Apr. 26, at Lundie Mille, and tooke ane horfe from Andro 
Wilfone, (not long after> the laid And. Wilfone had his horle returned to 
him) ; and at Eathemie, and had one from him, Apr. S7, at the May, (ane 
ifland in the fea), and had 3 or 4 horfes that were put in ther for &fetie ; aa 
aUb att the Gotts, and had two from Walter FairAilL Apr. 29^ at Dune, 
and had ane horfe. May 3^ at Habill, and had one from Achmoutie ; at 
Athemie one^ and at Fenges Weymejs osve. May 4, at the Weymes, and tooke 
a horfe out of the ftone flade, belonging to the £arie of Weyms. M$j . . . 
one from Fenges, one from Eathefnie, oihe from William Fairfull, in Nether^ 
pratous, and two from Straeriie. 1654^ After Lammis, Glencaime made his 
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peace with the Englifh : and AthoU, Montroffe, with diners othen of the? 
leaders, the greateft pairt of thefe that went from Fyfe (if not all) returned 
about this time to ther onne homes, getting protections and pafles from the 
Englifh that ihey fi>uld not be troubled, thej finding cation hj band by fome 
of ther frinds to the Englifli, vnder certaine foumes of money, that they fould 
act nothing for the time to come againft the Gomon-wealthe. 

1653. — This fummer, generally through all Scotland, the corns were att 
a great rate : beare, oatts, and peafe being 11,12, 13 lib. the boUe ; wheate 14 
and 15 lib. the bolle ; hot after the crope was brought in to the come yeards, 
(this crope being more plentifull and large, both in come and ftra, blifled 
beGod, then hath beine for feuerall yeares preceiding),the prices fellftrange^ 
lie, to the admiration of many, fo that from Michelmis 1653 till the end of 
the yeare, bearo, oatts, and peafe, was at 4 lib. and 4 lib. lOs. att moft ; wheat 
7 «nd 8 the bolle ; cheefe, this fummer, at SOs. the ftone, and the beft at 
40s. the ftone ; wooll at 7 <u^d 8 lib. the ftone, and the darreft at 12 lib. 
and 20 marke the ftone* Things continued at this cheapnefle, or rather 
cheaper, oatts being at 5 marke the bolle, and 12 bolls for 10, till Mairtimis 
1655. 

1653, Dec.«-The Lord Lyon, S, James Balfoure of Den-Mylle in Fife, 
his lady, fumamed Amot, daughter to the Laird of Feamie, depairted out 
of this life att Den-Mylle. Jun. 1654, he maried the Laird of Bamannos 
daughter, whofe ftunune is Flecke. 

1653, Dec. — ^Oollonell Lilbume, comander in chiefe of the Englifh forces 
in Scotland, emitted a proclamation in print, (deated at Dalkeith the 14 of 
December 1653), commanding all the inhabitants in Scotland that had any 
horfes or mares, or fould haue, aboue 5 lib. fterling of price, to bringe them 
in to the nixt garifon toune where the Englifh were, ther to be valued, and 
to receaue money for them, att a reafonabell rate ; or if the owner had not 
a minde to le]l them, they m^t entertaine them in the garifon toune ; and if 
any refofed, they were to be looked ypon as enimies to the Gomon-wealth, 
and ther horfes to be taken from them, befyde a doubell or tripell more for 
ther difobedience. (All this was done becaufe fome, as they alleadged, went 
in with ther horfes to Glencaime and Kenmoore, (formerlie fpoken of), or 
eUe fome of ther followers, came and tooke horfes priuatlie). This declara- 
tion was read «tt Largo church doore the 25 Dec* after the fomones 
formon was ended, as dfo in feuerall other congregations of the prelbetrie 
of St Androus. Dec. S6, 27, 28, 29» 30, 31, the horfes of the fhyre of Fyfe 
went to Fackland, to the garifon ther. Mr George Butler, one of the llib- 
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comiffioners for Fyfe for fequeftration, was one of the judges of the horfes 
that came to Fackland. After they came, they caufed fome of the fouldirie 
loupe on and try them, firft on the griene grafle, and then on the cafiey 
within the palace ; if they were fatiffied with ther ryding, they tooke them 
to make dragouns of them ; for fome fewe they gaue money prefentlie att 
the receit of the horfes, hot for the greateft pairt they gaue tickets of receit 
to. the ouners of the horfes, fubfcribed by one Jhone Meafon, to be payed by 
the publicke. In thir tickets, the pairties name, with the colour of the horfe, 
and his price was nominat, hot no particular day appointed for ther payment. 
Jan. 2, 3, 1654, ther came orders to feuerall pariihes in the fhyre of Fyfe, 
to bringe ther horfes to Bruntelland ; many, vpon the receit of the order, 
went in, on the 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, of Jan. 

1653, Dec. 16. — -The parliament of England being raifed by Oliuer Crom- 
uell, captainegenerall of the Engliih forces in England, [he] was proclaimed 
att London, by found of trumpet, Lord Protector of the 3 nations of Eng- 
land, Scotland and Irland ; a chaire of ftate was placed, and he lat doune 
in the fame ; the Maior of London diliuered him his fword, and ane other 
the cap of maintenance ; the priuie feale of England was caried before, the 
Maior of London being yncouered all the way, with the aldermen and coun- 
fell, did conuoy him from Weftminfter to the Banquetting houfe att Wheit- 
hall ; as alfo many of the cheife officers of the army were ther. After that 
the Maior of London brought him to the Banquetting houfe, the Maior and 
the aldermen left him ther. Ther was to be betuixt 13 and 21 vpon the 
Lord Protectors councell ; they were to haue a trienniall parliament, which 
fould iitt for the fpace of 5 months. Any thing done in parliament waste 
be prefented to the Lord Protector, that fo they might haue his confent vn- 
to it ; and if they could not obtaine his confent within the fpace of 21 dayes, 
then it was to (land valid without his confent i the 1 parliament was not to 
iitt doune till the 3 of Sept. 1654. The names of fome of the Protectors 
counfell werre, the Lord Lambert, Lord Vicount Liflie, S** Hary Striklen, 
etc. This proclamation was to be intimat at euery mercat crofle, that fo none 
might pretend ignorance ; and euery one, of whatfoeuer ranke or degree, 
were required to giue obedience to the Lord Protector. The ftyle and tit 
tell of the Keipeus of the Liberty of England fould ceafe in all writtings, 
edicts and courts of juftice ; and that from and after the S6 of Dec. 1653, 
inftead therof, the name, ftyle and titell of the Lord Protector, for the 
time being, of the Comon-wcalth of England, Scotland and Irland,.and the 
dominions therto belonging, {hall be yfed, and no other. 
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1653, Dec. — Tbe Marques of Huntley depairted out of 1^ li£e^ att^Mtof 
his houfes in the north of Seotland. 

1653. — After A^rtimis, Mr Dauid Bruce, Ibnne^to wmq&. D^ Andro 
Bruce, principall of St Leonards oolledge in St Androus^vasa^ittediYe* 
gent in the Old GoUedge. He did fucceid to Mr Alex. Eduardei ^ 

165S, Dec. — About 10 dayes before the month* ended, Tlioimas Peatfottt a 
femant in Lundie Place, in Fyfe, William Spence and Robert. Braitn8^>iii«> 
duellers in the Ouermorton of Lundie, and two of th« plowmentof Ltmdi^ 
with diners others, were wiiming lime ftones inthe Ijrme quarrell at Tho»» 
mas foord befyde Hatton, and whille they were working, they feU Tpon the 
bones of a dead body that had beine put in ther, (by all appearance with no 
honeft dealing) ; the bones wwre very rotten* Tbrpt coBiecturedtluHr to 
haue beine done 14 or 15 yeare agoe ; beeaufe about that tinra old • • • • 
Henderfon, then good^man of Hatton, hot nowe dead,i about 9 or 10 yeave 
agoe, (as they affirme), forgethwed with a traualing boy, (for die bones werre 
not of ane that had come to ane great ageor ftature), amonge hi8|ieafi^ iod 
ftrake him fo that the boy died ther. If this be the body ofliiBiboy ov nol^ 
the Lord knoweth, and I truft* he will bringe it to light in his appointed 
feafon. Howeuer, Andro Henderfon, his fonn^e, nou dweUidg in the Sbt> 
ton, came and faw the dead bones, and defyred the fame men to couer the 
bones againe with earth, in the laid quarrell, which they did accordinglie. 

1654. 

Jan. 1, 1654. — Att night, being <^e eueniag of the Sab«ilt,.tiherLordDu- 
rie in Fyfe, was taken out of his oime houfe att Durie^ fay a portio of Biigv 
liih horfemen, and caried to Bruntelland; he retumied home the 7 dfJiaa. 
1654, and Jan. 24, hetookeioumey from Edenbroughelogoefor LondMau 
June 22, 1654, he returned to Durie. 

1 654, Jan. 3. — A pairtie of Engliih horfemen wai att St Aadrous, feasdir 
ing for horfes, where they gattabout 20 or 22 horfes. They/tooka^outtif. St 
Androus the Lord Meluenand S'Jh. Carftairs of Kinnocher, both pitibiieiB 
alongeto Bruntelland, (becaufe theyhadfome horfes taken from them by fieii* 
mours partie, they alleadging them to be acceiK>rie to it)^ homtheaee to CraiU 
and Kilrinnie. Jan. 4. betuixt the Ellie and Largo, diey foi^o^etliered with 
old Grange Wood, his man and his horfe, going homeward ; they difinoiUed 
the boy, and tooke tiie horib alonge with them to -BrttBteUand^

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". 1654, Jan. 4. — ^Mr Butler was att Balcarrefe in Fyfe, and did fequeftrat 
the Lord Balcarrefe eftate, (becaufe the .{ummer before he had gone north- 
uard to ioyniB with theforfaid northren forces mder Glencairne) ; he called 
in for the tennants^and caufed them giue him a rentall of ther feuerall rowmes^ 
what they payed yearlie. 

1654, Jan. 14, being Saturday, ther was a preparation fermon for a thankf- 
giuing preached att Sconie in Fyfe, for the continuance of the gofpell in the 
land, and for the fpreading of it in fome places of the HyghJands in Scot* 
land, where, in fome families two, and in fome families one, begane to call 
on God by 'prayer. Mr Samuel Rutherford, m. in St Androus, preached on 
Saterday, his text Efa. 49. 9, 10, 11, 12. On the Sabath Mr Alex. Moncrife, 
m. there, preached, his lecti^re 1 Thef. 1 chapt. his text Gollof. 1. 27* Ii^ 
the aftemone of the Sabathe, Mr Samuell preached againe, ypon his for- 
mentioned text. On Moneday morning Mr Samuell had a lecture on the 
Pf. 88. he did read the whole p&lme. — Obf. that on the Saturday, Mr Sa. 
had this expreffion in his prayer after fermon, defyring that the Lord wold 
rebuke prefbetries, and others, that had taken the keyes and the power in 
ther hands, and keiped out and wold fuffer none to enter (meaning in the 
miniftrie), bot fuch as laid as they fkid.

1654, Jan. — About the end of the month, Mr William Prefton, the Laird 
of Ardrees fecond fonne of his fecond lady, was admitted regent to St Leo-p 
nards coUedge ; he did fucceid to Mr. Robert Hinnyman, minifter of New- 
bume. 

. 1654, Jan. Feb. March, Apryll* — The Lord Durie did caufe cut feuerall 
of the planting of Largo, and fold them to any that were pleafed to buy 
them ; alfo in Oct. 1655, fome were cutt. 

1654, Mar. — Robert Gierke, in St Androus, depairted out of this life, and 
James Anderfon, clerke of Guper, both in this month, and were interred in 
the feuerall places where they liued. Shortlie after, James Liteljhone, in. 
Cuper, did fucceid to be clerke for the towne of Cuper. 

1654, Mar. 26, being the Sabath, att night a pairtie of the Eoglifli horfe-

1654, Apr. 4. — The prouinciall aflemblie of Fyfe latt att St Androus, where

Gillelpie, minift.of Glalgow^and principall of the coUedgether^and MrJhone 
MfeBsie%in. of Aberdeme, haueing gotten a call from O. CramueU, tiie Lord 
Ptatedor 4if £ngl« Sootl. and Irlond, to come to him to London, they went 
amray from Scotland thjamottthe, with a pvnrpoft to goa to Urn* When they 
eanet^ft^Loiidonrthe iaid Mr'Patrick didprea<^ beiorethe Lord Protector;

1654, May.— This mcmth, Oliuer Gromuell, captaine generall of all the 
forces of Scotland, England, and Irland, was procfadmed Protector (at Sdoi* 
broughe, and St Jhonitxme), of ail the thrie nations ; about which time thefore- 
faid L. Ge. Moncke was fumptuouflie feafted by the citie of Edenbroughe. 

1654, May ll,being llnrfday, attfezadoackeatnight, inLundieLinkes, 
whiUe ane Ei^iih pavtie was paffing by, two of Kenmonrs men charged two 
of the formoft of them, and fhott one of ther horles. Theft tuo Kenmonrs 
reteired, and the Engliih followed, hot could not haue tiiem. The Engliih 
went backe imme^atelie to Newbume, and fomnd ibme ol Kenmours men 
fecure ; they ftarched the houles, and wounded 4 or 5, and tooke as many ; 
they ihoot Dauid Mitchells ibnne in the knee^ and Us woman* in the lege, 
with one bullet } alio, they ftracke Marg^ Bennet, Andro Bennets daughta: 
ther; Ibme of this Engliih pairtie went to Efter Lathallaui and brought Lath- 
allan Spence, his fonne^ prifoner. They retired, and came to Lundie about 

wards remarked that Sir James nerer had a (hadow, aad that he afnally walked in ihe ihade to 
hide this defect. Sit James is alfo remembered as a griping oppreflTor of the (xkir ; i^hich gave 
rife to the following lines, and oocafion to his enemies fberetly to injnre his pfopertf .

1654, May. — This month ther was ane act publiflied att the mercat Crofe 
of Edenboroughe, entituled Ane Ordinance of Pardon and Greace to the Peo- 
pell of Scotland, wherin feuerall of the nobilitie of Scotland were forfated, 
fuch as James and William, deceafed Dukes of Hamiltone, Crafoord, Calen- 
dar, Marihall, Kelley, Laderdaill, Lowdoun, Seafoorth, AthoU, Kenmure, 
Lome, Argeillsfone, Machlin, Montgomerie, Eglintoune, Spynie, Cranfton, 
Sinclair, Thomas Dalyell, Jho. Middeltoune, Newbroughe, Bargany, S'' Tho. 
Thomfone, Ja. Edmefton of Womatt, Lord Napier, Glencairne. Ther was a 
certaine yearlie reuenewe in land exprefled in the laid act, for ther ladyes 
and cheldren, to be fetled on them, prouyding the laid ladyes and cheldren 
giue itvnderther hand, before two witnefles, into the Laird of Suenton, Giu'th- 
land, Jhone Thomfone, Samuell Defbrow, and others, wherin they renounce 
all titell, right, or intereft, in or to ther hulbands eftaits ; and wha euer re- 
fufes this (before the £5 of Decemb. 1654), muft be debarred and excluded 
for euer (JFor fo the words are), from any benefitt or aduantage of the iaid 
act and ordinance. Moreouer, all imprifonments and fequeftrations were 
taken of, and none to be after the 1 of May 1654. Alfo, feuerall others of 
the gentrie and nobilitie were fyned in large and great fowmes of money, to 
be payed to the Protector, O. Cromuell; fuch as Dauid Leflie of St Monence, 
in 4000 lib. fterl. ; the Marq. of Douglas 1000 lib. fterl. ; Lord Angus 1000 
lib. ftr. ; Selcrig 1000 lib. ftr. ; the heir of Bacleugh fifteine thoufand lib. 
fter. ; Galloway 4000 lib. ftr. ; Roxboroughe 6000 lib. ftr. ; Lo. Cockeran 
5000 lib. ftr. j Fofter 2500 lib. ftr. ; Laird of Anftruther in Fyfe, 1 000 marks 
fl;er. ; Lundie in Fyfe, 1000 lib. ftr ; Ferny 2000 lib. ftr. ; Nachton 1000 lib. 
ftr. J L. Gray 1500 lib. ftr. ; S' Hary Nilbit 1000 lib. ftr. ; Mr Rob. Mel- 
drum of Tillybody, 1000 lib. ftr. ; E. of Kinghorne 1000 lib. ftr. j Baluaird 
1000 lib. flap. ; L. Cooper 3000 lib. ftr. ; ArroU 2000 lib. ftr. ; TuUibardine 
1500 lib. ftr. } Southeike, SOOO lib. ftr. ; E. of Ethey 6000 lib. flr. ; Pan-

and if any fhall happen to faile, and not to pay ther feuerall fynes, theref-* 
taits from thence fourth are to be abfolutli^ confifcated, and the comiffion- 
ers for fequeftration are authorized to feize on the lame accordinglie. 

1654, May. — Ther was a pei^per emitted by the forfaid Protector and his 
counfell for erecting Courts Baron in Scotland, to be holden euery thrie 
weicks; which court fould haue pouer, order, and jurifdiction of all contracts, 
debts, promifes, and trefpafles whatfoeuer, arifing within ther oune precincts 
and bounds, prouided that the meater in demande exceide not the value of 
fourtie ih. fterling. 

1654, May. — ^Ther was alfo ane act and ordinance emitted by the Protec- 
tor, printed and publilhed, for vnitting Scotland into one Gomon-wealth with 
England ; difcharging all fealtie, homage, vaflklage, and feruitude, that was 
dewe to any of ther Lords or fuperiors formerlie ; and apointing all forfa* 
tures and efcheats, limpell or of liferent, baftardy, and laft heire, which for- 
merlie fell to the king, fould hireafter fall to the Protector of the Comon- 
wealth for the time being. 

1654, May 4. — ^By George Monke, comander in chiefe, a peaper emitted, 
comanding parents, brethren, tutors and meaft^ers, within the Ipace of 20 
dayes after the publication hireof, to bring in ther cheldren, brethren, pu- 
pills, and feruants that haue gone to the northerne forces, and he or they, 
fould be pardoned for what they haue done, (the kiling of any perfon in cold 
blood being excepted), otheruyfe the parents, brethren, and tutors,, who 
haue fo offended, to be imprifoned during the time the faid perfons do re- 
maine in rebellion. And that parifli and preft)etry from whence they went 
fliall pay daylie, (befyde ther ordinary Seffe), for each horfeman 30s. Scots, 
and for each footman IDs. Scots, which the Gouemour of the nixt Englifh 
garifon is authorifed to take vp and leuie monthlie, fo long as the fiiid per- 
fons are in rebellion. 

1654, May.— -Ther was ane other ordinance published, for fetling of the 
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forfiude fopfaited eftaits in the kaiids of Ibme truftees, vis. S' Jh. Hope of 
Oaigkall, ColU William Lockard, Riebard Saltonftall, Eduard Syler, two 
comcffionerB at Leitb, L. ColL WeillcB, deputy gouemour att Leith, Duiid Bar- 
clay> efquire, Jhone Haiper, aduocate, and the funiiuors and furutuor of 
them, yntill the laile and difpofition of tiiem : Thefe were i^pointed to lati£* 
fie the creditours for ther feuerall foumes that they could claime out of th^ 
forfaulted peiions eftaitsi ether in money or land ; and the land to be alloted 
and lett to the creditoura is at twenty yeares purchafe att leaft. No money 
lent, or bargaine in iailling or wedietting of land, finoe the 18 day of Apr. 
1648, was to be allowed ; nether were the creditours to haue any thing in 
reeompenoe of ther money by this ordinance. Any perlbn that was to futte 
for any fowme, were appointed to pay, in ready money, to the forfaid tn£- 
tees, or any appointed by them, three pence in the pound iter, (this b about 
8 Kb. 6s» 8d. Scots one the 1000 mark), before any land fould be fett out for 
them ; yea^ more money if this were not fufficient to d^pay the cbairgea ; 
and this money was to be difpofed vpon att the forfaid trufteea pleafure. 

1654, May 25. — Generall Leflie, Earle of Leuin, (who wae taken at Wor- 
cefter), came to Balgoney in Fyfe, haueing his perfon relaxed, his lequeftra- 
tion taken of| and fne of any pecuniall fyne ; this was done by the meaaw 
of the Queene of Sweddto. 

16(54, May 25. — James Pitcaime (who liued in the Treton formerliei fo 
long as his wyfe liued), depairted out of this life at his houfe in the Sak* 
greine, and was interred at Sconie church the 27 of May.

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Tliis, and the like order, went through out all the fliyre of Fyfe about the 
fame time ; and many, if not all, of the comiffio. of parifhs, came to Pack* 
land, Jun. 1, with a lift of ther men and horfe. Largo was 3 horfes ; 1 from 
the La. Lundj, 1 from Will. FairfuU in Netherp, 1 from Jho. Cruckfhanke in 
Largo Place } and one man onlie, viz. James Weilej, who was the mi. man. 
Straerlie, younger, and the laid William PairfuU, went to Packland with this 
lift, ynder ther hands. Kennocher p. 4 horfes. Jul. 17> 1654, the fidd Jam^s 
Weiley left the Scots feruice, and receaued a pafle, from the Englifli garifon 
att Packland, to be frie, and no to be troubled by them ; vpon which Jhone 
Younge in Drumochie, a frind of his, did engage himfelfe, by his band to the 
Englifh at Packland, that he fould act nothing for the time to come againft 
the Comon-wealthe. Alfo, they ordained halfe a croune a day to be payed 
by the ihyre for each man that was out, hot it was not exacted ; becaufe, be* 
fore and about Lammis, the greateft pairt, if not all, that went from Pyfe, 
returned to ther oune homes, and had protections giuen them by the Eng- 
lifh no to be troubelled, they giuen fecuritie for the time to come to act no- 
thing againft the Comon-wealth. 

1654, May 28. — ^The &ft appointed to be keiped in Pyfe, by the prouin- 
ciall that fatt in Apryll, formerlie mentioned, was keiped at Largo May 28, 
being the laft Sabath of the month, by Mr Ja. Magill, minifter ther ; his lec- 
ture, in the forenoone, Pf. 143. his text, (the whole day), was Nehem. 1. 4. 
This faft was keiped alfo at Sconie, by Mr Alex. Moncriefe, m. ther, the 
day for&id ; as alfo the firft Sabath of June was keiped faft ways by him, hot 
this firft of June was not appointed by the prouinciall. 

1654, May SO. — Hary Weymes, Laird of Condland, depairted out of this 
life att Bannochie, his mothers houfe, a littell aboue Kirkekaldie, and was 
interred the 2 of June, at the church of Kil*kekaldie. 

1654, May 28, being the Sabath, att night, feuerall gentelmen that were 
keiped prifoners by the Englifli in the caftell of Edenbroughe, elcaped ouer 
the wall of the caft;ell, vpon the ihetts and blankets which did couer ther 
beds, one paire being teyed to another ; viz. the Lord Kinnoulle, Lou. Coll. 
Marftiall, the Laird of Lughtton, fumamed Chrytton, Mr Patrick Hay, Nagh- 
tons brother, and Lo. Coll. George Montgomerie, who fell in going ouer 
the wall, and hurt himfelfe fo, that within fome houres after he deyed, and was 
interred att Edenbroughe ; ther were very many that did attend his corps to 
his buriall place. The Earle of Calendar and one Drumon<f, prifoners like- 
wyfe, ftayed behind and wold not hazard ouer. Two of the Knglifh fouldiery 
came ouer the wall likewyfe with them, viz. the centrey and ther keiper.

1654, Biay. — This yeare the maf^iftnmds in the Ynineriitie of St Androos 
were lauriat priuodie, two or ftrie month before the ordinarj time, without 
examinaftioQ. NotwitMtandtng of this, the reft of the ftudentB went not awaj, 
hot fl»fed and wratte ther notts. 

1654, Jwi.— Mr Aleieaader Wedderhume, minifter of StPhiUfna, in the 

prefb^my of fit Androus, maried Trumbeil, daughter toihe decea&d 

Thomas Trumbdl, in the Garfe ; the manage feaft ftood at 

Grangi^^nooFe in Fyfe^ in William Hamiltons, hir brother in law, his houie. 

1654, Jun. — fir. James Balfeure of Ben-Mylle in Fyfh, die Lord Lyon, 
maried^ne of the Lail^ of Balmannoe daughters, whofe fltmame is Flecke; 
the lOBxiBKgB feaft was att Bamanno^ in hir fathers houfe. (This b his third 
lady.) 

1654^ Jun. 2S«^— Mr Andro Heathricke, a bacfter fonne in Guper, and 
fometime feroant to Mr Patrick Glaifoord in Guper, maried Mr Hmy Weil* 
key, minifter of the Weymes in Fyfe, his eldeft daughter ; the manage feaft 
was att ifair fathers houie in the Efter-Weymes. Doctor Gniid, ane Aber^ 
deins man^ did marie them. 

1654, JuD.-^The Ceffion iatt donne att Edenbroughe, whereof fannerlie 
the deceafed Lord Graighall (fpoken of) was prefes, bot now they refelned 
to precaid day about. About the begining of July the Lord Hopton, (the 
faid Lord Graighalls brothw,) was put of from being a member of this judi- 
catory.

- The Engliih 
pairtiet in going baoke to Bruntdland, came to Kingcraige, and tooke tionge 
with them young Kingcraige, alleadging that he was acceflbneto the ioome- 
ing of ihele men of Kenmours, and did not reueal the iame to them. The 
Lady/Kmeraige came alonge with them likewyfe to Laigo, and Ihe feat on 
to tell hir^uflMmdi old Kincraige, who came to Lundie that morning of 
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the Sabatb» fro»k BnmteUaod, after lie knewr he toeke Ibotfii md w«fit loid 
met the p9irtie» oad went with them to LeueB, wheie, with greaft entftttie, 
h^ obtained leaue to his fonne to returue baeke with hunr att ftat fdght, 
promifing faithfiillie on the morow% being; MonecU^, to come to Bnmtel- 
land with his fonne. So Elinpraige and his lady retamedy and were at 
Limdie all the Sabaths night. On. the. nwiawet KiMrai(pe». hte hufy, his 
fonne and daughter, all of them went to Bniateliaiid. After tkey came then, 
the chiefe officers of the garifime b^^e to diallenge young Kineraige veiiy 
hardlie, alleadg^ng feuenall things againft him, and affinning diat tiiey wold 
fjne him in 100 lib. fterL for his fault. Ui» mother hearing tiiis^ went that 
fiune night to Edenbroughe, to the Laird of 9wenton, and obtained a letter 
from him in hir fonnp fauours» to the officers of the gariibne ; ypon which 
letter the offiicers pafledfrom fyning him in any tiling, hot wold not let him 
pafle till he gaue band for 300 lib. fterl. that he fould act nothing for the time 
to come againft the Comonwealth. 

1654, Jun. — One Captaine Fergufon, (a Scots man, formeilie trumpeter 
to the Laird of Lughton,) hot hath beine a wheille pafled in the BnglifH ier- 
nice, wha came in the night feafon to feueraU gentelmens houfes^ both in 
Fyfe and Louthian and Angus, as alfo elfa whera^ and tooke a number of 
horfes, ynder the name of Kenmours men» and thus deceaued many. This 
man came to Balcarrefe in Fyfe, with his men, and lay ther for the ipace of 
10 or 12 dayes ; he caufed f<»ierall pariihes about bringe in prouifioii for 
his men day by day, as alfo bedding, yiz« Kylconquyher, EUie, Newbume, 
Carnbie ; and at his going.away, he fent two orders, one for Largo^ and ane 
other for Enfter, each of tlur two parities to pay 3 lib. fterl. to tibe truants 
of Balcarrefe for the grafle they had eaten : Ihas wder was faMferibed by- 
one Cant, quarter-meafter. — 408. ilerL. o£ this mcmey was payed 

by Largo p. to the foriaid tennants, and for the other 20s. fterl* it was abistted 
to them by the laid Fergufon. William Fairfull did pay this money to the 
tennants. 

1654, Jun« — ^This month Lo« General! Monke went vp to Hyghlands of 
Scotland, with feuerall of the Eogliih forces, to purfewe after Middelton 
and th^ reft of the Scots forces ther. Coll. Daniell, gouemour of St Jhon- 
ftonQ, efliied orders for a very great number of baggage horfes from the 
fhyre of Fyfe, wha went vp to cary ther baggage. Many of the baggage 
men returned about thQvmidefb . of July, without ther horfes : for many of 
the.faid horfes did weny$ and could goe no furthert fo they left the horfes. 
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and when the gaird came vp thej ihott them. Againe, Aguft 13 and 17f the 
faid CoUonell Daniell emitted orders for more baggage horfesfrom the (hire 
of Fyfe, wha went vp alfo ; they were to* carjr dales northuard, and other 
neceflaries. They returned within 1 or 12 dayes, hot fome were miffing ^ 
Largo pariih wanted four. 

1654. — This fummer the Quene of Sweden renounced all hir right and 
titell of the croune and kingdome to a coufen of hirs, Carolus Guilayus. 
The fidd Carolus, Jun. 6, 1654, was crowned King of Sweden ; the croune 
was fett on his head by the Bifliop of Strengnefe, anoynting him out of a 
golden home, att which time ther was great acclamations of ioy. The piers 
of the land did giue ther oath of 6delitie to ther newe king. 

1654, Jul. 10. — ^DonPontaeon Sa, the Portugallambafladors brother, was 
beheaded at London, for a riot and murder, committed att the New Exchange ; 
(at this time the laid Portugall ambaflador was prefent att London). At 
his death, he refeinged his beads (being a papift) to his prieft confeflbr. 

1654, .(uL 20. — One Dauid Younge, a feruant in the Place of Lundie, was 
helping, with others in the grounde, to carie fome beare to Kirkekaldie, and 
in ther returning, they dranke fomewhat liberally att Dyfert, fo that the 
faid Dauid Younge did get feuerall falls of the horfe he rode ypon ; by which 
meanes att lenth he was not abell to fit on horfebacke, fo that the reft of the 
cariers left him by the way, in a place caled Hearof-Law, a place on the 
Weymes grounde, a litell be-weft Camron bridge, out in the open field, in a 
bakke amonge the come, a litell ofthe high way, thinking when he had got- 
ten a fleipe he fould folowe them and come home. Bot he did not come 

that night, nor yet the nixt day; ypon which his wyfe, Miller 

went to feike him, and fhe was the firft of any bodie theraway that either 
law him or hard tell of him ; and comeing to the place where they left him, 
fhe founde him lyen alonge the grounde dead. So that Jul. S2, being Sater- 
day, he was caried to the Weyms, and interred there, being the next parifh 
church to the place of the dead. 

1654, Aguft 1.— Ther was mutch old come flanding in many of the barae 
yeards of Fyfe, the like of which was notfeine for the fpace of manyyeares 
before, viz. at Lundie, 7 large oatte ftackes, I peafe ftacke, befyde feuerall 
oatte flackes ; at Gilfton, (for it was fet this 1654 yeare to one Jhone Mair- 
tin, wha laboured before, Blebo in Fyfe) ; at Largo, feuerall ftackes ; at 
Athemie, 4 or 5 ; at Sconie fome; at Drameldrie, inDauid Auchmuties, fome ; 
alfo att Balgromp, and diuers other places. Alfo, Aguft 1, 1655, ther was

fome old oatte ftackes ftanding in thebarne jearde of Lundy, viz. of the crope 
1653. 

1654, Aguft 2. — Ther was ane ecclipfe of the fun about 9 a clocke of the 
day,at which time it was fomewhatdarke. This 2 dsj of Aguft, being Wedenf* 
day, was the day appointed by the Lord Protector in England, and his coun- 
cell, for choiing SO comiffioners throughe out Scotland, for to fitt in parlia- 
ment at London, the 3 of Sept. 1654, as it was emitted in print formerJie. 
This day, one Mr James Hay, Nachtons brother, in Fyfe, a gentleman inti- 
mat with the Englifh, and for them, was chofen att Cuper of Fyfe, by the gen- 
trie of Fyfe, for ther comifBoner. Alfo, this 9 of Aguft was the firft day ap* 
pointed by the Protector for the payment of fynes by fome of the nobilitie and 
gentrie in Scotland, as is fett doune at more lenth in the Act of Grace, (emit- 
ted this yeare. May 4, 1654.) 

1654, Aguft6. — The communion was giuen att Largo, by Mr James Magill, 
minifter ther. The day before, Mr Andro Hinniman, minifter of St An* 
drous, did preach the preparation ; his text Jho. 7* 37* The laid Mr Andro 
did alfo lecture on the Sabath before none ; his lecture was the 45 Pfidme. 
Mr Ja. Magill did preach on the Sabath before none, his text Heb. 2. 3. The 
faid Mr Andro did alfo preach in the aftemone the thank%iueing; his text 
Eph. 3. 17* 18. i and Mr Robert Hinniman, minifter of Newbume, did 
preach at Largo on the Moneday, being the 7 of Aguft ^ his text Pf. 32. 1. 2. 
Ther were ten tabels ferued that day ; money for the poore, that day, was 
gathered at the church fteill and church doore, bot none att the tabells. At 
the feruing of the tabells, the Plal. 103 was fung to the end. 

1654, Aguft. — The Lady Laderdaile tooke ioumey from Edenbroughe to 
goe for London, (to hir Lord, being ftill prifoner of war att the Tower, 
fince Worcefter) -, flie went vp in a journey coach. 

1654, Aguft 7. — ^The Lady Rothes tooke ioumey from Leflie to goe to New 
Caftell, to lie hir Lord, who came leatlie thither from London, being like- 
maner prifoner of war iince Worcefter. Jhone Malcome of Babedie went 
alonge with hir. In June, 1655, this lady returned to Scotland, and hir Lord 
with hir. 

1654, Aguft 11, being Fryday,-ther was mutch thunder hard in the after- 
none ; (the laid day, the Lady Swenton dined att Lundy in Fife ; Ardrofle, 
Kincraige, Doctor Mairtin, and Mr James Hamiltone, anaturall fonne of the 
Earle of Hadingtones, and hir brother in law, were prefent ther with hir. 
She went to Bruntelland that night, and they with hir). Sept. 9, 1654, be- 
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in^ ^tur4A7» th^ W^ aUb iQUtcli thunder bi|];^ in tke afternone^ at which 
time ther was a great raine, with fyre-flaught or lightning, which did fett on

'kOSih, Sept. 3, being the Sabath day^-the parliament indeitted by CMiner 
Cromuellj the Protec^or^ and. his coi^ifell, did fittdeune att London* They 
chofe CromueU Protector for his life* They apointed a faft to be keiped 
through England, and Scotlsfid the 11 of Oct. 1654, being Wedenfday, 
and on^ the l.of Npuember through Irlapd: the caufes were printed, 
— th^y mainly related tp the iuiQGi of thie nations, contempt of thegolpell, 
and for a bliffing on this prefent parliament They concluded that the 
gqyerment of the 3. nations, fould.reitt in one fingeU perfon, with a parlia- 
ment, and that managing of the nauey and the land forces fould be ordered 
by th§ l^d Protector and his counQQllin the int^ims of parliaments. Vpon 
IV^pnedi^y the 2S. of Januar 1055, his I%haefe O* Ooomuell lent to the

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the Reeognitkm^ bot ai this time witii much more i ihat vndar ther {kkw- 
dowe masDj bryarsy brambles, and nettels, hod Ipning v{>«-*man}r plotis and 
defings hatched hj the Caueleirs and diicohtehied perlbns in the nations* 
wher6f fome had &nen in the armj ; that they had not, att any time^ defy* 
red a conference with him concerning the gouernment, and therfpre^they 
not owning him» he wold not owne them ; that they had fait aU that time 
till now» and done nothingi fo that he knew not wither they were liuei^ or 
dead i and that he had not any way molefted nor difturbed them imce the

1655. (ObC, that this is the thrid parliam. that the iaid Protector hath 
rayied.) 

16M, Sept. 15, being Frydayi-Mr Patrick Wejme8,Fuddiee fonne,in Fyfe, 
bot now minifter of the Land*wart aiid Linkes of Earkekaldie, maried Eli^t 
Hamiltotte, Mr George Hamiltons eldeft daughter, (now aliue) ; the mariage 
feaft flood att Pittenweyme, in hir fathers houfe, being minifter ther. 

1654, Sept 96 ^The prouinciall aff, of Fyfe fatt att Kirkekaldie, where 

Mr James Sharpe, minifter of Craill, was moderator. They fpakeanent the 
planting of Cuper, Kemmocke, and Creiehe, bot did not accomplifh anything.; 
They fatt till Thurfdi^ about 4 a doake, and diflblued v it was adioumed 
for a months time. The 31 of Oct. they lat againe att Kirkekaldie- They 
apointed Mr Jhone Magill, m. of Dinbougge, to be traniported to Cuper ; 
thej protefted agatnft Mr Pat. Gillelpies comiffion, and his aflbciats,^om the 
Protector, anent planting minifters and mafters of vniueriities in Scotland. 
Mr Alex. Moncriefe and Mr George Nairne did j(bmewhat dilafent from this 
proteftation. Mr Rob. Hunter, ihort fince Duries chaplain, his bufines was 
alfo fpoken of, anent Mr Alex. Moncrife, wherin Mr Rob. H. affirmed that 
Mr Alex, had denounced from the pulpit, in his fermon, ane abfblute judge- 
ment of deftruotion and mine againft the houfe of Durie, without ^ny con^ 
dition of repentance. 

1654, Oct. 12. — La. Mary Weymes, the E. of Weymes thrid a&d yQungeft 
daughter of his firft lady, being mariageabell, depairted out of this, life att 
the Weyms, and was interred in the church of the Weymes the 14^ of Qct. 
1654. She wae learied on a letter, with two borfes in black, anil a b}acke 
yeluet pale was caried ouer hir corps, all the way to the dbkurch dore; yffUk 
fex ftaues j tb^y thpit caried this pale went on foot, and relieued on ai^oth^r. 

1653, May. — I planted fome elme kies* JQ the g^r^en yeard of ]Lundie> 

• £/iN(iliifi«>tU feed podajof the elm tree. 
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on the fouth quarter, neareft the doue-coat, and before 1 Oct. 1654, they 
were hygher then any ordinar man, and many of them fome what great* al- 
fo ; fome of them being about thrie inche about, neare the roote. At the 
fiune time, alfo, I had fome younge firrs yp out of the feide ; they be both 
neare thegeather in that fame place, 

1654, Oct. 15, being the Sabath,— the Lady Athemie in Fyfe, the Laird of 
Dundas daughter, in Louthian, depairted out of this life att Athemie. She 
died of a tympanie and fwelling in hir belly ; fhe neuer had any cheldren ; 
and was interred Oct. 24, at Sconie, at the back-fyde of the kirke. 

1654. — About Lammis, ther was a bridge put yp att Lundie Mylle ; the tim- 
ber of it was bought out of the Place of Largo. Ther was a contribution 
gathered this yeare throughe the whole parifh of Largo, for to pay this 
timber, by the minifter, Mr Jam. Magill, and fome of the elders. 

1654, Sept. and Oct. — Ther latt a comittie at Edenbrough, apointed by 
the Protector and his counfell, for regulating the fyned perfons in Scot- 
land by the act of grace, formerlie mentioned. The greateft pairt of them 
had the two pairt.of ther fynes abated, and apointed to pay the thrid pairt ; 
others were referred to the Protector himfelfe. Many of thir fyned perfons, 
if not all, were apointed to bringe teftificats that they were not papifts^ or 
members of parliament 1648, or inuaders of England in the yeares 1648, or 
1651. 

1654, Oct. 16. — ^The Earle of Weymes tooke ioumey from the Weymes, 
to goe to Newcaftell to fie his brother in law, the E. of Rothes, being pri- 
foner of war ther for the time ; his purpofe was to goe from thence to Lon- 
don. He returned from London to the Weymes, Dec. 8. 1654. 

1654, Oct. 24.---About IS a cloake att night, a houfe in Fofters wynde^ 
in Edenbroughe, tooke fyre, and brunt on a confiderabell time, fo that both 
feuerall lodgings and perfons were deilrpyed by the flame ; it was a candell 
makers houfe that tooke firft fyre. 

1654, — ^This yearethe parifh of Largo fent in to the Engliihgarifon att Fack- 
land, coaUs thrie or four feuerall times : 1. about Lammis the Englifh ther 
demanded SO loade of coalls ; ther went to them 27 loade.

doune the Firth ther periihed feuerall fmallveffialk ; in fotne the men wercr 
fide, in others ike men were loft It blewe douBe alfo fame great trie% viz. 
in Ltmdie and Largo* S4Non. Ther perifhed a ihipnearelnchccMKiey leaden 
with iron and Unt ; the men were fikfe, and fome of the goods. 

1654, Nou*—- Tlttfl month ther was a party of Middeltoas forces taken by the 
Engliih ypon the hraes of Angus, they being purfewed thrie days, the ihow 
being thicke ; namlie, the Lord Kinnoule^ Lord Didope,.

1654 After Michelmifle, the Lord Elphifton of that like in Louthian, 

depairted out of tins life. 

1654, Dec. S.— ^The feft (appointed by the prouinciall of Fyfe^ at Kirke- 
kaldie, 1654), was intimate at Lai^o by Mr Ja. Magill, minifter, to be 
keiped thefolowingSabath at Laigo, vis. the 10 of Dec. : The caufes were 
not reade, onlie he named them ; 1 was the contempt of the €ro^ell and 
breach of Couenant ; 2 was the great burdens and preflbrs tiiat lay vpon 
perfons in the land, both in body and fpirit ; 3 was the.fmall proficaeneie in 
knowledge ynder the meanes and ordinances ; the 4 was ane ordinance emit- 
ted by the Lord Protector Gromuell, and deliuered to Mr Patricke Gillef- 
pie, when he was att London, this inftant yeare, 1654, for the benefitt of 
vniuerfities and preachers in Scotland, this being the titell of it ; which, 
att on daih, did ouerthrowe the difcipline and gouemment of the church of 
Scotland by feffions, preibetries, and aflemblies. The forfidd Aflemblie 
gaue a teftimonie againft this ordenance, which was appointed to be reade 
in feffions, and to be infert in the feuerall feffion bookes of the fhyre of Fyfe. 
Dec. 10, this faft was keiped att Largo, by the laid Mr Ja. Magill ; his lec- 
ture, in the forenone, Hab. 1 chapt* till the v. 5 of the fecond chapt. ; his 
text, the whoUe day, was Jer. 13. 87* This feft was alfo keiped by Mr Alex. 
Moncriefe at Sconie. The nixt Sabath alfo was keiped faftwayes by him att 
Sconie, bot it was not appointed by the prouinciall ; his text Leu. 26. 29» 24. 
both day as ; he had fermon both on Saturday before and Monday after. 

1654, Dec. 5. — Jhone Gourlay, the Laird of Kincraigs fecond Ibmie, went 
to Edenbroughe, to be bound prentife to Patricke Hebron, potingar; his 
mother, the Lady Kincraige, w«at with him att this time to £denbroyge.

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1654, Dec. 9f being Saturdaji^Jhone Liindie, apparent aire of Lundie in 
Fjfe, (being about 10 or 11 yeares of age), went to Guper to the fchole 
there, Mr Andro Anderfone being fcholemeafter ther att that tyme ; he was 
boorded in the laid Mr Andros houfe. 

1654, Dec. 14.— -Mr Jhone Magill, minifler of Dinboij^he, was admitted 
mi. of Cuper, by Cuper prefbetrey.

He was maried vpon hir in Louthian, about the end of the 
laft monthe ; the mariage feaft was att hir fathers houfe. 
* 1654. — About the end of the yeare, Thomas Glouer, formerlie the deceas- 
ed Lord Graighalls feruant, hot now collector for the Englifh of the fefle of 
the ihyre of Fyfe, bought Gladdney nire Gires, from Peter Glarke. It payes 
about 7 chalder of victuall, and it flood him about 14 thouiand marke. 

1654, Dec. — ^Dauid Bofuall, the Laird of Deuen in Fyfe, depairted out of 
this life, (att Achtermaimie, he being liueing ther for the time), and was 
interred att Kennowhy. 

1654, Dec. 20.— The Laird of Ardrofe in Fyfe, went to line att St Androus, 
with his whoUe familie, becaufe of his cheldren that were to goe to fchole. 

1654.— This yeare Mr Alexander Mairtin at Pitten-Weyme in Fyfe, doc- 
tor of phificke, did iatiffie att the church of Pitten-Weyme (Mr George Ha- 
milton being minifter ther), for a cheild gotten by him in fornication ther 

ypon one Borthwicke. He did refufe that the cheild was his, 

bot he confefled that he had camall dealing with hir ; hot fhe ftill affirmed 
that the cheild was his ; (now, the report went, that he had leyen in forni- 
cation with hir for the ipace of 7 yeares togethir, before ihe was brought 
to bed of this cheilde). How euer, this is the fecond tyme that he made 
publicke fatiflaction for his fornication. The firft tyme he did fatiffie att 
the church of Leflie, (Mr Thomas Blacke being minifter ther,) for a chield 
gotten by him in that parifli ; (the woman, ordinarlie, for a by name, with' 
whom he fell, was called Gutt and Dry.) 

^ /i|^r0— the feaft giTen in the liridegro<mi*8 houfe the day after the marriage. This prac- 
tice oontiiitted to be obferFod till within thefe few years, i. e. as long as marriage parties were 
nnmerons and pnblic. Every female yifitor, on that oocafion, bronght with her fome provi- 
fioni Of honiehold ftore, as cfaeefe, hens, Sec, The ceremony of creeling was then obfenred. 
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1654, Dec. 28. — ^Mr Jhone Alexan4ek't minifter of the Cultfl, wastraoC- 
ported hj the prefbetrie of Cuper, and admitted minifter of Creich ; (he [did] 
fucceid to the deceafled Mr Andrp Bennet). Mr Dauid Qrme, m. of Mony- 
meale» did preach the daj of his admiffion at the laid kirke. 

1654, Dm. 28. — The Laird of Craige, fumamed Carnegie, ,ane Angus 
gentel man, maried Lady Katren Weyms, the Earle of Weyms youngeft 
fifter ; the mariage feaft ftood at the Wefter Weyms, in hir brothers houfe. 

1654, Decemb. — This month the Lady Morton, ane Engliih woman borne, 
depairted out of this life at London. 

1655. 

Jan. S. 1655. — ^Ther came ane order from the Engliih garifon, that lays 
att the palace of Fackland, to the pariih of Largo, to bringe 521oade of coalU, 
being hot a fourtnights prouifion of fyre for the garifon.

They went, and the ticket of receit for them 
receaued by Jh. Biflett. — Apr.. 20, 1655. Ther came a fourth order fitmi 
Fackland to Largo for 20 loade of coalls, being a weiks prouifion of fyre for 
the Englifh garifon. They went, and the ticket of receit for them receiued 
by Jh. Biflet. — May 18, 1655. Ther came a fift order from Fackl^d to 
Largo, for 20 loade of coalls. Ther went onlie IS loade, becaufe of a pof- 
terior order requiring no more. 

1655, Jan.^About the begining of the month, fome Englifh officers that: 
were in Scotland, were apprehende by the Englifh theoifelfes, (as the re- 
port went, for being Anabaptifl», wha purpofed to poflefe themfelfi of the. 
chiefe garifons of Scotland, England, and Lrlande, at one time). Amon^e 
which were Generall Maior Ouertoune, (wha at his firft coineing into Scot-: 
land, was onlie Coll. Ouertoune, and .made gouemour of St Jhonftone after 
it was taken). He was caried to a fhipe that was leyen in Leith Reade ; others 
were caried to the caftell of Edenbroughe. The fkid Ouertoune went to Lon- 
don, and was comitted to the Tower. 

1655, Jan. lO.-7-In the night feafon, ther was a.yefleU of Arbroolhe in: 
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AnguBy iaaden 'witili coalk, driuen in vpon die plaine fimtb, a Htell be-eaft 
ihe Black Crs^ of Jho^tons Mille ib Fyfe. The v^feU being old, did 
brake and Sgike j all tbe Ikjlera were taie. Within a 4bj or tno after, the 
Lard of Achmontie, Kincraige, Samford, Straerlie, Dauid Achmoutie in 
Drameldrie, Jhone I'inlaj inBalkirftie, wiik fome others, bought the whole 
ooalfa. They ftood them Ibme lefle tiien 100 lib. Scots. Walter Smith in 
laindie MjUe, and Andro Brabiner in Largo, thefe two bought the bulke 
or boogli of the vefleU ; it ftood them about 17 or 18 lib. Scots. 

l655f Jan. 15. — ^The Lord Angus (who maried the now E. of Wejms his 
eldeft daughter) depairted out of this life att Edenbroughe. His corps were 
caried to the Gaftell of Dowglas, to be interred there. 

1655, Jan. 18. — ^The Lord Meluin in Fjrfe, maried Lady Katrine Leilie, 
die onlie daughter of the deceased Lord Balgonie. The manage feaft ftood 
ait tiike Place of Wefter Weymee, this youf^e ladys mother being lady titere 
att that time j (hir tougher was 25 thouiand markes Scots). 
. 1655, Jan.^^Some of ihe Earle of Grafoords creditors beganne to troubell 
Ardrofle as cationer for Crafoord ; am<N^ wluch was the Lady Bowffie in 
9t Androus ; ihe cauf^d fome officers of armes to driue Ibme beaft» off Knn- 
ihfiUs, (a towne diat belongs to Ardroflfe), to the number of 12 or 14r meares, 
kay, and younge beafts, hot did not fturre the oxen. Thir beafts belonged 
to Jbone and James Finlays^ teimants of Branihells ; the beafts were firft 
osriedio Cuper and after that toSt Androus^ where they were prylled with- 
in the rale. 

1655, Jan. SO. — ^The Lady Ka&eberrian in Fyfe, (fumamed Forbes, Ril^ 
daughter,) depairted out of this life att Kalkeberrian, and was interred Feb. 
1. att Finglaffio ehurch. 

1655.-— About the begining of this yeare, Mr William Colen (formerKe 
minifter of Edenbroughe, and depo^ from thence by the Generall Aflem- 
blie of the Church of Scotland, An. Do. 16 . .)i was admitted minifter of St. 
Aox^lone ; he did fuceeid to wmq^ Mr Allexander Rogue. 

l655,Feb.il. — Intiienightfeafon, Lathallen Spence, younger, in Fyfe, de- 
pairted out of this life at Lathallan, his firf^hers houle ; he died of a purpell 
iiMUier. He was a youth abo«t 90 or S4 yean of sge^ and was interred the 
14 of Feb. att Kyllconquer church. 

1655, Feb.*— Tker was a barke att Leiiih caft away with yictuaU, enen att 
harboury mouth.

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1655, Mar. 9- — Younge Blackliall in Fyfe, maried Jeane Pitcairnet daugh* 
ter to the deceafed James Pitcaime, wha formerlie liued att Tretton in 
Kennochie parifh. The mariage feaft ftood att Blackhall, his fathers houfe, 
in the forlaid pariih. 

1655, Mar. 20. — . .... Durie, Lathons in Fyfe, his fecond lady, depairted 
out of this ]ife att Lathons, and was interred att St Androus the m of March. 

1655, Mar. 97 . — James Lundy, fonne to the deceafed George Lundy in 
Saltgreine, with his two eldeft lifters, did nominate and chofe 7 gentelmen 
for to be ther curators. This was done att Cuper, before Balfiirge, ihriflfe 
of Fyfe, in the ToUbooth of Cuper, att the ordinary time of the fitting of the 
ihyrra court. The perfons chofen were thefe, yix. James Lundy of Straer- 
lie ; Mr George Weyms, Principall of St Leonards GoUedge in St Androus ; 
James Prefton, fone to the Laird of Erdree; J . • . Lundy of Drums, and An- 
dro Lundy, his brother ; Dauid Lundy of Condland, and James Lundy in 
Saltgreine, his brother -, (thir two laft are vncles to the laid cheldren.) Ther 
meanes is fiue and twentie thouland markes, in the hands of the Laird of Lujd-- 
dy. This forlaid foume was left to them by the deceaied Jhone Lundy of 
that Qke, laird of Lundy, and elder brother to the laid George Lundy. Jun. 
5, 1655, the laid James Lundys two youngeft lifters nominated the forlaid 
7 gentelmen for ther curators alfo, (in the forlaid place att Guper), with the 
Laird of Ayton, (hot he refiifed att that time to accept.) 

1655, Apr.S. — The prouinciaHaflembly of Fyfe met att Kirkekaldie, wher 
Mr James Wood, minifter of St Androus, was chofen moderatour. This meit- 
ing was adiourned to the firft Tuefday of July, at which time they appoint- 
ed ther meiting att Cuper. Ther was no more done att this meiting, bot 
a moderatour chofen, and. the aflemblie adiourned. This was occafionedby 
ane order emitted by Gen. Monke, comander in chiefe of the Englilh forces 
in Scotland, difcharging all publicke meitings ; fo that Maior Dauefone, with 
fome other Englilh officers, came in to ther meiting, and did Ihowe them 
that he was comanded to hinder them from meiting, or elfe to fcatter them 
when they were mett ; and after fome conference betuixt the laid Ma. Daui- 
fone and Mr James Sharpe, being moderatour of the preceiding aflembly, they 
diflblued, and mett no more at that time. . 

. 1655. — Generall Monke, GolL Syler, and other Englilh comiffioners for 
yniuerlities in Scotland, (for fo they delinge themlalues,) emitted ane! ordi- 
nance, bearingdeate Mar. 26, 1655, difcharging all p^onswhatfoeuer to pray/ 
in their publicke prayers or fermons, for the King» viz. GharL the 3, as they.

1655, Apr. — The Lady Coluin, litrnamed Weymes, depairted out of this life 
att Kleih. She was a woman that was longe infirme andficklie before hir death. 

1655, Apr. 28. — ^Younge Strendry (fumamed Fofter),in Fyfe, depairted 
out of this life att Strendry ; he died of the purpie feauer. He was interred 
att Leflie, Apr. SO, att night 

1655, Apr. 90.— -The Laird of Kinneare in Fyfe, att Dundie water fyde, 
maried Anna Achmoutie, Auchmouties fecond filler, and relict of the de- 

ceafed Aytoune of Finglaffie. The mariage feaft ftood att Ha- 

hill, in hir brother Auchmouties houfe. 

1655, Apr. — Mr James Blaire, fonne to Mr Robert Blaire, minifter of St 
Androus, and regent in St Leonards Golledge there, left his place in the col- 
ledge, and was admitted by the prefbetry of Kirkekaldie miniftier of Dyfert. 
He did fucceid to the deceafed Mr William Naime, formerlie minifter ther. 
Mr Andro Bruce, fonne to the deceafed Doctor And. Bruce, formerlie prin- 
cipall of the Oolledge of St Leonards, did fucceid to be regent in fl;ead of 
the faid Mr James Blaire. 

1655. — In the end of Apr. and begining of May of this yeare, one Dauid 
Browne in £nft;er, a fclater, was att Lundy in Fyfe, and did poyntt the 
wholle houfe of Lundy, both back and for iydes, the old ladys chamber, the 
woman houfe, thefclat-girnell, the dow-coat of Lundy ; he receaued wages for 
84 working dayes, viz. he and his fonne ther dyet in the houfe conflantlie all 
this time, and about 84s. Scots a day for ther wages ; this drew neare, in 

money, 29lib. Scots, for which he receaued otts, viz .He laid it 

wold not neid helpe againe for the fpace of 7 yeare to come. (Obf. a pairt 
of the low gallery, in the forefyde, neareft the tower, was not helped att all, 
he alleadging that it did not ft»nd in neide of helpe att that time)* 

1655. — ^Ther was a mallacar of fome proteftants in France, by the Duke 
of Sauoy. 

1655, Jun. 17* — Ther was a voluntary collection at the church of Largo, 
for thole in Edenbroughe that had ther houfes brunt about the begining of

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this jeare^ ther was gotten about 80or 24 lib. Scots milie. The whole ffayre 
of Fjrfe were to gine in likemaner. 

1655, Jiin*— ''One Oliphant maried the Ladj Kirkenefe, jovnger, 

in Fyfe, fiimamed Ha^. Ther parties were maried priuatlie in a chamber 
att Edenbroughe, att 6 a clock in the morning. 

1655, Jun. 30.— -The Laird of Earlee-hall, jounger, in Fyfe, maried the 
young Ladj Amot, Pitlaithea daughter, fumamed Read } thej were maried 
att E^untellandy by Mr George Naimei miniftmr thwe ; after they were 
maried, they tooke horfe and came to Earls-hall that lame night. They 
were onlie twyfe proclaimed in the church of JLewchars, when the find Mr 
George did mary them, whereas die ouftome is tripell proclamation. 

1655, Jul. 3, being Tuefday,-4he proninciall aflembly of Fyfe iatt att 
Guper, where Mr James Wood, minifter of St Androus, was moderator; 
they iatt till Thurfday att two a clooke in the aftemoone. They appointed 
' Mr Jkone Rigge, minifter of the Ferry, to be tranfported to Stra-miglo, be- 
tuixt this and the nixt proninciall ; they appointed a comittie, riz. two out of 
each prelbetry, to meite att Guper, (within a fourtnight after ther ryiing) with 
the prefbetry c^ Guper aaent the planting of Guper, Dinboughe, and Kem- 
bocke. Ther was aivout 69 or 70 men and weomen, (bot moft weomen) 1^ 
the pariih of Ferry, att Guper ; many of which vttered, publickely, griuous 
curfes againft fome of the minifters ther mett, for taken ther minifter from 
them, laying that they had the light amonge them, bot they had remoued 
the lame. They appointed alfo a &ft to be keiped throughe the ihyre

1855, JuL 5.-*lbe Laird of Din in Angus, fumamed Erikine, being at 
Guper, was apprehended att the inftance of S' George Morefone of Darfie^ 
for being cation for twentie thouiand markes for the Lord Buchan, to the 
laid S' George of Darfie, and put into the toU-buith ther. Aftier he came 
out» he began to regrait his bad vfiige, as to be put in pryfon for another 
uMms 4ebt. Buohan then being pr^ent att Guper alfo, replyed to Din, and 
laid, that he might thinke it a credttt to be putt in the tolbuith for fuch a man 
as my Lord Buchan. 

IG55. — ^About the end of June and the begining of July, the fyned per- 
fons in Scotland (by the Act of Grace forementioned), beganne to pay the 
one halfe of ther fynes att Leith, to Mr Bilton, treafurer of the Englifli forces 
in Scotland, and appointed by the Protector, Gromuell, to collect and receiue 
the Md money.

(as for the aftemone, ther was no directorie). This faft Vras alfb keiped by 
Mr AJex. Mcnicrife att Seonie ; his text, on Saturday^ Sunday all day, and 
Moneday morning, was Efli< 5. 1, S, 8, This day ^ Alex. Moncrid*^ did 
ehofe thirie alders^ wkerof Afr Dauid PiteairUe WHS one-. 

This day, Jul. 39, being the Sabath, that iras a gi*eat eontdft in tvof A be- 
tuixt the Lord Durle and the &id Mr A\eft. Moncriefe, atient the choiliig 
of elders. AU the time of this jangling, whttih was befere the choftUg c/f tifae 
three elders, Mr Alex, was in the pulpitt, and Durie in his oVne feM. Jcnues 
Tuf^, Duries eoall-griefe, was firft oall^ vpon that day to be atie eMer, 
by Uie minifter, bot he altogither reAifed, notwithftanding that Mr Met. 
told faiin pnblicklie from the pulpitti that he t^as cohtetif to accept the night 
before ; the minuter fiiid to him, that this could be iiothing^ e9fe bot a Ibg- 
geftion of Satan. Durie, publicklie in the feace of the congregation, dif- 
charged any that he had power ouer, or in his grounde, to accept to be ane 
elder, (bot to heare the word reuerentlie, and no more). Amonge other e)c- 
preifioas that Mr Alex, fpake to Dtitie, one was, that he called him ane opptiieY 
asd pcrfeeuter of the chui^H ^ Scotland. {CM that this iras ib fhafp^

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and bitter a conteft betuixt Durie and the minifter, that the hearers affirmed 
that the like had neuer beine in that place.) Moreouer, Durie defyred the 
minifter to hold his peace, and the minifter defyred Durie to hold his peace* 
Durie alfo told that ther wolde be a vifitation of that church ihortlie, and 
they wold diicerne which of them were in the wronge. Alfo, Mr Alex. 
Ipake to the Laird of Fenges Weyms, a paritioner ther ; and this gentelman 
defyred Mr Alex, to goe on and chofe the elders, with all telling him, that the 
charge of that peopell lay on him, and thut he behoued, att the laft day of 
Judgement, to be countabell for them. After that, Mr Alex, did proceid to 
the chofing of the elders, wha were placed att a tabell before the pulpitt. 

1655, Jul. 20 The old Lady Bannochie in Fyfe, (Boggles grandmother), 

depairted out of this life att Bannochie, and was interred att Kirkekaldie 
JuL23. 

1655, Jul. — The young Laird of Randerftone in Fyfe, fumamed Moncriefe, 
depairted out of this life att Randerftone, and was interred att Grille the 23 
of July. 

1655, Jul. — This month, Mr George Gray, minifter of Dornoch in Suth- 
erland, came fouth to Fyfe, with his wyfe, Elfpet Monepehny. He came 
to gett a warrant from the Englifh comiffioners att Leith, for to gett fome 
bygone ftipends dew to him ; which warrand he obtained. His tiryfe came 
to make a yifitt ; they returned in the end of this month. 

1655, Jul. 29, being the Sabath,-the communion was giuen att Largo 
church, by Mr Ja. Magill ther. Mr Andro Hinniman, m. of St Androus, did 
preach the preparation fermon. 1^ text was 2 Gor. 13. 5. Mr Andro alfo 
lectured on the Sabath, in the forenone, yiz. on the Pf. 22. Mr Ja. Magills 
text, in the Sabath aforenone, was Pf. 34. 8. The faid Mr Andro preacht 
alfo the thanldgiuing fermon, his text 2 Corinth. 7* 1 • Jul. SO, being Mone- 
day, Mr Robert Hinniman, m, of Newbume, preacht at Largo ; his text was 
Eph. 1. 3. (Obf. at this occafipn there were ten full tabells, and ane other, 
which was laft, was not full.) Mr Andro Hinniman did exhort at thrie of 
them, and Mr Ja. Magill at the reft. At this time the 34 Pfal. was fimg at 
the feruing of the tabells, and the money that was in cuftome formerlie to be 
gathered att the tabells, was gathered att the church flylle. 

1655, Aguft 2. — In the morning, Jeane Lyndfay, Dowhills fifler, and wyfe 
to Dauid Achmoutie in Draemeldrie, depairted out of this life. She died of 
a purpie feauer ; for the Sabath before, being the 29 of July, fhe was at the 
church o{ Newburne : The firft troubell fhe ^ound was a paine in hir eare, 
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on Vrydaj the S7 of July. She was interred att Newbume church in the 
euening, AguSt 3, 1655. 

1655, Aguit 8.— The prefbetrie of Kirkaldie mett att Sconie, which day 
Mr Robert Mercer, minifter of Keanochie, preached ^ his text was S Corinth. 
1. 12. Mr Fredricke Carmichaell, minifterof Merkinfhe, was moderator. 
After he had prayed, the moderator demanded of Mr Alex. Moncriefe, m. of 
Sconie, the names of his elders, which he deliuered in writte ; which were 
called vpon by ther names. He told that the cuftome in yifitations was, to try 
if the elders had ought to obiect or lay againft ther minifter, and how they 
were latiffied with him and his doctrine ; and, on the contrar, to fie what 
the minifter had to fay againft his elders, and how he was fatilEed with them. 
After this the minifter and elders were remoued. 

1655, Aguft 24.-— George Pringell of Balmungo, neare St Androus, (the 
night before going from St Androus to his owne houfe) was found dead 
the next morning, laying by the high way fyde. He was interred att St An- 
drous the 25 of Aguft 1655. 

1655, Aguft. — All this monthe for the moft pairt were many great rayns : 
Bot about the end of the month they encreafed greatlie, fo that the bourns 
ran downe fome fhome cornes in feuerall places ^ alfo the bowes of fome 
bridges in Louthian, as alfo a pairt of fome mylls ther i and att St Androus^ 
a pairt of a mille that belongs to Nyddie, called Gappies Mille, as alfo the 
Bow Bridge att the ihoare of St Androus ; and att Lundie Mille, the water 
entred the mille doore, beate ftronglie vpon the walls of the houfes ther, ran 
ouer the head of the bridge, it being higher, by a foote or halfe a foote, then 
the bridge it felfe ; ran away fome of the ftapping ftons att Nether Largo, 
which had beine vnremoued for the fpace of many yeares before. All this 
was done by the violence and Q)eate of the rayne water. 

1655, Sept. 17. — The councell of ftate,that were fent by Cromuell, the Pro- 
tector, and his councell, from London, latt downe att Edenbroughe. Moft 
of them were Englifh men, only two Scots men, viz. the Laird of Swenton and 
Ck>llonell Lockart, (who latlie maried the laid Protectors neice, and had 
gotten, by gift from the Protector, the palace of Fackland, with the parke^ 
and the caftell of Stirling, with thatparke alfo, which formerlie belonged to 
the kings of Scotland). The Lord Broghill was preledent of this jury i they 
eftablifhed the Exceifle in Scotland vpon moft things vendabell, to beginue 
from the 19 of Sept. 1655, and fo to continue ; yiz. on wyne, tobaco, heire^ 
elle, falti etc. They emitted a proclamation^ liberating themiiuften of Scot- 
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land from any oritinance or penaltie pronimeed agamft ihem for prayings 
for the king, and gaue them libertie to aduife till the 5 of Nouemb. 1956^ 
to fie if they wold defift againe that time from praying for him. (Ob£, be- 
fore the laid 3 of Nouemb., moft of the minifters did defift, if not all.) They 
publiihed alfo a peaper, wherin the power of pkoetng and di^Iaoeing mi- 
nifters in Scotland, was'eomitted to about 40 minifters and SO mling elders^ 
alt Scots men. (Obf., this is the lame peaper that Mr Pftt. Gtllefpie brought 
donne the laft yeare from the Protector.) May 1660, the laid Laird of Swin- 
toune turned Quaker, and a litell after, the laid Lodcart was depofed from 
his charge at Dunkirke, by the K. Maj. Ch. the 2. 

1655, Slept. S4.— The prouinciall aff. of Fyfe latt att St Androus, where 
Mr Andro Hinniman was moderator, minifter of St Androus. At this time 
Mr Rob. Blaire, minifter ef St Androus, was att Edenbrougfae, and fent a 
lietter to the laid prouinciall, excufing himfelfe for his abfence from ther melt- 
ing, andwithall deiyrii^the fynod torepell the act of ther laft lynod for entring 
of Expectants, (which was, that they fould finge vnder ther hand to line peace- 
ablie, and not to hold rpthe prefent differences), or otherwyfe to giue ther 
fenfb and meaning of it ; and if they wold doe nether, he delyred that his 
di&ffentt from the laid act might be markett in ther bookes ; alleadging the 
&ld act to be contrare to the Word of God, to the Couenant, and to the Euan- 
geKcall libertie of the minifters of the gofpell : and with all delyred the fy- 
nods anlwer. — Thus Mr Blaire. The fynod att this time gaue him no anfwer, 
bot defyred that his letter might be keiped till the nixt lynod. After this letter 
was read, feuerall of the minifters of the alf. tooke a doubell of this letter ; 
sind Mr Ja. Wood, m. of 8t Androus, arole, and fpake pnblike, in the feace 
6f the melting, and &ld that he admired very mutch of that letter, finoe Mr 
Blaire himfelfe was one of the chiefe contriuers of that act, and wa» prefent 
at the drawing vp of it; as alft>, that aft;erward, att Cuper, att the meiting 
anent Mr ^t. Peakoke for to be m. ef Dinboughe, be was the man that gaue 
dut of his hand to the.lhfd Mr Pat. the laid act to lublbribe, and &id that it 
was not neidiVill that he Ibnld haue anie moretime toaduife on thelame, fince 
the Laird of CoUemnie had gotten a doubell ofthe Ibid act before from the 
l^ntiod for him. Allb the Eaird of Creich did Ihpj^cat the IJmod that the 
iiid Mr Pisacoke might not be eftsblilhed m. of Dinboughe, becaufe of his 
prenarication, in ftying and gainfaying, (for he had fubfcribed the ikid act^ 
and' againe recald his fubfcrintton,) alleadging that his miniftrie ther 
wold be no ways profolting, bet rather preiudiciall, becaufe of bis fcan- 
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dall gmen to t!mt flocke. Allb, ke proteAed againft his eiJl to tliat perifli» 
calling it a pretended call. Againe, Conernie did fbpplicat ibr Mr Faa- 
coke, that ke migkt be m. ofDinbovtgke^ Bot all tbir debaitts were rdl^'- 
red to a comittie of the prouinciall to be held att Cuper. Alfo the pIa»tiB|^ 
ef Kembocke was referred to a cemtttie. Keimbocke, att this time» (beeattfe 
of many diners replys betuixt the prefb. of St Androus andhim), defyiredte^ 
know who Ibnld haue the laft word.) Alio, eertatne queries were read, to 
be aiket at the yifitation of chnrches and ibholes, ibme of them in reference to 
the minift^, aind ibme of them in relation to the elders, and a eopie <3f them 
was ordained to be fent to each prelbetrie. Alfi>, abont the clofe of the flff 
Mr Alex. Moncriefe, m. of Sconie, put in apeaper, challenging^ Mr «Ra. Woo4 
(wka preackt the iaj of the fitting dbwne of this afl!), to haue fpoken Ibme 
thing? in his fermon that day, that gane oflSence to certeine godlie minifters 
and others. Vpen this, the faid Mr Wood arofe, and laid that he had fpoken 
nothing bot what was plainlie holden out by the Word of GKk), without ap^ 
plication to any ; and if any had applyed it to themfelnes, it was a token that 
they were guiltie. Moreouer, he faid that he wondered that Mr Alex, fimld 
challenge fuch things, wha did not heare hira, nether wasprefent at fermon; 
and withall defyred that be fould be vrged to giue notice of his informer att 
the nixt fynod. This meiting fatt till Thurfday att night, and then clofed. 

1655, Sep. 28. — The Laird of Lundy tookeioumey from Gilmerton inLou^ 
thtan, for England ; he kaueing, before his goeihg from Fyfe, dinned Us 
liferent to his creditors, his brother Hatton, and Kincraige being ouerfeiers^ 
m the diQ>ofition. He returned againe to Lundy, Sept. 14, 16^. (His lady 
and Mr Ja. Makgill went to the Hatton, his brothers houfe, and brought him.) 

1655, Oct. 6.— %Fames Sword, Proueft of St Androus, d^airted out of tki9 
Kfe att St Androus, and was interred ther the 8 of Oct. being Moneday } (he 
dyed mexpectedlie, of a paine of the grauell.)* No* long after, Mr Jkone^ 
his eldeil fonne, dyed aHb; as alfb another of his fonns. 

1655, Oct. — ^This month the greateft pairt of the mintftery in Scotland (if 
not all) left; of to pray for the King in ther publicke prayers. May 1660, at 
his returne, they pegw againe to pray for him.

Thir haue ther balden of Enderkythen. 

1655. — ^This yeare Mr Fredricke Garmichaell, minifter of Markinflie, did 
caufe bueld a houfe on the manfe ther, the heritors of the laid parilh, fome 
yea^res before, hauen giuen money to him for that effect. The laid Mr Fre- 
dricke, to helpe to bueld the walls of his houfe, did caufe take fome ftones out 
of the church-yeard deike ; the place is yet yifibell, being on the fouth weft 
fyde of the church deike, ouer againft Walter Mutrays houfe in Markinlhe. 

1655, Nou. 21. — Mr Jhone Siues, Laird of Kembocke in Fyfe, was found 
dead att the water fyde of jBden, in the place called the Haugh, neare to £r- 
dries lodging. The moft pairt of the day before he was drinking ale and 
ftrong waters at George Trumbells houfe in Guper, neare thetolbooth, with 
$<r George Morefone, Laird of Darlie, Achannachie, the Laird of Mount, and 
diners others.* He was a great opofer of the prelbetrie of St Androus 
anent the planting of Kembo kirke with a minifter.t

ftorme ; alfo feuerall fklt panns wronged, both in Fyfe and Louthian fyde.

1660, Jun. 12. — The Earle of Balcarrs, in Fyfe, (remember he was the 
firft Earle of that familie,) who depairted out of this life in Hollande, in Sept. 
l659» whofe corps was brought from thence to Scotland, and landed att the 
EUie, Dec. S, 1659» and fome dayes after were caried to Balcarrs, and this 
13 of June were interred att Balcarrs, in the ordinar buriall place there, with 
fuitting folemnitie.

1660, Jun. 10, (or therby.) — The King of France, maried the King of 
Spains daughter, called the Infanta of Spaine ; this was done by a proxie^ 

viz. Don de Aro, reprefenting the King of France; the King of 

France was alfo ther prefent, bot incognito. The mariage fei^ and folemp 
nitie ftood at a place in France called Font-arabia ; the King of Spaine was 
alfo perfonallie prefent at the weding. Before the mariage, the King of Spaine 
called his grandees togither, before whom he demanded of his daughter that 
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ihe fould renounce all hir interreft in ihe crowne of Spaine, wlitck ihe did 
willingly, and gaue it vnder hir hand. At this tyme^ both the Ikid Kinge^meit 
togither, and tooke mutuall oaths, one of another, for confirmation of a lett- 
ing peace betnizt the two kingdomes.

1660, July 5, being Thurfday, — ther was a day of thanklgiueing Co the 
Bfoft High, kept by the prefbetrys of St Androus and Cuper, in ther feueraU 
congregations, for the great reuolutions of afiairs of late in thir thrie nations, 
AblA for reftoring our Kings Maj. Charled the Second, to his regall power 
againe, (who entered London May SQy 1660, being his birth day.) The Ihid 
day, Mr Ja. MakgiU, m. preacht at Largo once, his text being 1. Rev. 10. 9. 
and the Pf. 21. was fung from the 1 to the 8 ver. (This dewtie was per- 
formed by others more tymoufly.)

l660.-~His Maj. K. Gh. the Second, after his retume to his kingdomeer, 
as is iaid in May laft, he conftitute the £• of Glencaime Chancelour of Scot* 
lande, (he did fucceid Ghanc. Gambell.) As for the £• of Grafoordi he was 
continued treafurer ; the £. of Laderdaile was appointed fecretwy to his Ma< $ 
S' Archebald Primrofe, clerke regifter ; the E. of Rothes prefident to the 
counfell ; S*" Johne Gilmowre prefident^ of the Seffioune. May 29i 1664, 
Glencairne, the Ghancelowr, depairted out of this life, att his howfe in JLow- 
thian. 

1660, Aguft 23.— The committee of Eftates iatt atEdenb. (This was the firft 
committee appointed by his Maj . flnce his^ retume from his ba&ifhment.) At 
this tyme ther being fome of the Remonftrator and Protefting minifters mett 
at Edb,, the fidd committie lent Ibme of ther number, delyring them to dii^ 
folue and goe to ther owne homes ; bot they reAiled, till the com. lent to them 
thrie feuerall times ; at lenth the commit, relbhied (for pr^ruation ot the 
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peace,) to caufe ther peapers to be brought iher, and themfelues committed 
to the Gaftell of Edb. The perfonB committed were, Mr Ja. Guthrie, m. of 
Stirling ; Mr Rob. Traill ; Mr Job. Stirling, m. of Edb. ; Mr Alex. Moncriefe, 
Sconie, Mr Job. Semple, Mr Tho. Ramiay, Mr Gilbert Hall, Mr Job. Scot, 
Mr Greorge Naime, m. of Bruntelland,andMr Job. Murray, m. of Mephen,yiz. 
ten minifters, and John Kirke, ruling elder. Some few dajes after, the laid 
Mr Tho. Ramlaj came foorth diftracted, (as was reported.) In Jun. I66l, the 
laid Mr Guthrie was hanged publickly at the Crofle of Edb., hj order of par- 
liament, (as is fpoken afteruarde) ; and Ibme monthes after, Mr Jb. Murray 
depairted out of this life at Mepben. 

1660, Aguil. — About the end of that monthe, the Earle of South-Eike flew 
the Mafter of Gray by duell, in the place, not far from Liondon. 

1660, Sept. 4. — ^The Duke of Lennox was interred about London, in the 
ordinar place fett apairt for that familie, whofe corps was attended by diners 
nobelmen andgentrie, with ane hundred and fiftie coaches, (as the weikly in- 
telligence aflerted.) He died in France, by eating a furfett of fruit, as was 
reported. 

l660, Sept. 10. — Ther was a proclamation at London by his Maj. of peace, 
betuixt the two crowns of England and Spaine to continowe firme and fure, 
as it was in the reinge of K. Charles the firft, and the now prefent K. of 
Spaine. 

1660, Sept. — ^Ther was a proclamation att Edb., by the committie of Eftats 
ther (formerly mentioned), againft two feditious books, inueighing againft 
monarchic, and laying ground for rebellion, viz. Lex Hex, and the Qmses 
of Oods TVraih against the Land; commanding all that had them in pof- 
feffion to bring them in to Mr Rob. Dalgleifli, in Louthian, the K. Maj. fo- 
licitour, againft the 14 of Oct. nixt, and the difobedient to be counted eny- 
mies to his Maj. (Remember Lex Rex was emitted (as was fuppofed) by 
Mr. Samuell Rutherfoord, at St Androus ; and the Causes of Oods fFrath^ 
etc. by the proteftors.) About the fame time, that booke of the luftification 
of the murther of K. Charles the 1, emitted by Johne Goodwin, ane Eng- 
lifli man, a number of the laid books being brought together, were brunt att 
London, by the hand of the hangman. Oct. l6, 1660, Lex Rex was brunt 
publickly at Edb. } and Oct. S3, it was brunt att St Androws, and the laid 
Mr Samuell difcharged for the prefent of his fimction in the New Colledge» 
and from preaching in the towne of St And. Not long after, be depairted 
put of this life att St Androws, being ftill fuipended from his charge. 
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1660, Sept. 17.-— Mr Androw Anderfone, haueing left Cuper fch., waa ad- 
mitted Icholemeafter of St Johnftone- He did fucceid to Mr Pa- 

terfone, brother to Mr Johne Phtterfone, lately regent at St Leonards Col- 
ledge. Oct 299 1660, Mr Johne Williamfone did fucceid to his charge, who, 
at Mr Androw depairture, was doctor of the laid fchoole. (Remember, the 
laid Mr Johns father was icholemeafter att Cuper, immediatlj before the 
laidMr Androws entrie then) This jowngman not haueing authoritieaneugh, 
was put of his charge, and in Feb. 166S, Mr Robert Killocke, fcholemeaft. 
at Fawckland, was admitted therto. 

1660, Sept. 18.— -The Duke of Glocefter, our K. Maj. brother, depairted 
out of this life att London, being a jouth about 20 or 22 yeirs of age ; he died 
of the finall poxe. 

1660, Oct 2 ^The prouinciall afll of Fjfe iktt at Kirkekaldie, where Mr 

George Hamiltoune, m. of Pittenweyme, was moderator. Ther was litell 
thing of anj concernment done hire, only a letter drawen vp to be fent to 
his Mueftie, congratulating his retume, etc. 

1660, Oct. 25. — The Kings Maieftie emitted a declaration in print, extend- 
ing only to the kihgdome of England, and dominion of Wales, wherin, 1, 
he approued of Epifcopaffie, as it was eftabliflied by law in England, and 
promifed withall to adde fome fufiragan bifhops to euery diocefe ; 2, he com- 
manded the Seruice Booke to be read in all the churches ther, bot wiihall 
to be reueiued by fome ; S, he approued of Confirmation before the admif^ 
fione of fome perfons to the Lords tabell ; 4, he allowed of kneiling att the 
communion; 5, of the finge of the crofle to be rfed in baptifing,of chel- 
dren ; 6, he commanded the fiirplice to be yfed by all, el|>ecially in his owne 
chapell, cathedrall churisli6ii» and in bbtii yniuarfities, yiz. Cambridge and 
Oxforda; 7f he appointed the ordination of minifters to be conftantly and 
folemly performed by the biihope and his preft>ytery ; 8, none were to be 
compelled to bow at the name of Jesus, bot thofe who pleafed might doe it. 

1660. — ^About or after Michaelmiffe, Robert Murray, one of die baylies of 
Edb. the preceiding yeire, was cholen proueft of Edenb. for this yeire. A 
litell after he was enftalled in his office, the Kings Maj. fent downe a com- 
miffion to the Chancelour, (viz. Glencaime), to knight him, which the Chan- 
celour accordingly did } the £• of Rothes at that time, (becaufe cheife nobel- 
man then prefent), did deliuer the fworde to the Chancelour wherwith he 
was knighted; fo that now he is S'. Rob. Murray. (He did fucceid to S'. 
James Stewart)

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fooHher. (ReioaeiEibker that it was from the wdentiag <^f tlus geptebuMs houfe. 
that this foriaid gentelwomaa Suf. Garftr. was comeing when fhe periflie4 
in the water.) 

1660, Dec. 21, being Fi^^aj,— -the Marques of Argyle w:as committed pre* 
fbner to the Gaftdl of Edh* and the Laird of Swintoune, in the Mers^ to tfie 
ToUbuith in £db« Xh^ both came donne pi7fimeri9 from London^ by fe<i ; 
they were attended by diners hundreds of perfons of the towne gairds off 
Edb. from Leith to tiier feuerall wards. Swintoune came up the itreit all 
the way his head yncouered; (this w^b he who was lb intimate with the 
leate Ihroteetcnr O. Gromuell, and turned a quaker after his Mbj* arriuaU att 
London, May 29» 1660.) ^ Many thonlands did gaze and exqlaime againfi;

1660, Dec. 28, being Fryday,— ^ohne Growiay^ the potinger, Kistcraigs ^- 
cond fon, maried Margret Sharpe, the deceafled Doctor Sharpe, in Edb. his 
iecond daughter. The mariage feaft flood in the Ellie, in Mr Robert Weyms

1660, Dec. SI.— The Princefe of Orange, his Maj. fifter, depairted out of 
ihis life att London, of the finall poxe, viz. the fiune defeaffe hir brother GHo- 
cefter dyed off. 

l660. — Some weiks before this Princeffe death, James Duke of Yorke, hir 
brother, maried Hyde, Chancelour of England, his daughter, (for a litell after 
his Maj. comeing to England, (he was brought to bed of a cheild to him, got- 
ten before the manage in Holland.) His Maj. was not liitiffied with the 
manage, nor yet the Queene his mother, vpon which, in Jan. l66l, flie left

l66l, Jan. 1. — The parliament red and fatt att Edb. 6. M. AGddelton, now 
Earle of Fittercaime, being commiffioner for his Maj. This was the firft pari, 
called in Scotlande hj his Maj. K. Gh. the 2, finoe his exile att Worcefter. 
The E. of Craforde caried the croune that day, Sutherlande the Icepter, and 
Mar the fworde ; after thej came up from the Abay (where they all tooke 
horfe), Mr Robert Dowglas, m« of Edb. did preach to them in the pari, houle; 
and aiter fermon, the Chancelour, viz. Glencaime, who caried the purfe that 
day, was chofen prefident to the fidd meiting. They all tooke horfe againe, 
in the lame order, and conueyed the Gomiffioner to his lodging in the Abay. 
This pari, eftabliihed the royale prerogatiue fuUie, in taking the oath of al- 
leagiance, and alfo that of fupremacie; they granted his Maj. a negatiue voice, 
and the power of the militia ; as alfo power to call and diflblue parliaments. 
They raifed the dead body of the Marquis of Montroflh, formerly execute at 
the Crofle of Edb. and caufed interr the lame with a futabell folemnitie. May 
11, l66l, in St Gyles church ther. They refcinded his act of forfatrie. Alfo 
the bodies of other two were raifed by them. They eftabliihed laieke pa# 
tronages of churches againe ; they declaired the Remonstrance feditious, and 
the Cawes of Oods fFrath ; they refcinded and made voide the League and 
Couenant with England } as alfo, they refcinded the pari, holden at Edb. in 
An. 1649 i as alfo feme acts of preceiding pari, fince thir late troubells. Al- 
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to f they made voide that act in An« 16479 for deliueiy wp of his Mig« perfon^ 
K. CL the 1, to the Englilh at Newcaftell. Thej emitted a proclamation 
againft fome recu&nt minifters in Irland> wha refiifed to fubmitt to epifco- 
pall gouerment ther. They alio eftablifhed againe the Lords of the Arti- 
cles, yiz. about 12 nobelmen, 12 gentrie, and 12 burrowes. They alfo an- 
nulled the act for the Nationall Couenant, and made yoide the act that was 
againft Epiicopacie in this church. His Mig. birth day, viz. 29 of May, was 
appointed to be keiped yeirly hireafter. They did approue of his Maj\ ma- 
nage with the Infatita of Portugal!. They forfault the Lord Warefton, fur- 
named Jofanfton ; they alio forfault and beheaded the Marquefe of Argylle, 
May 27» l66l ; they hanged alfo Mr James Guthrie, minifter at Stirling, Jun. 
1, and one William Giuan the fame day, all thrie at the Crofe of Edb. They 
appointed a yifitation of the yniuerfities, yiz. of St Androws, Aberdeine, • • 

• • • • ; and the 12 of July l66l, they did adioume this pari, to 

the 1 of March 1662. The day after, his Maj. Gommiffioner tooke iourney 
for Epgland, and two dayes aftisr, the E« of Crafoorde went wp alfo. They 
did [not] fitt downe againe till the 8 of May 1662, att which tyme the bi- 
ihops did fitt amonge them. 

1661, Jan. 1. — ^The Duke of Yorke, his Maj. brother, at London, had a fon 
baptized, called Gharles ; his Maj. K* Ch. 2, and the Duke of Albe-marle, 
viz. G^* Monke, being godfathers, and the MarchionefTe of Ormond god- 
mother. The Biihope of London did baptize the laid cheilde. His Maj. was 
pleafed to crcfate the faid childe Duke of Cambridge, and his mother, Anne 
Hyde, Ghancelour Hydes daughter, DutchefTe of Yorke. 

l66l, Jan. 7-— *The MarqueiTe of Montrofle his body, by order of the 
faid pari, was raifed out of the Bdrrow-mure, at Edb. and his head taken 
downe of the tolbuith of Edb. and his fcattered members appointed to be 
brought to the Abbay church, where his body now lies till it be interred. 
May 1 1, l66l, the laid body was caried from thence and intered at St Giles 
cburoh, in Edb. in great pompe, being attended by his Maj. Comiffioner, and 
the greateft pairt of the members of parliament. 

l66l, Jan. 8. — S'. Arthur Hafelrige depairted out of this life, in the Tower 
of London, where he had beine prifoner fince a litel after his Maj. arriuall 
att London, May 29> 1660. 

1661, Jan.— The Earle of Eglinton (being ane old man,) depairted out of 
this life at his owne houle in the weft*coimtrey. 

1661, Jaa«— ^Tbe Lady Finlatour, Glenciuniey the now Qiancelour, his

Hir corpswere caried from the Weyms 
to Lowthian by fea, and landed at Muffelbroughe, Mar. 21, and caried pre- 
fently from thence to the CSaftell of Dalkeith, were they lay till they be inter^ 
red. The 17 of Apr. I66I, they were interred in ftately manor, in the day 
tyme, at the church of Dalkeith. 

1660.— His Maj. ihortly after his retume to England, eftablifhed epiibo- 
pacie in that nation ; and Anno I66I it was eftabliihed in Irlande, tmd An. 
1662 in Scothmd ; for in May 1662, the bifhops iatt in Parliament att Edb. 

1660, or therby.— S' Johne Gilmure, aduocat in Edb., bought the lands of 
Craigmeller in Lowthian, from the Laird of Graigmiller, the deceafled Dury 
of Fiffe, his ion in law. 

1661, Mar. 20. — Johne Woods corps were landed in the Ellie, which were 
browght downe from London, by Johne Whyte^ ikipper ther. He was a ca* 
dttit of the houle of Largo, and it was he that caufed bueld the ftone dyke 
about the church of Largo^ and buelt the jEchOle houfe at R^neldrie. They 
were intered in Largo lylle die 22 of July I66I, being Moneday, in the day 
tyme. He appointed alfo a Hoipitall to be built at laxgOp for honeft perfons 
that decayed in ther ftibftaace. 

1661, Mar. 29.— Mr Samuell Rutherford, Frindpall of the New GoUedge 
inSt AndrowB, depairted dut of this life, at his dweUing houfe tiier, and^tnas 
interred the 90 of Mar. at tJie ordinar buriall place of the fidd dtie. Some 
weiks before, he had a dawghter that depairted out of this life likewyfe. Alfo, 
the&id 30 of Mar. Mr Androw Hinniinan, his motiier in law, was interred 
likewyfe i they both were caried at one tyme to ther long home. 
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1661, March. — All this month, for the moft pairt» ther was diuers wynds 
and great rains, hot upon the 24 of this month, being the Sabath, ther was 
inch a hauie raine the night before, and all that day, that the waters increaf- 
fed greatly, fo that ther was hardly any paflage to church in landward places. 
Alfo, in diuers low places, the water caft wp a great deale of land, both on 
the graiTe and come land, and did alfo waih away the molde or earth off 
mutch new fowen corne ; fo that the like of that day, and of the feafon, hes 
hardlie beine feine in ane age before. 

1661, Apr. 2.— The prouinciall aff. of Fyfe lat at St Androws, where Mr 
Dauid Forret, minift. of Kilconquer, was moderator. After they hadfitten 
a day, and condeicended wpon a peaper to be fent to his Maj. wifhing he 
might be as good as his word, etc. (This was in reference to the Letter he 
had fent downe to the prefbetry of £db. Sept. 3, I66O.) As alfo, fpeaking 
of another peaper to be intimat in the feuerall parifli churches, to put peo- 
pell in mynde of ther oath to Godin couenant, in caife that epifcopacy fould 
againe be eftabliihed in this land ; as alfo fpeaking againft Ibmething done 
by the prefent parliam. in cancelling the League and Couenant with Eng- 
land, etc. The nixt day, in the aftemone, they were raifed by the Earleof 
Kothes and the Laird of Ardroffe, two members of pari, (yowng Balfowr 
Beton being prefent with them for the tyme), and defyred them, vnder the 
paine of treafon, prefently to repaire to ther feuerall charges ; which they 
accordingly did. In the meane whille, the moderator offered to fpeake, and 
Rothes aniwered, ** Sir, wither doe ye i^ieake as a priuate man, or as the 
mouth of this meiting ? If you fpeake as the mouth of this meiting, yow^ 
^[>eake high treafon and rebellion.'' After that, Mr Da. Forret followed 
Rothes to his chamber, and fpake to him ; and amonge other things, fpeak- 
ing of the Couenant, he laid, that few or none of ther meiting hot had mu 
nifir^d the Couenant to hundreds, hot for himfelfe, he had tendwed it to 
thowiands, and if he fould be filent at this time, and fpeake nothing for it, 
bot betray the peopell, he laid, he wift not what he ddferued—- hanging were 
to litel for him. Rothes profeffed to this judicatory that it was fore againft 
his will that he came on that employment. Howeuer many of the miniftrie 
blames Mr James Sharpe, m. of Craill, for the prefent chaplen to his Maj. 
c<HniX|iffion^r, £. of Middelton, for ther fcattering ; for he wrat oner to fome 
of them^ fome dayes before, that a ftorme was like to breake ; and the laid 
Mr Da. Forret laid of himy that he was the greateft knaue that euer was in 
the Kirke of Scotlande. 
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1661, Apr. 4* — Old Generall Leflie, in F7ffe,theEarleofLeuen,dqpairt- 
ed out of this life at his owiie houfe in Batgonie, and was interred at Mark- 
infhe church, in his owne iyle, the 19 of Apr. in the euening. 

1661, Apr. 20. — The Lady Dalhbuiie, yownger, was interred at.the church 
of .... * in Lowthian. 

1661, Apr. 92. — The Laird of Achtermaime, called JohneLundy, depairt- 
ed out of this life at the Eaiter Newton, in his yncles houfe, and was inter* 
red at Kennoway church, the 25 of Apr. in the day time. He dyed a yoiinge 
man, neuer maried, fo that his fecond brother James, did fiiccetde to the 
eftate. 

l66l, Apr. 20. — ^Rumkeillo Makgill, being ane old man of 82 yeirs, de- 
pairted out of this life at his owne houfe, and was interred at Eptie church 
the 26 of Apr. 

1661, Apr. 23,-^being St Geoi^ge day, his Maj. King Charles the 2 was 
crowned by the Englilh at London, with great folemnitie. 

1661, Apr. 2d — Jeane Gowrlay, Kincraigs eldeit dawghter, and ^ouie 
to Robert Lentron in St Androws, depairted out of this life ther, and was 
interred at St Androws the 27 of Apr. 

l66l, Apr. 25.-f-The Lord Boyde maried one of the Ghancelours dawgh- 
ters, viz. Glencaime ; the manage feaft ftood in hir fathers hou&,. at Edb. 
being ther for the tyme, at the pari. 

1661, Apr. — ^The relult of the prouinciall aff. of 61a%ow was this : — 
Wheras there is a fcandall as if fome minifters within this church had meade, 
or were intending to make defection Trom the gouemment of the church of 
Scotland to prelaticall epilcopacy, the whole fynod, therfore, and eueiy 
member therof, doe willingly declaire, that they are fixed in the doctrine, 
worihipe, difcipline, and gouemment by feffions, prelbetries, fynods, generall 
aflemblies, as it is profefled and practi&d within this church, (and th^t they 
are reiblued by the grace of God fo to remaine.)*r-Bot ihortUe after, diuers 
of them did acqiiiefe with epifcopacy. 

1661, Apr. 29.— Glencaime, the Chancelour, and the Earle of Rothes, 
with Mr James Scharpe^ tooke ioumey from Edb. to London, being fent vp 
by the pre&nt pari, to his B^. 

166 1, Apr. SO. — The Laird of Philiphawch, his hoife wan the race att Gu- 
per this yeire, and Stobs horfe, iiimamed Scot, was fecond. Onlie thir two

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ran, and as ikej went foorth, fo ibej returned, PhHiphawdll hisliorfe being 
ftill firft. That whick was fonnerlie money is now conuerted to a large fil- 
uer cupe, worth 18 lib. fterl. or therby, as is reported. Hie ryder that wan 
was Johne Hoome. On the morrow, being the firfl of May, tiiey ran for a 
filuer cup, worth 5 lib. fieri, giuen in by the proueft of Guper for the tyme, 
vias. the Earle of Rothes, wher Powry Fothringames hwie in Angus caried 
the day, the lame Johne Hume being the rydw, and Will. Amots horie, Fer^- 
nys brother, was the laft of tiie fowre horfes that.ran« 

l66l. May 7. — William Lentron, proueft of St Andrpws, was interred at 
St Andrews. He depairted out of this life feme dayes before, at his owne 
lioufe, in the (aid citie. 

l66l. May 11.— The bones of the Marquefe of Montroie, formerlie men- 
tioned, (which were raifed Jan. 7> l66l), were intered at Edb. the laid day, 
in 4St Giles church, with great folemnitie, being attended by his Maj« comif- 
fioner, Middelton, and the greateft pairt of the members of pari., from the 
Abay church to the laid place.

I651i was ac* 
cordinglie keiped, and fermon in diuers places, as at Edb. and the prelb. of 
St Andrews, etc. (Mr Ja. Magill, m. ^at Largo, his text the fidd day. was 
Luk. £0. 25. *,) and bonefyrs at night, both in Fyle and Lowthian, etc . The 
laid day, likewyfe, Middelton, his Maj. commiffioner to the prefent pari, and 
the greateft pairt of the members <^pQi^L were feafted by the citie of Edb. 
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1661, Jun. 1, being Saterday, .... Hamiltone of Brigge, a LdWihian 
^entelman^ befyde the Quens^Feriy, maried Margaret Luhdy, old Stratheclys 
eldeft dawghter ; the manage feaft flood at Bamungo, in hir fathers houfe. 
in Dec. 1663, he depairted out of this life in Lowthian, about that j(ame yery 
tyme that his wife was brought to bed of a foh. 

1661, Jun. 1. — Mr James Guthrie, minifterof Stirling, (being ibmedayes 
before condemed by the prefent pari.,) was hanged at the OraBe of JSdb. 
pttblicklie, for treafon aguaft his Maj. ; complyance with the publickeinua- 
^r of this nation, the Englifh ; for adhering to The Memonstrance^ The 
Gaw%es of Oods Wrath, and to the Act qfthe TVest Kirke, etc. ; and his 
head was put wp on the Nether-Bowe. At the fame tyme and place, like- 
wyfe, one William Giuan, foifmerly ane officer of war, was hanged likewyfe 
with him publickly, for haueing ane hand in his leate Maj.

Doctor Mairtin, the phefitian, who maried the deceafled Liaird of 
Strendy in Fiffe, his eldeft dawghter, gat a decreit of exoneration of all his

parliattient being fitting for the tyme likewila^ (hot often mdiourned.) In

lO&l, Jul 11, being ThnrtSay,-^' Daniel GkutnichaeU (formerly treafiirer 
depute,) maried Anna Scot, the Laird of Arch'ofle in Fyile, hia iecond dawgh- 
ter $ the ttariage ieaft flood at the EUie Haee^ in hir ihthers houle. 

l66l, Jul. S7 and S8. — ^The eoainiimion wasgiuenat Oireaand Newbome ; 
Mt Wili. Rows helpers at Cirea were Afa* fiobert Blair, Mr George Thom- 

fone, «nd ; and Mr George HamiltofBa helpers at Newbame were 

Mr DMid Porret on Satnrns day, old Mr Geoi^ Han. his fiither, and Mr 
Ja*. Makgfll on Moneday. 

I66], JuK ^.-^The ttagiftronds at St Androwa were lawriatt by ... . 
..:..•.. in the Old Oolledge, (Mr WiUiam Ganpbell had the dafle 
^in yeire,) tmd Mr Jbhne Hitoiltone in St Leonard and both ther th^» 
were printed at Dundte. 

1661, Aguft 8. — Ike laird of Oomlicks, fumamed mariad 

ttie lisdy O^ch, in Fyfe, for his iecond lady ; the mariage feaft ftood att hir 
h^ufe in Dinbouge. 

1661, Aguft 6.--S' Alexander Gibfbn, the Laird of Dury, in Fiffe, depaart- 
cfd out d( this life tit Dury^ about the SS yeire at his age. fie dyed of a pnr- 
-jyie ifeauer, wiliiin IS €/t 14 days, and was intered in Scony kirke, the 16 of 
Agtift, being FTyday, in the day tyme. He Ictft no foims behinde him, bot 
t>idy two daw^rters, (the young^ ^ed fbortly after,) and hb lady with 
childe, which was a dawghter alio. His brother .^bone did fucceide to the

- f66l.-^About themiddeft of July and Aguft, the flone wall at Lundy, 
iv^tlr'the corball ftones att the >tope of it, on the north fyde ^ the dofle that 
goes^om^he fiabeU to^the brew^houfe, was buelt beJobne Paterfon, meaf- 
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fon, with otber thrid men that he brought ; they werd nire a inoiithsiyiiie 
in budding of it, with that new; window aboue the lardner doore« It ftood 
the lady, on way and other» nire 000 marks Scots ; this Paterfone had tear 
pence a day, and his nighbours nyne pence^ and all ther dyet in the houfe; 
It tooke nireby fourtie bolls of lyme ftones. And Oct. 23, l66l, the Lady 
caufed make a new chemlay for the hall of Lnndy, of the neweft fSaihion, witii 
long barrs of iyron before, with a high backe, all of iyron behinde.

About which tyme, he ob- 
tained a publick merketts in itt yeirly, on in June SSE» which begane this* 
y^ive, 1 666, where the Lady Weymes beftowed nire ane 100 doUars on ware, 
amonge the chep-men, etc. ; and a weikly merket for flelh, etc* with a horle 
and a foot race on the &id merket day, for a ladell, a paire of Ihone, and a bo. 
net, on the laid 22 of June. An. 1666, in July, he buelt a timber bridge 
oyer the water of Leyen, a litell aboye the Bafle Millyn,ibr the greater feale

Rothes, haueing come downe from court fome dayes before,) the cown&U.of 
ftate latt att Edb., and the nizt day, being Fryday, they caufed emitte and be 
proclaimed ouer the Grofle, a proclamation in his Maj. name, for eftablilh- 
ingEpifcopacieagaine in the church of Scotlande; which was done with' great 
folemnitie, and was afterwarde printed. All perfons, wither men or weomen, 
were difcharged to Q>eake againft that o£Sce, under the paine of treafon. And 
about the lame tyme, the yniuerfitie of St Androws were difcharged to med- 
dell with the pryor rents of this yeire, l66l ; fo that ther new gift of the 
pryory, by his deceafled Maj., K. Gh. the 1, is now fallen and ceafleth.. 

I66l, Sept. 1 0. — ^In ihenight tyme,theyowngLairdof Kingcra^edepairted 
out of this life at his &thers houfe in Kingc, and was interred at Kilconqwer 
church, the IS of Sept. being Fryday, in the day tyme ; he dyed of a flux, with 
a feauer, within 12 or 14 days iicknes. He left behinde him two cheldren,; 
himfelfe being about SO yeirs o£age, and his wife with cheilde. 

l66l, Sept. 14.— The EarleofTwethall was committed prifoner tothecaftell 
of Edb., by the cownfell of ftate, and the 4 of Oct« after, he was let out yppn 
bayle«f the £. of Kelly, and one. of hi& owne name, were cation for him for 
ane lOO thowiand marks, that he fould retume wpon demande. 

l66l, Oct. 3.— Old Straerly, called James Lundy, depairted out of this life 
atBamungo, who was liueing ther for the tyme, who dyed of a flux. . His corps

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were brougt to Straerly upon the Sabath, in the aftemoone, and fett without 
doores ther all night, till Moneday att ane of the clocks being the ^ of Oct.

1661, Oct. IS. — ^The commimion was giuen at Largo, by Mr James Mak* 
gill, mi. then He himfelfe did preach wpon the Saterday, and on the Sabath 
in the forenone; his text was one at both dyets,Tiz. Lament. 3.25. Mr George 
Hamiltone^ yownger, m..attNewbume, did preach in the aftemonc his text 
Rom. 6. 5. And on Moneday after, Mr Hary Raymour, min. at Gambie,.hi8 
text 2 Conn. 5. 14, 15. Ther was about 10 or 11 tabels ferued that day, all 
by the fidd Mr Ja. Magill, except two that were ferued by Mr Geo. Hamil- 
tone. Ther was about 70 perfons debarred, wheroff fome for abfence att the 
dyets of examine, and other for ignorance. 

l66l.^^BetuixtLammi8 andHaUowmiffe, Mr Tho. Kinninmount, that wait- 
ed on the Laird of Lundy, paffed his tryalls in the prefbetry of St Androws, 
and he did preach att Largo church, Dec. S, I66I, being the Sabath, on that 
lame text that he had his popular fermon before the prefbetry, 8 or 10 dayes 
before, which was his firft eflay in publicke after the prelbetry.

He dyed of the Flanders 
ficknes, within two dayes after he landed, haueing prefenily come from Hot 
land, anent his leade bufllnes. 

1661 . — A litell before this tyme, the Laird of Ingleftone in Lowditan, nebe 
Hatton, was killdd att his owne houfe, by Ihooting a fowilif^ peice, which 
finote him in the very act, and was interred (hortly after.

— James P^efton, the Lady Ardreis eldeil fon, depairted out 
of this life att Ardrey, and was interred the 6 of Feb. 166S, at Craill ; he 
dyed of a confumption. The day before, Fenges Weymes had a dawghter 
buried att Scony ; and the day after, the Lady Randerfton was interred att 
St Androws. 

1662, Feb. 12.— -Katren Edifone, Mr Thomas WUibns wyfe, fcoole mealier 
at Largo, depairted out of this life at his dwelling houfe ther, and was in- 
terred at Laigo church the 14 of Feb. 1662. She was ane old woman, aboue 
84 yeirs of age, as was reported, hot neuer maried till fhe was paft fextie.

1662, Mar. 14. — S' Andrew Gilmowre, aduocat at £db. and brother to

dayes after he fell ficke of a high feuer. 

1662, Mar. 13. — In the night feafon, at Edb. on Thomas Hebron, a wry-

after by 3 or 4 perfons, and layd dowae on a midden head, in the High 
Streit. A yowng mayde eomeing by in the tyme, being affi^yed, eryed» and 
went in to the Cowrt of Gaird, and told the bufinee ; wpon this^ feme of 
the gaird went owt and apprehended 5 men, drinking with a woman, in the 
lodging where he lay, and caried them to the tol4mith.

1662, Apr. 6. — ^EUpet Hamiltone, fpoufe to Mr Patridk Weyms, minifter 
of Abetfaa, in the prefbetrie o# Kirkekaldie, depairted out of this life, and 
was interred att AJbetfaa <tereh, the 8 of Apr. in the day lyme ; fhe dyed 
of a purpie finer, about the II di^. 

1662, Apr. 8, being Tuefday. — ^This yeire, Powrie Fotiiringame, in An- 
gus^ hie horfe did weniie the race at Cuper. That which formerly was pay- 
ed in money was, tiiis yeire, turned to a cupe, as alio the yeire before to an- 
other, wfaidh was the firft yeire of eups« Ihe £. of Dundie was fecond, one 
Cuainghame thrid, and the Lord Meluens meare was laft.

1^682, Apr. 8.^ — ^TkeBifliops created at London in the end of the laft yeire 
eama from thence to Edb* and entered the citie with great pompe, viz. 
Mr James Sharpe, m« of GraUl, Archbifhope of St Andrews ; Mr Andrew 
Faisfiill, m. of Dunce, Archbifhope of Glaigowe ; Mr [James] Hamil- 
tone^. Bifhope of [Gaiioway] ; and Doctor [Robert] Lighten, formerly pri-

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mat of Edb. CoUedgei Bifhope of [Dumblane.] As for Mr Scharpe, he came 
to Fiffe, Apr. 15, and dyned that day at Abetfaa, S' Androw Ramfajs, for- 
merly proueft of Edb. his houfe, and that night came to Leflj, being attend- 
ed hj diners both of the nobilitie and gentrie. The nixt day, being Wed- 
denfdaj^ the 16 of Apr. he went to St Androws from Leflj, attended from 
the £. of Rothes his houfe, with about 60 horfe, bot, by the way, diuers 
perfons and corporations (being wretten for in particular by the laid E. of 
Rothes, a day or two before)* mett him, fome atone place, and fome at ane 
other, viz. fome from Fawkland, Achtermowghtie, Cuper, Craill, and about 
120 horfemen from St Androws and elfewhere, fo that once they were efti- 
mat to be about 7 or 8 hundred horfe. The nobilitie ther were £. of Rothes, 
£. of Kelly, Earle of Leuen, and the Lord Newwarke ; of gentrie, Ardroife, 
Lundy, Rires, Dury, Skaddoway, Doctor Mairtin of Strandry, and diuers 
others. All the way the laid Archbifhope rode thus, viz. betwixt two nobeU 
men, namely, Rothes on his right, and Kelly on his left hand. No minifters 
were prefent ther, lafe Mr William Barclay, formerly depofed but of Fawck- 
land, and Mr Walter Comry, minift. of StLiBonarda Colledge,that came foorth 
with the Bifliope his fonne, out of St Androws, to meit his £Either. (He 
dwells in the Abbay in Mr George Weyms houfe, that formerly belonged to 
B. Spotfwoode, Archb. of St Androws.) That night ther fupped with the 
laid Bilh. the £. of Rothes, Kelly, Newwarke, Ardrofle, Lundy, Strandry, 
and diuers others ; and diuers of thir dined with him the nixt day. As for 
Rothes and Ardrofle, they lodged with him all night. On the Sabath after, 
he preached in the towne church in the forenoone, and a yeluet cuflion in 
the pulpit before him ; his text 1 Cor. S. 2. ** For I determined to know no- 
thing amonge yow, faue Jefus Chrift, and him crucified." His fermon did 
not run mutch on the words, hot in a difcourfe of vindicating himfelfe, and 
of prefiing of Epifcopacie and the ytilitie of it, fhewing, fince it was n^ant- 
ing,that ther hath beine nothing hot trowbels and difturbancies both in church 
and ftate. Apv. 30, 1662, he tooke iourney for Edb. being accompanied with 
about 50 horfe, moft of them of the citie of St Androws, and in his way he 
gaue the Ladys of Lundy a vifit at Lundy ; he came in only with 5 or 6 horfe, 
and himfelfe ftaid a fhort whille, took a drinke (hot did not dyne,) and was 
gone againe. May 7f 1662, being Weddenfday, he, accompanied with the 
reft, did confecrate other 6 bifhops in the Abbay church, the laid Archb. be- 
ing clothed that day with a whyte furplys, and aboue that a black fatten 
gowne ; all the reft, likewife haueing black fatten gowns on them, in the 
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tyme of the coniecration. It was accompanied with diuers goeings and re« 
turnings, and kneiliHg often before the tabell wher the Archbifhope latt ; the 
grounde, wheron they walked in the tyme of the confecrationi was all co- 
uered with carpetts ; and the Archbifhope of Glaigowe did bringe them, one 
by one, by the hand, to the laid Lord St Andrews, to whom they all did 
fweare obedience during ther life tyme. The perfons confecrat this day were 
6 in number : Mr Geoi^e Haliburlon, mi. of St Jonfton, now Bifliop of Dun- 
kell, (in Apr. 1665, he depairted out of this life att Perth) ; Mr Johne Pa- 
terfone, elder, in the north, m. of . • . . ., now Bifh. of Rofle ; Mr Murdo 

Makkenny, m. of and now Bifli. of Murray. The day after, they 

all iatte in Parliament, and did dyne with his Maj. Comiffionier therafter. 
Jun. 3, 166S, other two were confecrat at St Androws, in the communion 
ifle ther, by the laid Archbifhope of St Androws, Bifhope of Murray, Bilhop 
of Dunkell, and others of his aiTociats, viz. Doctor Wifhart, formerly m. of 
St Andrews, now Bifhope of Edb., and Mr Dauid Mitchell, formerly m. of 
Edb., now Bifhop of Aberdeine i in Januar, 166S, he depairted out of this 

life at Aberdeine. One Mr William Keith, m in the north, had 

fermon the day of the confecration, his text was in Math. 28. 18, 19- In his 
fermon he cited many fentences and paflages in the Greike townge, out of the 
fathers; he prelTed the ceremonies greatly, and the Articles of Pearth, and ex- 
horted the bifhops to reeftablilh the lame, etc. (ther is a fet forme for the 
confecration of bifhops.) Mr James Weyms, Fuddys brother, and on of the 
regents in St Leonards GoUedge in St Androws, was affiftant mainly at both 
ther confecrations, by vfhering in the Archbifhope to the place, and byprefent- 
ing the booke to the feuerall perfons that were confecrat, both hire and at Edb. 

1662, Apr. — The Lady Endergailly, elder, in Fiflfe, depairted out of this 
life at Endergailly, and was interred att Kilrinny church, the 22 of Apr. in 
the day tpne. 

1662, Apr. 24. — Johne Alexander, wryter in Edb. and fecond fone to the 

Laird of Skeddo^ay in Fiffe, maried Amot, a dawghter of the old 

Laird of Amots ; the mariage feaft ftood at hir fiithers houfe in Amot aboue 
Loch Leuen. 

1662, May.— George Strange in Kilrinny, ane old man, depairted out of 
this life at his houfe iher, and was interred the 6 of May, at the church of 
Kilrinny. Within a day or two after, his wife depairted this life likewife, 
and was interred the 12 of May, at the laid place. 

1662, May 8. — The parliament lat downe againe at Edb. where the for- 
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fttid Oonmiffioner Middelton was continaed his Maj. Goniiffloiiar, (the day 
before, the Archbiflidpe of St Andrews, with the reft formerly metttioned, 
did eonfeerat fome others in the Abbay church) ; and tUs day the Ettrb of 
Kelly and Weyms were lent out of the houfe to bringe in die &id bilhopd to 
be members of this parliament. (Remember, this is the firft parliament that 
Biihops did fltt in hire in Scotland fince the leate troubells, which bc^wme 
in An. 1698«) And when they were come in, his Bilaj. Comm^oner had a 
j^eich to them, congratulating ther retume to the filid judicatory, and (hew- 
ing the leamnefle of that meiting all that tyme ilnce they were debarred, 
etc. They commanded the Lords of the Articles to fitt, and did adioume 
themfelues till the IS of May, when they difolued. The Comiffioner, Mm- 
lelfe, bifhops and nobilitie, all went a foote from the parliiment houfe to 
the Abay, the Gommiffioner and the ArchUihope of St Andrews all the way 
goeing aionge togither, and sboue 90 diners perfbne going downe the ftreit 
all vncouered before them, and when they came they went to tabell, fitting 
downe At 4 in the aftemoone, and did not ryle from dyett till 8 a dbke at 
ili^t. Mr George Haliburtone, formerly mi. of St Jonfton^ hot now one of 
thir new conlecrat biihops, did preach this day at the opening yp <tf the laid 
pari. They ratified church gouerment in the church ^ Scotland by areh- 
biihops and biihops. May 28, they committed fome minifters in the weft 
countrey to the tolbuth, becaufe they refiifed to take the oath of fupremacie, 
etc. liiey againe appointed the 89 of Mmlj to be obfemed, being his Maj. 
birth day, through out the whole kingdome, which was accordingly done. 
They did abrogate the Nationall Gouenant of this kingdome likewife. Jul. 17» 
they committed the Lord Lome to the cafl;ell of Edb., who afterward re- 
ceaiied his fentence of death from them, fitting on his kneis, bot the tyme 
and place was remitted to his Maj. Gommifilonel'. Sept. 10, they adiourhed 
this pari, till 166S. 

1663. — About the begining of the yeire, Mr Johne Middelton wae admit- 
ted minifter of Lewchars by the prelbetrie of St Andrews. He did fteoceid 
to Mr Patrick Scowgall ; (he was the firft m. of Fiffe that WM admitted be« 
ing prefented by a laick patron, fince thefe leate trowbells.) 

1662. — In Apryll, Mr Cheorg^ Orayi tni. of Ddmocke in the north, de- 
pairted out of this life att his howfe ther, and wte intend at Domocke 
church, the ... of ... • 1662.

1662, May 96. — ^Mr James Bruce, mi. of Kingflbiums in Fi£Pe, depairted 
out of this life at his houfe ther, and was interred at the laid church the 28 
of May 1662, in the day tyme. 

166S, May 28.-*>Ther was fome minifters committed to the tolbuith in Edb., 
by order of parL, becaufe they refufed to take the Oath of Supremacte. 

1662, May 14— The Qwens Maj. the King of Portugalls fifter, landed in 
England, being attended from Portugall by our K. Maj. fleit. She enteivd 
London with great pompe. 

1668, May 29» being lliurfday, and his Maj. birth-day, was keiped thro wghe 
Scotland, ^gland and Irland, by fermon in the foorenoone, and bon-fyres 
At night. Mr James Makgill, m. atLargow, his text that day was 1 Sam. 2.80. 
at the end of the v. * 

1662, Jun. 1, being the Sabath, after lermons, the Laird of Kirkraefe in 

Fiffe, iUmamed Dowglas, maried Kirkekaldie,eldeftdawghterto 

the Laird of Grange ; the manage feaft ftood att hir fiUhers howfe, aboue 
Kirkekaldie. 

1662, Jun. 10.~The Earle of Weymsi with his lady, and the Lady Balk- 
lewch, tooke ioumey from the Weyms, with a purpofe to goe for Londoiu 
(At the fame tyme, Johne Stewart in Kennoway, went wp with tliem to fie 
Doct. Lawmont, parfon of Thwinge. He returned not, bot depairted out of 
this life, Jan. 24, 166S, att Northburton, the Doct. fon his howfe, hauing got- 
ten a fell off his owne horfe the day b^ore, wkeroff he dyed, and was inter- 
red i^t Thtting.) Oct. 16, 1662, the £. of Rothes tooke iourney from Ledy 
to goe for London alfo. Jun. 15, 1663, he returned to Edb., Gonmiiffioaer 
£»* his Bfaj. to the pari, in the E. of Middeltons rowm« Jun. 3, 1668, the 
£. of Weyms returned, botnot his Lady. Mou. 23, 1663, the Lady Weyms 
returned with hir fon, the Lo. Elcho, bot the Lady Balklewch did not retume, 
being maried to his Maj. fonne, as it is afterwarde declaired. 

1662. — ^Hos dimmer, Robert Fothringome, Dunnunes brother, in Angus, 
bougiit the lands of Lahill, in the parifii of Newbame in I^^, from the Lainl 
of Achmowtie; ikey ftood him about 45 or 46 thou&nde markes Scots, which 
was eftimat about 18 or 20 chald. of victuall. It was a Whitfondays bargainee 
(the Laird of GemtuUy and Powry Fort&ringame were cationers in the fub« 
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fcriued minute for this gentelman.) Jun. 18, 1663, he maried • . . • * Haj, 
a dawghter of Nawchtons ; the manage feail flood att hir fathers howfe in 
Nawchton. 

1662, May. — Mr Walter Comrj, minifter of St Leonards church, was ad- 
mitted to be one of the meaiters of the New GoUedge of St Andrews, by Doc- 
tor Coluill ther, and others. He did fucceid to the formentioned Mr James 
Sharpe, now Archbifhope of St Andrews. 

1662, Jun. 16. — In the aftemoone, at Kirkekaldie,one George Griue, malt- 
man ther, was killed by the fliot of a piiloll, by his owne fonne, for the fon 
iyred wpon his father deliberatly and one fett purpofe, whille his father was 
turning the malt kill, and fliott him throw the head ; and, fearing he had not 
beine dead, he tooke a ftone in his bannet, and brake all his feace, and after- 
warde finote him with the faid ftone on the breaft diuerstymes. After the 
fact, he came from the place, and began afimeing repentance, crying out, and 
faying that his &ther and he had difcorded, (ther was difagriement amonge 
them before, for it is reported that the father had lyen in adultery this 17 or 
19 yeire bypaft with diners perfons ; for his cuftome was to drinke mutch 
of the day tyme abroad, and to be i^bfent.from his owne howfe att night,) and 
that he rather goe throwgh nyne kingdomes then be in fuch a life ; and com- 
ing to one of his acquentance, he defyred him to goe and giue him a pynt of 
aile to helpe away his melancholy : and fo they went, and whille they were 
ther, ther comes by a pyper and plays, and this wretched fon went out and 
did dawnce. After this« the night approaching, he came to his fathers man, 
and defyred him that night not to locke the flabell doores, becaufe he pur- 
pofed, early the nizt morning, to goe with ane of the horfe to bring home 
a loade of coalls, (which was not his cuftome, bot to caufe locke the doore.) 
So, in the. night tyme, he came to the flabell and tooke out one of the horfe, 
and came to the kill and tooke out his £Eithers corps, and layd on the horfe, 
and tooke the fame to the fands ther, and threw it oner the Graige as yo w goe 
to the Weft Bridge i and returning, he caft the malt throwgh other, that the 
blood fould not be knowen, as alfo threw fomewhat on the doore of the kill 
to couer the bloode ; and fo ftabelled the horfe againe. Not long after, he 
returns to the ftabell and tooke out the fame horfe to goe for the coalls, bot 
after the horfe was drawen> he wold wpon no account goe with him, bot 
he was forced to put wp this horfe againe, and take ane other horfe» and fo

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went and brought the coalls. The nixt morning this murther is noifed abroad, 
bot none wold confefle. Att lenthe this wretched fon is challenged for itt, bot 
he denys that he knew any fuch thing ; and he is had to the corps, bot the 
*corps did not bleide wpon him, (for fome affirme that the corps will not bleid 
the firft 24 howrs after the murther): howeuer, he is keiped, and within fome 
howrs after he is had to the corps againe, and the fon taken the father hj the 
hand, the corps blieds at the nofe, bot he flill denys. Alfo, the mans wife 
is brought, and they caufe hir touch hir hufband, bot he did not bleide : for 
fome fuppofed hir to haue a hand in this murther, bot fhe did not acknow- 
ledge any thing. At lenth the fon is brought to the tolbuith, and fhortly 
after he calls for the minifter, and confefles this horrid fact, telling that he 
was the only man that did it, and purges the woman, and any other whom they 
fufpected. Some dayes after he was put to deathe att ELirkekaldie, and his 
body put wp on a gibett att Kirkekaldie, aboue the towne. (Some lay, that 
before his deiath, he confeffed he had lyen with his fathers cowe.) 

1662, Jun. 12.— -The Earle of Morton maried Lady [Grizel] Mtddelton, 
his Maj.

166S, Jul. 26.--«-The magiftrands were lawriatt alt St Andrews^ hy Mr 
George Weyms> priacipall o£ St Leonards GoUedge. Mr Ja* Weyms, the 
leiler^ [?3 had the clafle in St Leon., and did dedicatt his theles to the Arehbi- 
ihope of St Androws, Mr Ja. Sharpa. His Q^rich he had about that tyme was 
De Mcgestaie BegiOf and reUelhed mutch both of loyaltie and epilcoimcie. In 
his thefes ther were fome ftrange tenets : he held that the Word of God was 
the rule of fidtb^ hot not of manars ; and that ane oath wa»no longer obleidg- 
ing ti^n the pleafiire of the magiftrat that did cau& take the finne, etc. And 
Mr Patrick Lyon in the Old Golkdge, he did dedicat his thefisa to his ehetfe 
the Earle of Kingome, (his Lo. was likewyle patron of the theles in St Leo* 
narda CoUedge the yeire before) ; the moft paist of his TheDas were coofift- 
ing of Probl^nata Philofophica.

1663, Feb. — ^The Laird of CcXkemj in Fiffe, being hot a yown^ man, de- 
pairted out of litts fife at EcHb.^and was interred die 14of Feb; att Collemy 
in the night ftafon. 

1663, Feb^-^-Abont die middeft of diia monthe, the Bade of Leuen, die 
Lofd Meluen, widi Mr Jbhne Makgill, minifterKif Ci^r, tooke ioumey from 
Edk to London ; the &id Mr Johne bang now lowledfrom his chaivge, be^- 
cawfe he wold not Inbuitt io epilcopall gouerment, intended to fie France 
befoye his retume. Some dayes after, Mr Sharps, Arch-bilhope of St An*- 
dMws, in likemanw tooke ioumey from Edb. to London. Mr Robert Traill^ 
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m. of Edb., being banifhed, in the end of Mar., tooke (htping for Holland 
from Dundie. And in Apr. Mr George Hamilton, yownger, m. of Newbome, 
tooke ihiping for London ; he went ofF att the Earls ferry to a Kirkekaldie 
veflell. About the end of May 1663, the &• of Leuen returned ; and in 
June Mr Sharpe returned ; and, about Lammis 1663, Mr Johne Mackgill 
returned from France, graduat doctor of phificke ; he came home in a gray 
fute, bot went abroad in black apparrell. In Apr. 1664 Mr G. Hamilt* re- 
turned, haueing feine Holland in the tyme he was abfent. 

' 1663, Mar. — One Kennety was hanged att the Grofle of Edb., 

for counterfitting falfe band8,a8 was alleadged, granted by the deceafledLaird 
of Lammerton Renton to the deceafled £. of Leuen his Lady, fiimamed alfo 
Kenton. (The lofle of this bufines did indammage the now £. of Leuen 60 
thouiands marks, as is fuppofed, and more;) Howeuer, this man went to death 
with itt, affirming that they were reall bands, committed to hiscuftodie, and 
not counterfitt. 

. 1663, Mar. 20 Mr Robert Wilkie, minifter of Abercrombie in Fiffe, de- 

pairted out of this life att Abercrombie, and was interred att * the 

24 of Mar. in the day tyme. 

1663, Mar. 86. — Johne Gibfon, Laird of Dury in Fiffe, brother to the de- 
ceafled S' Alex. Gibfon, maried Elizabeth Ayton, Lady Craighall in Hffe : 
the mariage feaft ftood at Ayton in hir fiithers houfe, where fhe lined the 
tyme of hir widowheid. (Two dayes before, hir eldeft brother, comeing from 
St Androws to Ayton, fell and bracke his arme.) 

1663, Mar. — ^^About the begining of this monthe, the Laird of Kinninmunth 

in Fyffe, being bot a yowng man, maried Wartlaw, the Laird 

of Pittraue his eldeft dawghter ; the mariage feaft was att Pittreauie. 

1 663, Apr. 1 4. — ^The Lord Meluen in Fiffe, had a meare that ran att Cuper 
that wan the reace this yeire ; the pryfe was a filuer goblett aboue two pounde 
weight. (Some report that this was the firft meare that euer caried the day 
att Cuper euer iince this reace was inftituted, which was in An. 1621, as is 
reported.) Rontons horfe was fecond, and Powry Fothringams laft : (OhL 
this horfe of Powries was firft the yeire before, and this meare that now wan, 
was laft the find yeire.) The fecond day, Johne Hone, on his owne horfe, 
gat the fadell ; and the 3 day, the laid Powry Fothringame had a mrare 
that wan the cupp, worth 5 lib. fterl. About 8 or 10 dayes after, the laid

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Lord Mehien his meare ran againe att Garftorphen for a cup, and was the 
laft of fowre that ran that day ; Morton beii^ firft that day, and Renton 
bis fbmamed horfe fecond. 

1663, Apr. 20, being Moneday, — ther perrifhed two Newcaftell v^elle 
wpon the lands att St Androws, nire to the Witch-hill, wheiin ther was, as 
is reported, 36 perfons, and not fo mutch as one left aliue, for, the day be- 
fore, ther was a great wynde and raine, and that morning « great wynde 
likewife. 

1663, Apr. 20.— The formentioned LadyBalklewch maried James Stew- 
art, his Maj. K. Charles the S his naturall fon (who, about this tyme, by ap- 
pointment of his Maj. 'had his name changed to James Scot.) He was 
created Ducke of Monmowth in England^ and of Balklewch in Scotlande,etc 
(When they were maried, he was about 14 yeirs, and fhe about 12 yeirs of 
age.) The mariage feaft ftood att London, in the £^ of Weyms howfe, being 
ther for the tyme, wher his Maj. and the Qwene were prelent, with diuers 
of the Cowrt. 

1663, Apr. 27f being Moneday, — Sr Alex. Durhame of Largo in Fyffe, 
the Lord Lyon, depairted out of this life att £db. and was interred the 1 of 
May 1663, att the kirke of Aberlady, nire Lifnefle, his cufings buriall place, 
in the day t3rme. His brother fon, Mr Francis Durham, did fucceid to the 
inheritance, who afterwarde maried Criftian Scot, the Laird of Ardrofle, yo. 
dawghter, yiz. Oct. 6, 1664, as is aft^warde mentioned.

K. Ch. the 2 Lord Oxefforde [Oxenfforde,] (alitell brooke in 
his land, att which he waters his caitell,) depairted out of this life at his dwell* 
ing howfe ther, and was interred the 8 of May att his ordinar buriall place 
ther.

18.— The parliament lat downe againe at Edb. where the Earle 
of Rothes in Fyffe, was his Maj. commiffioner inftead of the £r. of MiddeU 

ton. The laid day Mr. Burnet did preach before them, (who is 

to be inftalled Bifli. of Aberd.) : after fermon, they met and tooke oath of 
Ibme members that had not fitten before, via. of Laderdaill, Wintowne, 
Coluen, etc. They refcinded the Lord Lomsfentence of death ; as alfo the 
act of billiting was refcinded by them, after mutch pains and debaite in try- 
ing the firft inuenters of it. They beheaded the Lord Warreftone, fnmamed 
Jonfton, Jul. 2S, 1663. They erected the mint howfe att Edb. ; they bracke 
the Lady Balklewchs taylie, (which was taylied by hir father, failing aires 
of his dawghters, to the £'. of Twathals fon, his owne fifter fon.) They ra- 
tified church gouerment by prelacie in Scotland ; they meade fome acts in 
fauors of the miniflrie; they confirmed the fiud £>• of Rothes his commifiion 
to be treafurer of Scotland hireafi;er, in ftead of his father in law, the E'." of 
Crawfort, who qwat his chairge becaufe of epifcopacy. They granted ane 
act for abeatting eght yeirs annualrent to the forfiEtwlted perfons by the Eng- 
lifh, fuch as Crafoortt, Laderdaile, Sinclar, etc. They laid on ane great ex- 
cyfe on the* Englifli commodities, efpecially cloth brought in to this king- 
dome. They appointed ane army to be leuied for his Maj» feruice, confifl^ 
ing of 20 thow&nde foot and 2000 horfe, with 40 dayes prouifion. They 
ratified Ch. Arikin, Kellys brother, his commiffion to be Lord Lyon in fiead of 
the deceafled S' Alex. Durhame. They declaired the Ducke of Monmuthj his 
Maj. naturall fonne, who maried Ihe forfaid Lady Balklewch, a peire hireafter 
of this kingdome. All perfons were appointed to keipe ther parifh churches 
vnder the paine of loofeing the 4 pairt of ther yeirly rent. Ilie tyme of ther 
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fitting the Lords of Seffiowne did fitt in likemaner. In the tyme of this 
feffiown of parL the E'. of Laderdaile traniacted with the Citi^ of £db. for 
the citadell of Leith, for which he was to haue fex thow&nd lib. fterl. The 
9 of Oct 1663, they did ryfe and end this thrid feffiowne of pari, and after- 
warde ryde, att which tyme fome of the bifhops did ryde, chiefly the two 
Archb.

1663, Jun. S& — * Scot, Scotftaruet fonne, by a fecond lady, 

maried Margaret Riggt the now Lady Scotftaruet, yowngeft dawghter to 
William Rigg of Athemy, wpon whom his fiither, the Lord Scotftaruet, mynd- 
ed to beftow the lands of Pitaedie; the mariage feaft ftood in the Sbanke, his 
fiithers howfe in Lowthian. 

1663, Jul. !• — Mr Alexander Skyne, Halyeards brother, was admitted re- 
gent in St Leonards CoUedge, by the principall Mr George Weyms, and the 
reft of the regents ther. He did fucceide to Mr Johne Hamiltone^ who gatt 

a call to be a minifl;er in Lowthian, viz. minift;er of (Some monthes 

before, one Mr. Johne Wood, a Craills man, was admitted regent ther like- 
wife ; he did iucceid to Mr ) Alfo, about this tyme, Mr

1663, Jul. 8. — S' Charles Arfldn, Laird of Awa beiyde Clackmannan, de- 
pairted out of this life att £db., and his corps were caried from thence to 
his owne howfe att Awa. 

1663, Jul. 22. — S^ Archbald Jonftx>n, the Lord Wareftx>n, being fentenced 
by the prefent pari, for treafon, and other things layd againft him, was hang- 
ed at the Crofle of £db«, and his head fett wp wpon the Nether Bow ther (be-

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fyde Mr Ja. Gvthers.) Att his death he adhered to the CouMittat, tbeLeage 
and Couenalnt, the Remonftraaoe, and Cawfts of Gods Wrath, etc. Wpon 
the fcaffold, he read a peaper, and after readuig*, threw it OKor amonge tlie 
peopell ; he prayed for his prefent Maj. K. Gh. the 2. ; heprofefled that hk 
memory had failed him ; al wayes, whille ha uras fpeaking, the Lord ELinffton 
cryed outt of a fore-ftare, that they fonld cawfe him hold his peace, for he 
was fpeaking treafbn ; wpon which the whoUe multitude fell a lawghing.

biihope. He did lucceid to Mr Johne Mackgills chairge ther, who now is 
turned profeflbwr of phificke* 

[1663.] [Doc]tor Andrew Lawmonthe, parlbn of Thwinge 

in Yorkeflijre, [depairted out] of this life att his own howfe there, and was 
interred [att Thwinge] church, the 24 of June. His fon, James Lawmonthe, 
came to [Lundjr,] Aguft the 8, 1668, about his mother and brothers bufines, 
and returned the 24 of Oct. 1663.

1663, Aguft.— Mr James Wood, proueft of the Old Ck>lledge in St An- 
drows, was depofed att Edb. by the Lords of Cownfell, and confined to the 
citie of Edb*, becauie he wold not fubmitt to epifcopacy- In Mar. 1664, he 
depairted out of this life att St Androws. 

1663, Aguft 10. — The Lord Burley, being ane old man, depairted out 
of this life at Bowrley, and was interred att his parifli church, the 12 of Aguft, 
in the night tyme. 

1663, Aguift 14, or therby. — .... Lepper, William Sandelens wife in 
St Androws, depairted out of this life att St Androws, and was interred ther 
the day flie deyed, in the night feafon. She was unweill a monthe befor hir 
death or more. It was conftantly affirmed to be the French pox fhe dyed 
off. In the tyme of hir ficknefe, Mr Ja. Wood came to vifitt hir, and flie 
confefled to him, that Thomas Moncrife, brother in law to Mr Sharpe, Arch- 
bifliope of St Androws, gaue hir that difeafe, by lying with hir S or 4 di- 
uers tymes ; hot he deneyed that he had any medling with hir att all.

— Mr [Alexander] Burnet, Doctor Burnets brother, was con- 
fecrat Bifliope of Aberdeine, att St Andr., by Mr Sharpe, Archbiih. ther, fome 
other of the bifli. being prefent at that tyme : he did lucceid to Mr Dauid 
Mitchell. Mr Hary Affleck, m. of St Jonfton, did preach the day of the 
confecration. The feafte meade by the laid Mr Burnet, to the perfons pre^ 

fent, ftood in Alex. Watfons howfe in the Abbey ; formerly 

Proueft Watfon, dwalt in itt.) The feaft was the day before the confecra* 
tion, becaufe one of the bifhops appointed to be prefent did not come till 
the nixt day.

Cal- 
lendar, apothecary, to open him, and ther was Ibwnd in his int r alls, thria 
great lumps, flefliie without, and like a ftone mAijOf and in each of diem a 
plume-dames ftone; (for when he wasa child, he yfed, in eating the plume- 
dames, to fwallow down the ftone in likemaner ;) fo that his fatibier conceiu- 
ed that the forking had browght them downe all together, and ftx>pped the 
paflage ; he profefled alfo, that he had neuer feine the like euer fince he had 
any infight in phyiicke. 

1663, Sept. 25.— Charles Arikin, Kellys brother, in Fyffe, was infljdled 
Lord Lyon, in the Abbay, by Rothes his Mij. commiffioner, and the crown 
put on his head by him, and the other accuflmned ceremonies done him.

It 
was eftimat to nire 50 chalder of victwall, and he had it for about fowre- 
fcore and fifteine thowlande merks or therby ; and the debt wpon itt was 
thowght to be aboue 240 thowland merks. The archbifliope of that Seat is 
fuperior of thefe lands, and wpon that accownt many thowght he had it fb 
eaiie, many of the creditors receaying litel more than the thrid pairt of ther 
fowmesy and fome of them no thing att all.

Allex* Wedderburne, and Mr Wil. Row ; and for Mr George Difton, m. of 
Cults, if he was not r^fullar, he was appointed to be fidpended* After they 
had fitten two dayes, they role, and appointed ther nixt meitii^ att St An* 
drows, the « • of Oct. following. Apr. 21 and 2S» the fentence of depoixtion 
was iatimatt to the fornamed perfons, with this provifion, iff they keiped not 
the nixt prelbetrie day, and acknowledged ther fawit, and were fubmiffire 
to the prefent eccleiiaftick goYemmeiit, theyfowld remove tiier abode from 
ther reflective eongregatioos.

fome barrowinen, to the number of 18 or SO perfons, or therbj. He vnder- 
tooke to bueld itt for a penny, and to deliver the keys to the ouerfeirs, viz. 
E'. of Weyms, Lundy, Largo, Kirke Seffiown of Largo, Balfowre, Pat. Scot 
of Langfliaw, and S' Tho. Gowrlay of Kincraige, and Mr John Alleys, ad- 
Yocat in Edb. Some lay that he was to have for the worke, being compleit, 
nyne thowland merks Scots, and iff itt was founde weill done,^00 merks more. 
Abowt the end of An. 1665, the rooffe was put on this buelding, and fclait- 
ted and glafed. It confifted of thrie rooffes : one to the eaft, one to the 
north, and one to the weft. The entrie of itt looked to the fowth. It was 
a buelding that confifted of 14 divers rowmes, with a publicke hall ; in each 
Towme ther was a bed, a clofett and a lowme, being all fyre rowmes, with 
a lai^e garden ; a ftone bridge for itts entrie ; a howfe befyde for the gar- 
diner, two ftory high. Abowt 6 perfons were entered to ftay att the laid 
hofpitali abowt Gandelmiffe I667. 

1665.— * About the begining of Janwar ther fell mutch fnow, and the froft 
begane fome dayes before. This ftorm continued till neare the mideft of March 
or therby, and fome fiiow was feine after the 1 of Apr. in fome places, fo that 
fome began to lay ther wold hardly be any feide tyme att all this yeire ; (hot 
it pleafed the Lord, owt of his gratiows goodnefle, on a fudden to fend fea- 
fonabell weather for the feide tyme,) fo that in many places the oatte feide 
was fooner done this yeire nor in many yeirs formerly : for the long froft 
made the grownde very frie, and the whole hulbandmen, for the moft pairt, 
affirmed they never law the grownd eafeier to labowr.

Jonfton, relict to the deceafled • • • • Jafra, merchant in Edb., for his fecond 
lady ; the manage feaft ftood att hir howle in Edb., and May 6, he brought 
hir ovir to Gambie, with fome of hir frinds.

And May S5, 
fome days before, one James Henderfone, feryant to Beffie Barclay, in Lar^ 
go in Fyffe, perifhed in Levens water, by taking the water on horfebacke, 
when the fea was in above the ordinar foorde, a littel beneath John Strachans 
baftille* ther, when fome women cryed to him, and forbade him to take the 
water.

And May 
29« the ewes att Lundy in Fyffe, were clipped, being wafhed about 7 or 8 dayes 
before, which could not be gotten done fooner, by reafon of the violence of 
the weather, and conftant almoft rains all the tyme before, fo that the old Lady 
Liindy, Kat. Lindfy, fitid that flie had beine att Lundy thefe 36 or 38 yeirs 
before, and never faw the like.

7^ being Wedenfday, — ^ther was a faft appointed tobe keiped 
thrbwghe Scotland, for repentance to the land andfuccefle to his Maj. navy 
att fea againft the Hollanders, which generally was obferved in many places 
of the land : att Largo no fermon, hot Mr John Ramfays text att Scony that 
day was Jer. 18. 7» 8, 9» 10. Within two or 3 dayes after, news came that 
the two fleitts, viz. the Englifh and Dutch, had engaged June the 3 and 4, 
and that the Englifh had caried the day, and that 6 of the Dutch admiralls 
were taken, and fome of them brunt, and that only one of the admiralls had 
e&aped, viz. namely, Evertfone, with 43 veflels to the Texell ; alio 24 more 
veflells taken and brunt, with abowt 9 or 10 thow&nde men killed and tak- 
en,as both the printed and wretten peapers affirmed, and only one veflell, call- 
ed the Charitie, loft to the Englifli, with abowt 400 men, and fome nobel- 
men and others of note.

Comiffioner for the tyme, his horfe did cary 
the pryfe, being a great filver cup. Stobs horfe was fecond, and the Lord 
of Mongomery horfe was laft, being only thrie in all. And the 12 of Apr. 
whille they were Spectators of a lefler cowrfe,the Lord Lithgow and the Lord 
Carnegie, after cupps, ther pafled fome words betwixt them, and about night 
they drew off from the reft, on the hill towards Tarvet Broom, and drew ther 
fwords on att another, till att laft Camegg^e gave Lithgow a fore wownd.

Affiecke, by the bifhope ap- 
pointment, did confer and examine him of feverall particulars, ibme which 
he confeit, others he denied ; alwayes they appointed him to iatiifie in 
fome of the churches of that preibetrie wher he lives, and confefe his fawlt 
and error of deceaving the peopell, and to doe fo no more, which he pro- 
mifed to doe. Mr Greorge Diiton was ipoken off, and continued in the eftaite 
wherein he was till the nixt meiting. Alfo\ one Mr David Campbell, m. 
in the Mems, who once came in the ending of a fynod, but went not in to 
them, but went to the biihops howfe and ialutted him, bot never returned 
fince, was appointed to be cited to come to ther nixt meiting, otherwife to be 
proceided againit. Alfo, ther was a complaint given in vpon ieverall mini- 
itiers for giveing teftificatts to perfons to goe and feike fupplie wher they 
pleafed, fo that divers, both minifters and others, therby were oppreffed : for 
remedy of which they appointed that no miniiter fowld give a teflificat to 
any of his pariihoners for that effect withowt the confent of the preibetrie, 
and the preibetrie to give no warrant to any withowt ther owne bownds, as

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tkej fowld be anfwerabell. After they had fitten a day and a halfe, they 
clofed ther meiting, and adioumed till Oct. nixt. 

Some dayes after, the Biihop tooke iowmey for London, and the Arch- 
dean of St Androws with him. ( Abowt this tyme alfo the Lady Newwarke 
and hir fon, and the Lady Ardrofle and hir fon, went wp to London alfo.) 
About the mideft of July 1666, the Lady Newwarke and hir fon returned, 
and the Biihope and the Archdean of St [Androws] abowt the end of itt ;

1666, May 12. — John Wilfon, comifar clerke att St Androws, depairted 
owt of this life att his dwelling howfe ther, and was interred the 15 of May 
in the publick buriall place. 

1666, May 24.— Mr Robert Whytte, minifler of Inch-Stowr in the Carfe 
of Gowry, was admitted minifter of the Northferry befyde Dundie, by the 

prefbetrie of St Androws. Mr did preach the day of his ad- 

miffion. He did fucceid to Mr ... . Veilland, who was depofed becawfe 
he wold not acqwiefe with epifcopafcy. 
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1666, May Q9$ being Twefday,-— the foleninitie of his Maj. birth day, K. 
Ch. the % was keipet through Scotland, England and Irland, by fermon to 
that purpofe in divers places, fhoting of cannon, bon fyrrs att night, and 
ringing of bells, etc. That day, Mr John Achinleck, m. of Largo, preacht 
att Largo, his text being Pf.

life att Cawfton in the parifli of Aberdowre, being living ther for the tyme, 
and was interred Aug. . • att Aberdowre in the day tjme. 

1666, Sept. IS. — Mr Allex. Achinleck, brother to Mr John Achinleck» 
minifter of Largo in Fyffei was admitted minifter of Dinbowghe hj the pref- 
betry of Cwpar ; he did fucceid to the deceafled Mr Allex. Mairtin, leate m. 
ther. Mr Robert Hynniman, m. of Cwper, did preach the day of his admif- 
fion. 

1666. — This fummer, one * a converted Jewe, being fome

kingdome, namely, a 12 monthes fefle, abowt fe^c thowland pownde Her- 
ling a monthe.

Gilfton in the &id parifh j and both he and fhe flieing from the diicipline 
of the church, and remaining obftinate in ther fin ; and for the Ipace of nire 
a whoUe yeire, being cited and depending before the brethren of the exer- 
cife att St Andrews, bot never confeffing ; as alfo the laid woman laying 
fince in fornication with one Da. Lucklay, vnder the pretext of manage, bot 
cowld niver make it appeare by any reall teftificatt. James, archbifhope of 
St Androus, taken notice what the prefbetrie had done in itt, cawfed writt 
ane order in his owne name, (of dait att St Andrews the 3 of Apr. 1667)> to 
the laid Mr JohnAchinlecke, to that effectt, for intimation of the fidd len- 
tence ; which was accordingly publickly read by him in the feace of the con- 
gregation after fermon in the fomoone, and before the bliffing was pronun« 
ced, and immediattly after prayer meade for fanctiiying his owne ordi- 
nance, and that the Lord in mercie, woulde be pleafed to open the hearts of 
thefe perfons to fie and acknowledge ther fin, that yet againe they might be 
receaved in the bofome of the church of Chrift.

1669» Sept. 17, being Fryda7,-4her arofe a great tempeft of wind fuddenlj, 
fo that ther was a litell boat belonging to Buckhearen, with 4 men in itt, 
carying muflels to Leith, that periihed in the Firth. Alfo, Sept. 24, being 
Fryday alfo, a ihip belonging to Prefton Pans, in Lowthian, came downe from 
London, richly loaden with divers commodities, and rich merchant goods, 
being in the Firth fome dayes before, fearing a tempeft of wind alfo, lowfed 
with a purpofe to goe for the EUy, miftaking the harbowr, fett in above the 
Ferry vpon the rocks att Kincraige, and periihed. The men were lafe, and 
many of the goods recovered ; hot the cowntrey peopell paryet vpon many 
of them. Vpon which • . . .* Mitchell^ (kipper, and fome others that had in* 
tereft, procwred ane order frdm the chanclowr, the E'. of Rothes, for reftitu- 
tion of the goods, which was read Oct. S, 1669> in feverall churches after 
fermon,'a8 in Largo, Newbume, and Kilconq'. etc. to be delivered back to 
the ikipper, or in his abfence to Jhon Whytt, flapper in the Elly, and fome- 
what promifed to fach as browght back any thing. 

16699 Sept. — Mr Robert Lundin, Straverlys thrid brother, was admitted 
fecond minifter of Dyfert be the prefbetrie of Kirkaldie, haveing, fome dayes 
before, receaved ordination from the archbifhop of St Andrews, Mr Sharp, 
att the Ferry nire Dundie, Mr John Anderfon then being parfon of Dyfert. 

1669, Oct. S Att C5wpar, S' . . . . t Weyms of Boggie, and S' William 

Bruce of Balcafkie, were chofen commiffioners for Fyffe, for the enfewing 
parliament appointed to fitt at £db. Oct. 19f 1669» where the E'. of Lawder- 
daiill was his Maj. commiffioner. 

I669f Oct. 6.-*-^The diocefian fynod &tt att St Andrews, where the • . . 

1669» Oct. IS. — In the night tyme ther arofe fuddenlie a great tempeft of 
wynd, raine and thunder, which occafioned great preiudice both be fea and 
land in divers places. In divers harbowrs fome veflels were broken and chat- 
tered ; as in Dundie, where they fuftained, as fomeaffirme, above ten thow- 
iand merkes worth of lofle ; St Andrews, Craill, Anfter, Pittenweyme»

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Ferrj, Weyms, where a yeflell of Kirkaldie, called the Doritj, brake lowle 
owt of the harbowr, and l^litted herfelfe beneath -the CSu^ell ther on the 
rocks ; Dyfert, Kirkaldie, etc. ; alfo in the water of Taj att St Jonfton, ibme 
of the Inches within the water, wher beftiall were paftoring, wher oyerflowen, 
and the beaftiall drowned, both oxen, horfe and iheep. Some alfo feeding 
on the water fyde perifhed in likemaner, and divers Helen-kay came downe 
the water ; as alfo fome loft on the water of Erne. Tries in divers places 
broken, fpoilt and blowen vp be the rootes ; as att Lundin, Largo, Dury, 
Kilfpindie, Evelick, etc. 

1669» Oct. 19.-^The parliament fatt att Edb. where the £^ of Lawderdaill 
was his Maj . comiffioner, the day being Twefdaj on which they did ryd ; the 
Marqwes of Dowglas caned the crowne, Argyll the fcepter, and Marr the 
fword, (the £'• of Crawfort being then att Edb. did not ryd.) Ther was no 
fermon att ther fitting downe, according to ther cuftome : (Vpon this one 
laid, — Becawfe God was not fowght, therfor it was like it might come to 
nowght.) At ther meiting firft of all, the comiifioner his comiffion was read; 
then he had a large Q)eech to the members ther conveined, coniifting mainly 
of two things ; 1. his Maj. pleafure anent ch. goverment, to continowe epifco- 
pacy, as it was eftablifhed ; vfeing fome arguments proveing the divine right 
of epifcopacy, and that it was moft confiftent with monarchic, etc. 2. His 
purpofe to have an Vnion eftablifhed betwixt Scotland and England. Afi;er 
that his Maj. letter was read, they appointed ane oath to be taken of each fkip- 
er and merchant of every fhip, what comodities they had in, for payment of 
his Maj. cwftomes, and the waiters in likemaner to be continowed. Alfo they 
eftabliflied ane act of his Maj. fwpremacie over all perfons, and ovir all 
cawfes, etc. They did fomewhat anent the bringing home of bullion, and 
fome other particwlar acts, etc. Dec. 23, 1669» this fefiiown of pari, was 
adiowrned to the 8 of Jun. I67O, or therby. They did fome what dfo anent 
the ordering of the melitia in this kingdome. Jan. 20, I67O, the comiffioner 
tooke iowrney againe for London. Jan. 17» I67O, all the acts of parlia. 
were read and proclaimed over the crols att Edb. be the Gierke Regifter, etc. 
(Abowt this tyme Mr William Sharp, the Lord St Androws brother, was 
knighted be his Maj. comiftloner.) 

l669» Nov. 6. — Att Largo, on Largos grownd, the firft yeirly merketther 
began, which was proclaimed before att divers other merketts, to hold att that 
tyme, and to be cuftome frie for the fpace of thrie yeirs to come. In itt ther 
was divers merchant goods j cloth, both linnen and woollen ; beftiall of all 
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kindsy etc. A horfe reace for a fadell, for horfes within 40 lib. a pryce ; and 
a foot reace for a bonet, and a paire of flioes. Each ryder was to putt in a 
Ihilling for the iadelL Thomas Fowlls att Largo caried the day the faid 
yeire. Alfo ther was a weikly merket appointed th^r, to hold every Fryday. 
All that came to fell any thing ther other dayes of the weike, were ordained 
be act of cowrt, to pay cuftome for ther comodities ; hot thefe that keiped 
the merket day were cuftome frie. 

1669» Nov. 18 — Mr Robert Wood, a Craills man borne, was admitted 
minifter of Scony in Fyffe, be the prefbetrie of Kirkaldie. Mr John RamlUy, 
minifter of Markinflie, did preach the day of his admiffion. His text was, 
Ezech. 3. 17t 18, 19. ** Son of man, I have made th^ a watchman vnto 
the howfe of Ifraell,*' etc. Remember, the day of his admiffion^ ther was 
none of .the heritors prefent att the kirk, and hot fome of the elders ; and 
there was not fo mutch as one of them that gave him the right hand of fello- 
fhipe.

Mr Oeorge Ogilvie, m. of Kirkaldie, 
did preach the day of his admiffion ; he did fucceid to the deceafett Mr Robert 
Bruce. 

1669» Dec. — Mr Keneth Loggie, m. of Kirkaldie, depairted owt of this 
life att Kirkaldie, and was interred ther the . • of Dec. in the day tyme. 

l669f Dec. — S' David Achmowty, in the pariih of Markinihe^ depairted 

owt of this life att on the Border ; haveing gone ther fome weikes 

before, for feare of caption be his creditors, and was interred nire to the place.

1670, Apr. 11. — One Major Weyer, who lived in Edb. who had fome al- 
lowance from the towne, for waiting or otherways, being ane old man,

She con- 
feft inceft, witchcraft, etc. On the fcafold Ihe caft away hir mantell, hir 
gown tayle, and was purpofed, as was layde, to caft of all hir clothes before 
all the multitude ; hot Baylie Oliphant, to whom the bulinefe wasintrufted, 
ftoped the fame, and commanded the execwtioner to doe his office. Bot 
whille he was abowt to throw hir ovir the leather, Ihe fmote the ^xecwtioner 
on the cheike ; and hir hands not being tyed when Ihe was throwen ovir, 
flie labored to recover hir felfe, and put in hir head betwixt two of the fteps 
of the leather, and keiped th|it powfter for atyme, till Ihe was put from itt.
